Campus sororities had their 
hands full January 17-21 when 
102 nervous, yet excited 
women went through this 
year’s Formal Recruitment and 
Pick-up Day. 


The recruitment process : 


started in December when 
women interested in joining a 
Greek organization signed up 
by completing a short applica- 
tion and paying a $13 fee. 


80 freshmen, 18 sopho- 
mores, one senior, and three 
transfer students signed up at 
the start of the week. 


Parties were then held by 
every sorority each night to 
get to know the interested 
girls. During lunches the next 
day, the excited women were 
given individual invitations to 
come back to the sorority’s 
party that night.

\“Freshmen usually get 
all of their texts here in 
the fall, and we see a little 
of a decline every spring 
due to swapping of books 
and sales that happen else- 
where,” Galanski said. 


As questions arose at 
faculty meetings about 
what to do on this matter, 
it was decided that profes- 


sors had no obligation to 
honor the request of each 
student. Dr. Wastvedt, 
chair of the English and 
public relations depart- 
ment, said that employees 
were confused as to the 
responsibility they owed 
the students. 

“The number of re 
quests for ISBN numbers 
that the faculty receive can 
be frustrating, and they 
were looking for a little 
guidance on how to re 
spond,” Wastvedt said. 


Students and faculty 
members agree that they 
do not want to see the 
bookstore ‘suffer from the 
upgrades in what can be 
done with technology, but 
they know it is the stu 
dents’ rights to buy their 


books from wherever they 
choose. 


“It’s the students’ choice 
to shop wherever they can 
get the best deal,” Galans- 
ki said. “We just want stu- 
dents to get the correct 
books, because everything 
changes up until the very 
last minute.” 


Questions have been 
raised as to why there is 
not another system set up 
so students can choose 
where to purchase their 
books prior to the week- 
end before classes begin. ° 


“We pay so much for a 
good education, and it is 
not right that they want to 
monopolize on book sales, 
too,” sophomore Stephanie

With this 
semester’s pick-up, these num- 
bers are likely to increase. 


“For the girls who. didn't 
get picked up, they shouldn't 
be discouraged”, Ramsey said: 
“You can still get picked up in 
the fall.” 


The recruitment process is 
never-ending. Since each 
sorority can have up to 65 
members, they will have open 
recruitment until they fill their 
quota.

Internet retailers can save a Savvy user 
time and money on books 


It's something more than 
tradition which dictates that 
each class, from first grade 
through college and beyond, 
has some sort of textbook. 

Fortunately for the students 
in high school or below, their 
books are provided. Unfortu- 
nately for the rest of us, we 
have to buy our own books 
each semester as a new round 
of classes starts. 

It's painful, no doubt, 
shelling out your hard-earned 
cash for a book you're likely 
to never open again after the 
end of the semester. : 

One of the first things stu- 
dents ask of their friends in 
the first days of class sounds a 


: ‘little like "How much did you 


spend on books?" followed by 
a figure, which is then fol 
lowed by choruses of disbelief 


‘ or jealousy and students trying 


to oneup eath other with 
their own figures. 

Disbelief: my roommate, a 
physics major and math. mi- 
nor, recalls paying almost 
$500 for his books last semes- 
ter. 

Jealousy: I,:a computer sci- 
ence major and writing minor, 
haven't spent more than $120 
for any semester since the 
spring of 2004. 

How, you ask? 

I buy my books on the In- 
termet. 

Even though many instruc- 
tors and professors no longer 
give ISBNs for their books for 
one reason or another, there 
are still many other ways to 
get at least an author and title 
that can be used to search on- 
line for vendors and other stu- 
dents. selling the books you 
need. 

T'll leave it up to you, clever 
reader, to get the title and au- 
thor of the text, but I highly 
suggest asking for a syllabus - 
most professors put the title, 
author, and even the edition 
on the first page. 

Once you've got that infor- 
mation, you're’ ready to head 
out into cyberspace. 

There's hundreds of. web-

just list a few with which I 
have had experience. 


Amazon.com 


Amazon is probably the 
most well known online retail- 
er. I've found their prices to 
be in the median among their 
peers, with the occasional in- 
credibly low price. I've never 
had a bad experience buying 
books from them. You'll prob- 
ably be faced with a multitude 
of editions, so make sure you 
know which one to get or 
which are the acceptable older 
editions. Use caution when 
buying a book through Ama- 
zon’s Marketplace (goods sold 
by other users), though, since 
the user could possibly not be 
as honest as Amazon itself. 


eBay.com 


eBay, wonder of Internet 
wonders, rarely doesn't have a 
book that I've needed. The 
price is usually the cheapest of 
all the possible places, but 
books listed on the auction 
site are usually used and may 
have highlighting or dinged 
up edges, if that matters to 
you. Most of the computer 
science textbooks I've bought 
on eBay are low price editions 
from eastern countries like In- 
dia and Malaysia. The content 
is the same, but the cover is 
usually different and the pages 
are of a lighter bond. 


Abebooks.com 


I've bought two or three 
books through Abebooks and 
was astonished by their in- 
credibly quick shipping. I had

When all else fails, or as a 
shop-around check, head on 
over to Pricegrabber or 
Google's Froogle. Both 
searche a number of online re- 
tailers, including the previous- 
ly mentioned three, and dis- 
play the aggregate resuilts. 
Beware, though, some of the 
retailers listed may not be as 
credible. as others, so make 
sure that you read the reviews 
and do your. homework on 
how they handle things like 
returns and how quickly they 
ship. 

If you haven't bought any- 
thing online before, talk with 
someone who has. They 
might offer to buy your books 
for you (with reimbursement, 
of. course) or help you 
through your first purchase. ©

Gubernatorial campaigns go racial - 


HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Bill Scranton fired the manag- 
er of his gubernatorial cam- 
paign because of racially 
charged remarks he made 
about Lynn Swann, Scranton's 
opponent for the Republican 
nomination, during a televised 
cal-in show Wednesday night. 

James Seif said "the rich 
white guy in this campaign is 
Lynn Swann," according to a 
story on Capitolwire that the 
Scranton campaign said was 
accurate. 

Swann, the former Pitts- 
burgh Steeler star, is seeking 
to become Pennsylvania's first 
black governor. Scranton 
comes from a wealthy family 
and ‘is white. 

Scranton fired Seif, an old

EXETER, Calif. (AP) - A 10 
1/2-hour bank siege ended 
early Thursday when police 
tricked the gunman by giving 
him cigarettes, then rescued 
his final hostage, who had 
been dragged back inside af 
ter an unsuccessful dash to 
safety. 

The suspect, identified as 
47-year-old Jess Martinez, was 
taken into custody, police said. 
The woman, the last of eight 
hostages held inside the bank, 
was unharmed, authorities 
said. 

"It's a great conclusion to a 
very long incident," said Tu- 
lare County Sherriff's Lt. Keith 
Douglas. "This is a great end- 
ing for everybody involved."

He took eight people hostage 
after employees alerted police, 
but released three customers 
within 10 minutes, Douglas 
said.

Journalist kidnapping 


BAGHDAD, Iraq (AP) 
The U.S. military said Thurs- 
day it would release five Iraqi 
women detainees, a move de- 
manded by the kidnappers of 
an American reporter to spare 
her life. A U.S. official said the 
release had nothing to do with 
the kidnappers’ demand. 

The women will be freed 
Thursday and Friday as part 
of a release of 419 Iraqis to be 
freed after officials concluded 
there was no reason to keep 
holding them, said Lt. Col. 
Guy Rudisill, spokesman for 
the U.S. detention command. 

Armed men abducted Jill 
Carroll, a freelance reporter 
for the Christian Science Mon- 
itor, on Jan. 7 in Baghdad and 
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- threatened to kill her unless 


all Iraqi women prisoners 
were released. 

The U.S. military confirmed 
last week it was holding nine 
Iraqi women. On Thursday, 
however, the military said. it 
had detained two more 
women and three men for al- 
leged insurgent activities in 
the northern city of Mosul. 

Detainees are regularly 
freed in Iraq following reviews 
of their cases, a process that 
can take months, and U.S. offi- 
cials have said the upcoming 
releases were part of the rou- 
tine procedure and not linked 
to Carroll's case.

any specific incidents, Edman 
said that there have been cas- 
es over the years of RAs - par- 
ticularly at closing times - not 
knowing ‘what to do in certain 
situations. 


"Over the years, kegs were 
problems, which turned into 
problems with party balls, 
ey with beer bongs," Edman 
said. 


According to Edman, the 
specification was made so that 
students were not surprised, 
particularly at mid-year. 


"RAs are meant to be 
helpers, not police," Edman 
said. "It's not healthy for RAs 
to feel like they must police 
their halls, yet we also don't 
want students to feel like this 
is a capricious act to steal 
from their rooms." 


The goal of the rule against 
items such as beer bongs, 
kegs, and party balls is to re- 
duce paraphenalia for binge 
drinking. 


"We want to reduce binge 
drinking, which is a danger to 
students! health and others," 
Edman said. 


Edman and the rest of the 
student affairs staff consulted 
staffs at institutions similar to 
Westminster before making 
the clarification. 


"By law, we don't need to 
include the e.g.'s," Edman 
said. "This:isn't unusual; what 
is more unusual is not expli- 
cating better the e.g.'s."" 


The new sentence is not a 
new rule.

Edman did say that items 
such as beer mugs or shot 
glasses, which many students 
purchase from the bookstore, 
are allowable items. 


"As far as I'm concerned, 
they're just a differently 
shaped glass," Edman said, re- 
ferring to beer mugs, wine 
glasses or shot glasses. 


Many students are satisfied 
with the policies in place, par- 
ticularly since it allows them 
to have shot glasses or beer 
mugs with sorority and frater- 
nity letters on them. Senior 
Lauren Stang is one such stu- 
dent. 


"Tl understand the school 
not wanting us to have objects 
used for mass consumption of 
alcohol. That seems logical to 
me," Stang said. "As long as 
they don't mind us having the 


cute classic stuff, like shot, 


glasses and other collectibles 
or party favors, I am cool with 
the policy." 


This does not apply, howev- 
er, if there is liquid in the 
glass. In an effort to save RAs 
the effort of dealing with those 
who may put liquid in a shot 
glass or beer mug as a joke, 
Edman will tell the RAs to 
write up people with liquid in 
such glasses 


"T will tell the RAs to not 
even bother sniffing the 
glass," Edman said. "They 
should write up the student 
and let the student explain 


dents ample time to order 
them online and have them 
by the time they get to 
school.” 

Sending e-mails is one of 
the ‘ways students have used 
technology to interact with 
professors. While some feel it 
is time to refurbish the 
process of which we sell texts, 
others think it is just another 
unneeded step in the process.

This past week, the depart- 
ment from which I borrowed 
the computers needed them 
back. They've been returned 
and are probably being used 
for writing a test or checking 
email as you read this. 

In the six months since our 
efforts — nicknamed Fold- 
ing@Westminster - began, 
we've processed 1,282+ work 
units and produced 250,012+ 
points of results, taking us 
from 45,750" place into the 
top 1,000 worldwide. We've 
overtaken the production rates 
of the University of Minneso- 
ta, Drexel, Vanderbilt, Iowa 
State, Mississippi State and 
even the massive Penn State 
University, in addition to the 
thousands of other teams that 
aren't academic institutions. 
We may soon overtake Uni- 
versity of Florida, Florida 
State, and Michigan.

now don’t see need 


Superbowl XL: no Steelerettes? 


PITTSBURGH (AP) - They 
wore knee-length skirts, bobby 
sox and hard hats, and could- 
n't fraternize with the players. 
Their pay? One ticket per 


game. 

The Steelerettes were the 
first females of the gridiron, 
long before Seattle's Sea Gals, 
Oakland's Raiderettes and the 
Buffalo Jills. And get this: 
Pittsburgh had guy cheerlead- 
ers, too - the Ingots.

But the NFL's first rah-rah 
squad was far from a group of 
midriff-bearing dancers that 
root from the sidelines today, 
make public appearances and - 
like the Dallas Cowboys 
Cheerleaders - star in their 
own reality TV show. 

The Steelerettes of the 
1960s also didn't last long - 
just nine years. 

"Other teams started bring- 
ing in cheerleaders and it was

very different from the kind of 
wholesome group that we 
were," said Patricia Tanner, 
58, of Ohio Township, who 
was a Steelerette from 1965-68. 
"It seemed like our era had 
passed and Pittsburgh's a very 
traditional town, so I don't 
think we would have gone that 
direction." 

The Steelerettes were start- 
ed for the 1961 season, a year 
after the Pirates won the 
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World Series. 

Day came up with the 
name Steelerettes, who were 
all Robert Morris students. 

Dianne Rossini, of Union- 
town, cheered for the Steelers 
in 1963 and maintains a Web 
site dedicated to the group. 
She said the women were cho- 
sen based on their looks, per- 
sonality, coordination and 
gymnastic ability. 

They also had to maintain a 
2.0 grade-point average and 
take a football test - mostly 
showing they knew enough 
about the game to know when 
to cheer. 

The women performed to 
live music, and a baton twirler 
was added in 1962. The team 
also briefly added male cheer- 
leaders, called the Ingots in 
homage to the steel mills that 
were the lifeblood of the city. 

But in the late 1960s, the 
Steelers started talking about 
plans to build Three Rivers 
Stadium and changing the di- 
rection of the team. Other 
NFL teams had started using 
cheerleaders and the skimpy 
outfits didn't fit in with the 
Rooney family's traditional val- 
ues, Day said.

The TUB now offers a 
healthier variety of food op- 
tions for students and faculty 
due to the efforts of a newly 
formed TUB Menu Commit- 
tee. 


Jeff Creveling, Sodexho 
general manager, and Beth 
Sammons, Sodexho campus 
services, formed the commit- 
tee during the fall semester in 
order to lessen student menu 
complaints. 


“Jeff just figured that if stu- 
dents were in on the process, 
things will get better and we 
will receive less negative com- 
ments and more satisfaction,” 
Sammons said. “The commit- 
tee is a great tool and it is nice 
to get students in on the 
process so they can under- 
stand the creation of a menu.” 


The committee consists of 
six student representatives 


dent Government Association. 
According to Sammons, the 
TUB menu committee will be 
an ongoing process through- 
out the years to come. 


The committee has orga 
nized a menu that features soy 
products and a wider variety 
of pizzas, salads, and bagels. 


Their mission is to create a spinach leaf mixture 


wellrounded menu that also 
incorporates healthier choices 
and vegetarian options. Callie 
Croushore, committee mem- 
ber and SGA senator, intro- 
duced the idea of wheat prod- 
ucts to the group.

The commit- 
tee also met to design salads

“We wanted to create better 
tasting foods with better quali- 
ty that more people would 
want,” Croushore said. 


The bagel size has in- 
creased four ounces with only 
a three cent price change. 
They also chose to switch the 
type of baked potatoes used in 
lunches in order to enhance 
meal size. 


The committee not only 
deals with food quality and va- 
riety, but also helps in sched- 
uling meals and soup rota 
tions. 


“It is a hard process to beat 
because students want variety, 
but not too much variety and 
we get a lot of mixed mes 
sages,” Sammons said. “Stu- 
dents say they are sick of 
Mexican food and want more 
variety, but yet it is the most 
popular lunch.”

Features Editor Amanda 
Hauger takes us inside the 
world of a 
student with diabetes 


When she-first came to campus last se- 
mester, everyone thought freshman Leah 
Maxwell was carrying around an Ipod wher- 
ever she went. Little did they know that 
Leah, a biochemistry major, was in fact wear- 
ing an insulin pump that helps to keep her 
alive. 

At the young age of 10, this Latrobe, PA 
native was eating and drinking like a normal 
child, but she had lost over 10 pounds in a 
month. Leah's parents took her to the hos- 
pital and she was diagnosed with Type I dia- 
betes, or juvenile diabetes, which means that 
her body produces no insulin on its own. 

At the time, Leah's blood sugar level was 
860, way above the average person's levels of 
90-120. 

"The doctors said if I had waited another 
hour before going to the hospital, I would 
have been in a coma," Leah said. ae 

She spent a week in the hospital getting

her blood sugar levels adjusted. She. also 
had to learn how to take care of herself. 

"J remember I wasn't that scared, I just 
didn't want to stay in the hospital any 
longer." 

Nine years later, Leah deals with her dia- 
betes every single day. Seven to eight times 
a day she pokes her finger in order to check 
her blood sugar levels. She must eat meals 
even when she isn't. hungry and constantly

Leah Maxwell, freshman 
be aware of what she is eating. 

"| can do anything I want and eat anything 
I want," Leah said. "It's only harder because 
I have to pay attention to little things that 
most people don't have to. I've been count- 
ing carbs since I was 10." 

For every 15 grams of carbohydrates she 
eats, Leah must take one unit of insulin. The 
insulin pump she wears is on her: body 24 
hours a day, 7 days a week. She changes 
the insulin cartridge inside of the pump every 
other day. While the pump may seem like a 
bit of a hassle to most people, Leah appreci- 
ates the simplicity of it. 


"For four years I had to inject myself with- 
shots every single day, but now it's only~ . 


every other day. The pump acts like a pan 
creas but outside of the body," Leah ex- 


plained. 


Although she is upbeat about the possibjl-- - 


ity of a cure for her disease, Leah acknowl 
edges that complications can still occur. - 
"Diabetes affects every organ, every patt’ 


of your body," she said. "Things like bad cir-: 


culation, blindness and heart problems can’ 
happen if you don't learn to control your dia- 


betes; simply being diagnosed with this dis-- 


ease cuts off 10 years of your life." 

Leah is persistent in her participation in 
the Juvenile Diabetes Research Foundation. 
She is’ involved in a number .of projects and 
along with her family and friends, raises over 
$30,000 a year towards diabetes research. 
She also gives speeches at diabetes events. 

Perhaps because of Leah's experience in 
hospitals at such a young age, her ultimate 
goal is to become a pediatric surgeon. She 
first gained interest working with doctors and 
‘surgeons through ‘a technical program in 
high school. After shadowing a surgeon at 
Children's Hospital in Pittsburgh, Leah knew 
she wanted to work with children. 

"The doctors in the hospital took such 
good care of me when I was first diagnosed 
with diabetes," Leah said. "Those doctors in- 
fluenced me to become a doctor. I want to 
help people and make them better like they 
did for me."

The Steelers won their fifth 
Super Bowl title Sunday, beat- 
ing the Seattle Seahawks 21-10 
in Detroit, in the team's first 
Super Bowl win since 1980.

More than 160,000 mourn- 
ers have waited in long lines 
at public viewings since King's 
body was returned to Georgia 
to file past her casket and pay 
their respects _ on Monday at 
Ebenezer Baptist Church, 
where her husband preached 
in the 1960s, at New Birth 
Missionary Baptist Church on 
Tuesday morning, and during 
the weekend at the Georgia 
Capitol, where King became 
the first woman and the first 
black person to He in honor 
there. 

"Tm here to oa my re 
spects for a woman who has 
gotten me to the place I am 
today," said Theresa Wade, of 
Mapleton, waiting outside the 
church Tuesday. "I believe 
everyone should pay tribute 
because the King family has 
done so much for us." 

Some 8,000 people took 
part in the morning viewing, 
which was cut short a_ half 
hour early so the Secret Ser- 
vice could sweep the building. 

The funeral followed a day 
of tributes at Ebenezer Baptist 
Church, where Gladys Knight 
performed and television talk- 
show host Oprah Winfrey, for- 
mer Atlanta mayor and King 
lieutenant Andrew Young and 


oth- 
ers shared their memories of 


"For me, she embodied roy- 
alty. She was the queen. ... 
You knew she was a force," 
Winfrey told an audience of 
1,700 at the musical celebra- 
tion in King's honor. 

Winfrey laughed as she told 
how she once persuaded King 
to get a new hairdo on her TV 
show. And she became emo- 
tional when she told how 
King, in the week before her 
death, sent her a handmade 
quilt that her husband's moth- 
er had passed down. 

"She leaves us all a better 
America than the America of 
her childhood," Winfrey said. 

After the funeral, King's 
body will be placed in a crypt 
near her husband's tomb at 
the King Center, which she 
built to promote his memory. 

Between the tombs is the 
eternal flame that was placed 
there years ago in Martin 
Luther King Jr.'s honor. On 
the crypt, inscribed in black, is 
the Bible passage First 
Corinthians 13:13, which 
reads: "And now abide Faith, 
Hope, Love, These Three; but 
the greatest of these is Love."

"When they said that some- 
thing happened... my God I 
thought someone was stuffed 
in the dryer,’ Mondale said. 

It wasn't until later when 
she found out the real reason.

Mondale was told to use 
any of the other on-campus 
laundry rooms after midnight;

dorms lock before midnight. 

"I think it's lame that we 
got punished for it." an irked 
Mondale said. 

And it would be lame-espe- 
cially if this problem isn't in- 
house. 

More specifically, Carter be- 
lieves the problem is a result 
of a few offcampus students 
or transients trickling in-steal- 
ing others laundry and laun- 
dry time.

ing] and sneak in," she added. 

Even if this is the case, Mis- 
tretta tells students to be 
grateful they have the luxury 
of free laundry service; most 
colleges don't provide it. 

Still, if the college does 
want an immediate solution, 
Carnegie Mellon does use a 
program called "eSuds." 

According to its student 
newspaper The Tartan, eSuds 
is a Web-based laundry sys- 
tem which allows only regis- 
tered dorm residents to swipe 
CMU’s equivalent of 'Titan 
Cards" into a laundry machine 
reader. The system sends an 
email notifying the student 
when their laundry is ready. 

The best part-the student 
doesn't pay a dime, quarter or 
even dollar: it's all attached to 
their tuition bill. 

In the mean time, Mistretta 
hopes the lockdown leaves a 
clear message. 

"I think shutting it down for 
a week will make students 
shape up-they don't want to 
wear their underwear inside 
out." 
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The night before classes 
started this semester, I, along 
with a small group of my 
friends, trekked to Wendy's 
for dinner. We took four cars 
- all with red Eichenauer lot 
parking permits. When we re- 
turned, we found ourselves en- 
joying Westminster student's 
favorite pastime: finding a 
parking place. 

Two of the cars managed to 
get a spot in the actual red 
lots - the Eichenauer lot and 
the Russell lot. The third wan- 
dered around a bit, finally 
catching an open spot at the 
side of the field house. A bas- 
ketball game was going on in- 
side the gymnasium, so 
ing was definitely at a 
premium in the surrounding 
area. 

However, the fourth car — 
senior Bill Penwell behind the 
wheel and myself in the pas- 
senger seat — circled the lots 
for ten minutes, hoping; pray- 
ing; begging that we might 
find a spot. With no spots 
open in the Ejichenauer or 
Russell lots, field house over- 
flow taken by other students 
and basketball fans and the 
entirety of Westminster Drive 
full, we gave up and parked in 
the side lot beside the Phi 
Kappa Tau house.

The fine for a car being 

ed where it shouldn't is 
10. That's pretty low. A stu- 
dent could forgo a meal in the 
TUB and pay that off. After 
seven infractions of any type, 
though, the car gets put on 
the tow-on-site list, so there is 
some way to discourage re 
peat offenders. 

Perhaps if the fine was 
quite a bit steeper, say $50 or 
$75, students would be far 
more careful where they de- 
cide to put it in park and actu- 
ally follow the rules. 

There are always excep- 
tions, right? 

“I was helping my drunken 
friend into his/her room.”

LimeWire future tart 


Filesharing still available but bandwidth scant

Many students on campus 
are agitated by their inability 
to download music, but the 
current downloading _restric- 
tions work as intended, ac- 
cording to the information sys- 
tems staff. 

TitanNET blocks Internet 
access to most file-sharing pro- 
grams during the day in order 
to conserve bandwidth for aca- 
demic and_ business purposes. 
Between 11 p.m. and 7 am, 
students may run these pro- 
grams to download music with 
few restrictions. No major 
changes have been made to 
the college's filesharing poli- 
cy. However, a few recent 
tweaks made for security rea- 
sons may prevent the use of 
some filesharing programs- 
specifically LimeWire. 

"LimeWire probably 
worked up until a couple days 

‘ago, but it may be totally done 
right now," telecommunica- 
tions/network engineer Don 


Goodlin said. "There's just a 
ton of garbage that comes 
with it. You don't know what 
you're going to get when you 
download music with 
LimeWire." 

According to Goodlin, Ti 
tanNET used to be completely 
unrestricted, but students 
were using so‘ much _ band- 
width with filesharing pro- 
grams that the network be 
came almost completely 
unusable. File-sharing pro- 
grams use an__ extensive 
amount of bandwidth and may 
pose major threats to the com- 
puters on which they are in- 
stalled. There is no way to val- 
idate that files downloaded 
with these programs are legiti- 
mate and do not contain virus- 
es. 

Furthermore, many stu- 
dents: install spyware pro- 
grams that cause computers 
to be extremely slow and can 
even be used to track informa- 
tion sent and received by com- 
puters running them. The staff

Peace Studies coffeehouse:

> The first Peace Studies cof- 
feehouse of the semester was 
held yesterday, Feb. 16 at 4 
p.m. in the Berlin Student 
Lounge. The topic was a dis- 
cussion about race relations at 
Westminster. 

The coffeehouse was set up 
as a panel discussion. Twelve 
Students from the Black Stu- 
dent Union answered ques- 
tions and provided comments 
and insight about racial issues 
on campus, and in general. 

At a place as homogenous 
as Westminster, it may be 
hard for the average student 
to understand being discrimi- 
hated against or stereotyped 
Tor the color of your skin. 
With a campus of about 1,600, 
there are only about 65 minor- 
ity students. during any given 
year. In addition to the small 
number of minority students, 
many students here came 
from small un-diverse towns. 

An opportunity to have a 
discussion like this was well 
received. Though the topic 
was a serious one, there was a 
light atmosphere as well, as 
the room was full and many 
students were anxious to ask 
‘questions. Students on the 
panel joked about some of 
their experiences and _ there 
was a general sense of open- 
ness. 

One issue, though joked 
about, the panel members 
were trying to get across was 
the frustration of assumptions 
made by other students as 
well as the loss of individuali-

While many members of 
the panel commented that 
they, for the most part, feel 
welcome on Westminster's 
campus, others” talked about 
negative experiences they 
have witnessed. Michelle Cur- 
ry who is now a senior com- 
mented on the fact that during 
her freshman year there were 
fewer minority students on 
campus. 

“T didn’t feel welcome wher- 
ever I went, but a lot has 
changed since then -and for 
the better,” she said. 

When the room was asked 
how race relations could be 
improved at Westminster, a lot 
of valuable advice was given. 

“Quit acting like it’s not a 
problem,” said Joseph. “The 
best way to deal with the issue 
is to acknowledge that there is 
an issue.” 

The creation and activeness 
of an organization like BSU is 
definitely helping to open the 
campus’s. eyes. After last 
night’s discussion, many non- 
black students learned that 
they too can participate and 
are welcome to be a part of 
BSU. 

At the end of the hour, it 
was apparent the discussion 
could have lasted longer, as 
many students still had ques- 
tions.

In fact, in 2004, Ward was 
awarded ‘a rare prize for her 
massive efforts in fundraising. 
Her reward is called a “Vision 
Trip” and to be eligible, one 
must submit three essays and 
raise’_at least $360, whichis 
enough to feed a child 
through World Vision for a 
year. 

“I was chosen out of hun- 
dred [of qualifiers] to see the 
work of World Vision in Man- 
aus, Brazil. I went and saw 
that they are actually changing 
lives,” Ward said. 

In its entirety, the trip to 
Manaus, which is the biggest 
city in the Amazon rainforest, 
lasted 10 days. During this 
time, Ward was able to bear 
witness to the medical mis- 
sionary boats, filled with den- 
tists and doctors, traveling up 
and down the rivers to give 
aid to the children and adults 
in the villages. 








In the village she went to, 
World Vision had been supply- 
ing aid for a number of years 
already, so the inhabitants 
were not severely malnour- 
ished. 


She spoke with numerous 
children (through a translator) 
about their gratefulness for an 
organization such as World Vi- 
sion. 


“They talked about how 
much it means to them to gt 
a letter from their sponsor,” 
Ward said. Numerous people 
choose to sponsor a child 
through the organization and 
in doing so, provide funds to 
keep the child nourished. 

By participating in this “Vi- 
sion Trip,” Ward experienced 
first hand exactly how 
fundraising for and participat- 
ing in the 30 hour famine af- 
fects people around the globe.

Professor to give faculty forum on scholarship

Dr. James Perkins is proof 
that devoting free time to hob- 
bies and interests can be per- 
sonally fulfilling.

After further re 
search and questioning, 
Perkins was able to have the 
article published officially. 

According to Perkins, it is 
sometimes difficult for people 
to properly utilize their spare 
time, especially if they engage 
in excessive social activity. 
Perkins usually refrains from

Habitat Box House project to start

Almost all obstructions have been cleared; the Habitat 
for Humanity’s box house project should be underway 
soon. 

The box house, a one-day housing project for hurri- 
cane victims in Louisiana, was originally to be built on 
Nov. 23. It was delayed due to an extensive waiting list 
for construction projects designated to New Orleans, but 
with a new target city, the project is now back on track. 
The house will now be sent to Shreveport, a city near 
New Orleans. 

“A lot of the people who left New Orleans are now re 
locating to Shreveport,” said senior Sarah Milanovich, 
president of the campus chapter of Habitat for Humanity. 

Though the house is now going to Shreveport, it will 
serve the same purpose. 

“All the money we've collected is still going to hurri- 
cane victims, and it’s still going to be a house for some- 
one who lost everything,” Milanovich said. 

With ample money and people to help, the project is 
now set for an early March date, or early April at the lat- . 
est. The only thing remaining to impede construction is 
the absence of a building supervisor. 

The Lawrence County affiliate of Habitat for Humanity 
is signed on to help in that regard. Milanovich said that 
she Naas to have a supervisor by the end of last 
week. 

Once one is provided, the supervisor's job will be to go 
to a lumberyard, which will take the house blueprint and 
give the cost down to the last nail. As soon as that is ac- 
complished, a specific date will be set. 

The house will be built somewhere on campus, de- 
pending on the date. Milanovich said they have been talk- 
ing to Owen Wagner, who is trying to obtain the town- 
ship shed behind the football field as a building site. 
Otherwise, it will be built on one of the campus parking 
lots, where power can be supplied easily. 

Though Habitat has some people to help, student vol- 
unteers are invited to aid with construction. 

“Anyone can come,” Milanovich said, “As soon as we 
have a finalized date, then we'll start putting information 
out to people on campus.”

Names of students selected to live in 
Berlin Village to be announced Feb. 17

Student affairs will an- 
nounce the names of students 
who have been accepted to 
live in the newly built. town- 
houses next year at noon to- 
day. 

According to Student Af 
fairs, the selections were 
based on a point system that 
was agreed upon by Student 
Affairs, Residence Life and stu- 
dent representatives. 

“It was what we thought 
was the best way to do it with- 
out making it too cumber- 
some,” Neal Edmund, dean of 
Student Affairs said. “It was 
the best way to make it fair.” 

“I think it was the fairest 
way possible,” junior applicant 
Sherri Breitigan said. 

“I don’t see any other way 
for it to be done. Everyone 
has an equal opportunity to 
have all of the things that they 
take into consideration.” 


As opposed to a lottery sys- 
tem, such as the off-campus 
lottery, this system considers 
the group’s combined cumula- 
tive G.P.A., number of semes- 
ters on campus and judicial 
history of the applicants. It 
was decided upon by looking 
at what other institutions do, 
and taking SGA: representa- 
tive’s suggestions into consid- 
eration. Seniors for the 2006- 
2007 ‘academic year will be 
given first preference. In the 
event of groups having the 
same number of points, GPA 
will be the deciding factor. 

“The point system being 
used seems to be a really 
good idea. I would like to see 
changes in the way the off- 
campus lottery and the room 
selections are done to make 
them just as fair as the town- 
houses,” junior applicant Ash- 
ley Young said. “Maybe it 
would even be somewhat of 


an incentive for freshmen to : 
work harder and try not to get 


‘ 
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in trouble so that they have a 
better chance of living where 
they want.” 

Along with the list that will 
be posted today, there will 
also be a waiting list posted in 
selection order. According to 
Dean Edman, it is likely that 
there will be more townhous- 
es built that will allow for 
more spots in the future, 
along with some changes in 
other on campus housing. 

“Down the road there will 
be another phase allowing for 
another 40 people,” Edman 
said. “It will take three to five 
years for this to be done, de- 
pending on the need. We are 
also working on turning most 
of the rooms in Jeffers into 
singles.”

MTV joined 
forces with Pocket Books in 
2004 to feature a series of nov- 
elists for the young and hip. I

Perks of Being a Wallflower as a 
good read. 


I bought the book last spring semester and 
read the entire thing overnight in the lobby of

The book was written in diary entries of a 
young fictional boy named Charlie.

Charlie is a complex individual who 
leads you into a life of sex, drugs, and the 
Rocky Horror Picture Show in the early 90's.

Visits up, applications down

The college is experiencing 
some highs ‘and’ lows this 
year. Campus visitation num- 
bers are on the rise, but appli- 
cation numbers have de- 
creased in 2006. 

Dean of Admissions Doug 
Swartz compared this year’s 
numbers to last year’s. 981 
prospective students have ap- 
plied so far this year, but 1,109 
applied one year ago. Swartz 
is not concerned with this 
year’s lower application num- 
ber yet — largely because of 
the increase in Campus visita- 
tions. 

“Normally, a campus visit is 
a very strong sign of interest, 
and usually, that results in an 
application,” Swartz said. “So, 
we're in a little bit of an un- 
usual year in that respect.” 

To determine whether this 
could be a trend, the Prince- 
ton Review’s Director of Pub- 
lic Relations Harriet Brand

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looked at application statistics 
from a nationwide stance. 

“It looks like [overall] appli- 
cations are up, not down,” 
Brand said. 

Statistics from the past two 
years show that applications 


.increased at an average rate of 


250,000 per year, according to 
Officials at the Princeton Re 
view. 

Senior Associate Director of 
Admissions Brad Tokar sug- 
gested a method of technolo- 
gy that is raising the number 
of applications at 
schools. 

“A lot of that is attributed to 
the online applications,” Tokar 
said. “It makes it very easy 
for the student to apply online 
than with a common applica- 
tion.” 


‘ However, online applica-

‘tions here come with a small 


price tag. The 35 dollar ad- 
mission fee is required for 
every application - even those 
completed on the Internet. 
The fee is waived if the appli- 
cant comes to visit the college. 
Tuition costs could play a fac- 
tor in the decrease of applica- 
tions, as well. 

“T think financial aid is a big 
issue, and often times the 
sticker price of a college can 
scare a lot of people away 
from even applying,” Tokar 
said. 

Swartz said that the criteri- 
on for admissions hasn't 
changed, and there are no 
plans to. change it anytime 
soon despite the lower num- 
bers. He is not sure exactly 
why application numbers are 
down, but he hopes they will

rise in the near future. 

“We don’t really know right 
now, is the answer,” Swartz 
said. “Right now, we're specu- 
lating that some students are 
just late; we may not know un- 
til this entire year’s over.” 

Swartz said that the college 
is currently on rolling admis- 
sions, which means that they 
enroll until a class is full. That 
usually ends around May 1. 

Although that’s still a cou- 
ple months away, Tokar does 
not expect admission numbers 
to catch up to where they 
were. last year. 

“I wouldn't call it drastic, or 
a crisis,” Tokar said. “We're 
probably going to. be some- 
what behind where we were 
last year in terms of numbers. 
And that fluctuates from year 
to year.”

WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court said Tuesday 
it would consider reinstating a 
federal ban on what opponents 
call partial-birth — abortion, 
pulling the contentious issue 
back to the high court on con- 
servative Justice Samuel Ali- 
to's first day. 

Alito could well be the tie- 
breaking vote when the court 
decides if doctors can be 
barred from performing the 
abortion procedure. 

It is the first time the court 
has considered a federal re- 
striction on abortion, and con- 
servatives said they expect the 
membership change to affect 
the outcome. 

"This is the frontline abor- 
tion case in the country," said 
Jay Sekulow, chief counsel for 
the conservative American 
Center for Law and Justice, 
who represents members of 
Congress in the case. 

Justices split 5-4 in 2000 in 
striking down a state law bar- 
ring the same procedure be- 
cause it lacked an exception to 
protect the health of the moth-

Abortion rights groups 
were worried, however, that 
the new court could make it 
easier for legislators to limit 
women's access to abortions. 

"Today's action means the 
core principle of protecting 
women's health as guaranteed 
by Roe v. Wade is in clear and 
present danger," said Nancy 
Keenan, president of NARAL 
Pro-Choice America. 

Justices will hear argu- 
ments this fall, as voters are 
preparing for midterm elec- 
tions, with a ruling likely next 
year as presidential campaigns

Supreme Court sets up fall 
showdown on abortion 


debate fires up again

Congress had voted in 2003 
to prohibit the type of abor- 
tion, generally carried out in 
the second or third trimester, 
in which a fetus is partially re- 
moved from the womb and its 
skull punctured or crushed. 

Justices were told that 31 
states also barred so-called 
“partia-birth" abortions over 
the past eight years. 

Doctors who perform the 
procedure contend that it is 
the safest method of abortion 
when the mother's health is 
threatened by heart disease, 
high blood pressure or cancer. 

The 2003 passage followed 
nearly a decade of attempts by 
Republican leaders and two 
vetoes by former President 
Clinton. 

The law was never put in 
effect. It was struck down by 
judges in California, Nebraska 
and New York because it had 
no exception to protect the 
women's health. Those three 
decisions were upheld by ap- 
peals courts. 

Defenders of the law main- 


tain that the procedure is nev- 
er medically necessary to pro- 
tect a woman's health. 

The Supreme Court recent- 
ly dealt with an abortion case 
from New Hampshire. Justices 
on a 9-0 vote reaffirmed in Jan- 
uary that states can require 
parental involvement in abor- 
tion decisions and that state 
restrictions must have an ex- 
ception to protect the mother's 
health. : 

The case that will be heard 
this fall comes to the Supreme 
Court from Nebraska, where 
the federal law was challenged 
on behalf of physicians. 

A judge in Lincoln, Neb., 
ruled that the law was uncon- 
stitutional, and the 8th US. 
Circuit Court of Appeals in St. 
Louis agreed last summer, 
prompting the Supreme Court 
appeal. Federal judges in New 
York and San Francisco also 
declared the law unconstitu- 
tional, and appeals courts 
agreed. 


British historian pleads guilty to 
denying the Holocaust, gets 3- 
year sentence in Austria 


VIENNA, Austria’ (AP) - Right-wing 
British historian David Irving pleaded 
guilty Monday to denying the Holocaust 
and was sentenced to three years in 
prison, even after conceding he wrongly 
said there were no Nazi gas chambers at 
the Auschwitz concentration camp. 

Irving, handcuffed and wearing a navy 
blue suit, arrived in court carrying a copy 
of one of his most controversial books _ 
"Hitler's War," which challenges the ex- 
tent of the Holocaust."1 made a mistake 
when I said there were no gas chambers 
at Auschwitz," Irving told the court be- 
fore his sentencing, at which he faced up 
to 10 years in prison. 

He also expressed sorrow "for all the 
innocent people who died during the Sec-

ond World War." 

But he insisted he never wrote a book 
about the Holocaust, which he called 
"just a fragment of my area of interest." 

"In no way did I deny the killings of 
millions of people by the Nazis," testified 
Irving, who has written nearly 30 books. 

The court said Irving had three days 
to appeal his sentence. His lawyer did not 
immediately say whether he planned to 
do so. 

Irving, 67, has been in custody since 
his November arrest on charges stem- 
ming from two speeches he gave in Aus- 
tria in 1989 in which he was accused of 
denying the Nazis' extermination of 6 mil 
lion Jews. He has contended that most of 
those who died at concentration camps

The convicted Irving after his guilty’

manent collection. Meredith 
Knight, the communication 
manager of the Mattress Fac- 
tory, reports that the museum 
has hosted exhibitions from all 
over the world. 

“We travel to a region and 
meet artists and gather as 
much information as possible 
and then we make a decision 
on who we would like to come 
to Pittsburgh,” Knight said. 

The institution has hosted 
artists from Cuba, Asia, East- 
ern Europe and are planning 
to exhibit work from India in 
2007 and Brazil the following 
year. Not only does the muse- 
um host international art, but 
it also chooses six to twelve 
residential artists every two 
years. 

The current exhibition runs 
until April 2, and is a mixture 
of both resident artists and art 
from other countries. The 
theme is “Messages and Com- 
munications.” Current pieces 
included the works of 
Jonathan Callan, Dianne Sam- 
muels and Russel Crotty. 

Jonathan Callan’s piece is 
entitled “For Stuart Callan.” 
His piece stuns visitors as 
they are greeted by a wall 
made of swirls of color as they

enter a room. With closer ex- 
amination, one will discover 
that the wall is completely 
constructed of coverless books 
drilled together. Knight re 
ports that the books used 
from the installation were do- 
nated from a library that was 
purging an old collection. 

“Jonathan Callan and a few 
assistant artists first made the 
center by drilling coverless 
books together to make a core 
and then started working on 
the circular pattern,” Knight 
said. “It soon just grew into a 
space of its own.” 

Russel Crotty’s “Nightfall” 
is located on the lower level of 
the museum and includes sev- 
en hanging fiberglass spheres. 
The museum website said that 
Crotty studied the night sky of 
the Santa Monica Mountains 
through a ten-inch telescope. 
He then drew miniature 
sketches in which he trans- 
ferred onto seven fiberglass 
spheres ranging from eight to 
24 inches in diameter. The 
drawn landscapes on each 
sphere are composed of words 
that represent the note taking 
process of his observations. 

Diane  Sam- 
muels’ installation 
includes intricate 
and exhausting 
1 detail. ‘Her piece 
entitled “Mapping 
Sampsonia Way” 
took six months 
to complete and 
showcases the 
828-foot long 
street in  pho- 
tographs of 16” x 
24” sections. The

According to Knight, Yayoi 
Kusamas lived in an outpatient 
mental facility in Japan and 
these installations brought her 
back into the art world during 
this time. 

“They are unique in that 
they are the first permanent 
pieces of room-sized work by 
Yayoi Kusama in the United 
States,” Knight said. 

Kusama’s work takes the 
visitor into a unique realm. 
When entering Infinity Dots 
Mirrored Room, the visitor 
shuts a seamless door behind 
them and enters a world of 
dark lights and surrounding 
mirrors. The white floor is 
covered with fluorescent col- 
ored dots that reflect off the 
mirrored ceiling and seem to 
form a transparent and end- 
less world into darkness. 

The walls and ceiling of her 
second piece are also covered 
in a seamless array of mirrors. 
The floor is covered with or- 
ange dots and three painted- 
white female mannequins who 
inhabit the center of the 
space. No longer do you feele 
alone in the room that feels 
timeless and ceaseless as the 
mannequins turn into an end- 
less army through the reflec- 
tion of the mirrors. 

“The Museum shows peo- 
ple what creativity is and how 
it is a part of everybody’s lives 
through the creative process,” 
Knight said. 

The building of the Mat- 
tress Factory may appear dull 
with its high brick walls and 
small windows, but a different 
and extraordinary world exists 
inside. With its original art 
works and never-ending instal- 
lations that will stir the curios- 
ity of any visitor, the museum 
is: ‘definitely one of Pitts- 
burgh’s best treasures. .

T, MC Lyte, Afrika Bambaataa 
and DJ Kool Herc. All but Lyte 
attended the announcement. 

Lyte was among the first fe- 
male rappers to take on hip- 
hop's misogyny and sexism 
and was the first to garner a 
gold single. She donated her

"The story line was very well 
developed. He had the ideas 
in place, and decided to use 
them." 

Baldwin said many of the 
ideas the claimants sought to 
protect were not original.

Brown's book also was the 
target of a previous lawsuit. In 
2005, a U.S. judge in New York 
ruled that his book did not in- 
fringe on the copyrights of 
"Daughter of God," by Lewis : 
Perdue. The judge also ruled 
out any copyright violations of 
Perdue's 1983 novel, "The Da 
Vinci Legacy."

Sophomores Katie and Jen- 
nie Pride will take advantage 
of spring break by flying to 
the Dominican Republic for a 
mission trip. 

They report that they've 
learned a lot about. security 
measures of airports not only 
in the United States, but also 
in other countries. This past 
winter break, they traveled to 
New Zealand on what was 
supposed to be an already 
strenuous 20 hour plane trip. 
Their traveling extended nine 
extra hours because of a lay- 
over in Los Angeles and rigor- 
ous security checks ‘in’ an 
Auckland airport. Their trou- 
bles did not end in New 
Zealand, though. Heightened 
security after the Sept. 11 ter- 
rorist attacks caused meticu- 
lous baggage checks and pa- 
per work in order to re-enter 
the United States. 

“We took an Australian 
flight back into the. United 
States,” J. Pride said. “They 
searched all our suitcases and 
carry-ons, and we had to go 
through the E-ticket, scanning, 
and a gated area to check our 
bags. 

J. Pride also recollects that 
security precautions were 
more serious than she expect- 
ed. She reports that the pilot 
reminded its passengers that 
the “United States is 
renowned for its security” 
when. asking attendants to fill 
out customs forms and visa in- 
formation. 

Since security has height- 
ened because of the attacks, 
Jeff Martin Elli, the communi- 
cations director for the Pitts- 
burgh International Airport, 
says our airport is - following 
protocol. They have’ opened 
four alternate security check- 
points for peak travel times in 
conjunction with the eight the 
airport already has.

Johnson earned his flying li- 
cense from the New Castle 
Airport 25 years ago and has 
flown to Venezuela, Alaska, 
and the Bahamas. He says it 
is safer to fly than to drive to 


your destination. He reports 
that flying accidents are very 
rare compared ‘to the amount 
of car crashes that occur while 
traveling. Although he says it 
is hard to pinpoint why a 
plane accident occurs (since 
each one is unique), airlines 
are always learning from i inci- 
dents. 

“I spend a lot of time study- 
ing accidents to find out why 
they happen because it’s fasci- 
nating,” Johnson said. “I like 
to discover how things work.” 

Johnson pinpoints three 
safety precautions about flying 
that he feels spring break trav- 
elers should know. First off, 
snow is not a large threat to 


pilots because it bounces off 


the wing, but ice poses a very

When the temperature

During the early 70s Janu- 
ary was a term unto itself and 
students were only required to 
take one class during that four 
week term. There was a lot of 
extra time for students to do 
different things with their 
friends.

“I asked for my first pair of 
ice skates for Christmas of my 
freshman year,” alumna Robin 
Gooch ’75 said. “Students 
were skating on the lake be 
fore Christmas break and it 
looked like such great fun!” 

Severe winters and the shal- 
lowness of the lake made ice 
skating a frequent activity 
back then. But skating on Brit- 
tain Lake did not always come 
easy. The lake would some- 
times need to be tested care- 
fully and prepped before skat- 
ing. To do this the area that 
was going to be skated on 
needed to be shoveled and 
scraped to create a semi 
smooth surface. Water then

needed to be poured on top 
and smoothed. Today man 
made ice rinks use an ice 
resurfacer called a Zamboni. 
This machine does the same 
thing to prepare the ice but 
does it much quicker. 

The college at that time did 
not officially allow skating on 
the lake but that was a time 
when there were fewer law- 
suits and life was “less legal”. 
Today skating on the lake can 
be seen less frequently be- 
cause of other man made’ ice 
rinks in the area. Students 
have more activities offered to 
them and winters have been 
less severe. Back then ice 
skating classes were not of- 
fered because the weather was 
so unpredictable. But the 
school does in fact offer an ice 
skating class now, although it 
does not take place on Brittain 
Lake. The class takes place at

because of the diversity. 
"Initially we're really excited 
the diversity in the organiza- 
tion has increased, especially 
with more male dancers, dif- 
ferent personalities and a lot of 
freshmen," Bailey said.

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Hit list: dangerous?

Public safety and local po- 
lice are investigating a junior's 
motives behind creating 
what's being billed as a “hit 
list" in his dorm room. 

Sophomore Allison Chle- 
bowski said she's nervous and 
that she feels threatened. She 
‘can't imagine why anyone 
-would put her name on what's 
now being billed as a 13- per- 
son "hit list." 

"I only shared one class 
with the guy," Chlebowski 
said. "I don't even talk to 
him." 

The hit list includes 13 
stick figures - each represent- 
ing a different student - with 
their faces perforated out by 

*~ pellets from an air rifle and 
derogatory sentences scrib- 
bled underneath. 

Ten of the students are on 
what the student marked as 


the "dead" list and the rest are” 


on a list as "jerks." The list 
contains the students in alpha- 
betical order in a meticulous 
fashion and various ap 
pendages are cut off. 

The student devised the hit 
list more than five weeks ago. 
Until last week, though, it 
hung in the privacy of his 
Eichenhauer dorm room, Af 
ter a concerned visitor saw 
her name on it, she asked her 
boyfriend, whose name was 
on the list as well, to tell the 
resident assistant and the 
community advisor. Both offi- 
cials told the students that 
nothing could be done. 

Dean of Security John 
Lechner explained the RA's 


and CA's-actigns. "This was a 
\ vg done he privacy of 
‘(thé student's) own room," he 
said. "It's not that big of a 
deal." 
Lechner used an analogy - 


saying the action is similar to 
taking: out frustrations by hit-

ting a pillow. 

Some other _ students 
learned of the list and were 
disconcerted with the school's 
handling of what they believe 
is a serious threat. 

A handful of the students 
on the list were informed by 
the hit list creator's roommate 
last weekend that the accused 
student had in his desk what 
Lechner is calling "hunting 
knives." 

Lechner added that while 
someone could gut a rabbit 
with them, they aren't a cru- 
cial part of the investigation. 

It was then that the hit list 
suspect's roommate allowed a 
student on the list to take pho- 
tographs of it. 

"Tt didn't know how severe 
the situation may be," the stu- 
dent said. "That's why I went 
in, took photos, and took the 
hit list pictures off the wall," 
he added. 

Another student on the list’ 
called the state police, which, 
in turn gave the case to New 
Wilmington police. Campus 
security got involved after a 
lawyer called to report the 
case. 

While a thorough investiga- 
tion is under way, no official 
psychological report on the 
student has been completed. 

Lechner said that while the 
student did have one scuffle at 
a fraternity event - there are 
no records indicating a check- 
ered past. 

But is this enough re 
search? Lechner says simply, 
"You have to trust our (offi- 
cial) credentials," he said. 
"We've done interviews with 
those named and investigated 
the angles. " 

A parent of a student 
named on the list, who is an 
expert in safety at a school 
similar to Westminster, ques- 
tioned the college's judgment. 

As a father, he said he is 
particularly concerned that a

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psychological analysis of the 
student hasn't been conduct- 
ed. "I would want this person 
evaluated," the parent said. 
"When you are using the 
word ‘dead! in a list you might 
not need to be thrown in jail 
... and it may not be seen as 
menacing, but it still needs to 
be evaluated." 

Another point that may be 
evaluated is the college's poli- 
cy on air rifles and knives in 
dorm rooms. Lechner said 
that both are allowed. 

Air rifles are given a "toy 
status' because they aren't 
painful "unless they hit you 
someplace vulnerable," he 
said. "Those guys in Eich are 
always having wars with those 
paintball and air guns." 

He addressed the discovery 
of the two hunting knives. 
"We can't just start taking the 
knives out of the dining hall 
because they're a safety con- 
cern if someone carries it into 
their.dorm," Lechner said. 

Still, Lechner said, when he 
sees a knife or weapon he 
deems dangerous - he re 
serves the right to follow the 
college protocol. After all, the 
Student Handbook says that 
the "use or possession of 
firearms, ammunition or other 
dangerous weapons is prohib- 
ited." 

Lechner said on a scale 
from one to 10 this issue reg- 
istérs at a 9.8 - a 9.8 for not 
being crucial to the safety of 
the students. He added that 
students shouldn't feel threat- 
ened. 

But as. for Chlebowski, 
she's irate about how the 
school is handling the list. 

"It's like if 1 were going to 
hit you with a heel of a stiletto 
.: instead of seeing the real 
crime... all they do is ap 
prehend the shoe."

In today’s pop milieu that 
idolizes singers that do not 
write their own songs or play 
their own instruments, it is 
hard to find a band that is 
true and honest to not only 
fans, but also the art of creat- 
ing music. 

The Canadian based group 
Metric is just one of fhe many 
independent bands that strug- 
gle to keep their individuality 
and sound as their music hits 


mainstream audiences. Inter- Natalie Coccia 


net, burned CDs, and the ever 
growing number of venues 
are helping unsigned bands gain recognition 
in the music world. As fanbases increase and 
shows become larger, it is hard for groups 
to keep their simplistic mentality in the 
game of music production. 

. Metric is one of the more popular. inde 
pendent bands in the Indie world that seem 
to be coping with their stardom. By keeping 
a level head and doing what they feel is best 
for the direction of their music, the group 
will forever keep fans satisfied with their mu- 
sical genus and loyalty to the industry. 

At this point, Metric seems to have found 
a way to provide for both mainstream audi- 
ences and underground scene. They capti- 
vate fans with clever political tones, angry 
yet sultry vocal talents of their lead singer, 
and keyboard heavy melodies. Emily Haines 
(vocals/synths), Jimmy Shaw (guitar), Josh 
Winstead (bass) and Joules Scott-Key 
(drums), released their second LP album 
Live It Out last September. Along with the 
release, their popularity grew and soon Met- 
ric found themselves opening for the Rolling 
Stones and playing on the Late Night with 
Conan O’Brien. 

"We caught major flack almost instantly 
from our fans, like ‘What are you guys, The 
Strokes all of the sudden?’ "Shaw said in an 
interview with Adam Radwanski of the Na- 
tional Post. “I: love all of our Metric fans ... 
but at the same time we're still trying to get 
more fans.” _~ 

Even though Metric receives some criti- 
cism from loyal fans, somehow they have ac- 
complished finding a middle ground be 
tween pop and art. Although the band is 
playing large shows, they still hold true to 
their roots. Haines has been known to say 
she loves playing for both the ultrachic and 
the MTV crowd. You can find the band any- 
where from commercial rock radio to Haines 
playing solo piano in churches. 

One way the group has accomplished 
their independence and musical freedom, is 
by taking their own path to building an audi- 
ence the old fashioned way. Completely free 
of the music industry’s tactics, they have cre- 
ated their own fanbase by playing shows and 
creating good music the past five years. 
Some say the band learned their lesson after 
paying the consequences of a soured record- 
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ing contract that still holds 
their debut album from fans. 
With the release of their 
second LP, Live it Out, the 
catchy song “Monster Hospi- 
tal” has become a sort of 
poster song for the Indie 
genre scene as hipsters are in 
a hurry to get the new album 


The album was produced in a 
series of old interconnected 
office rooms on the second 


A&E Writer Shaw believed the space 
could be converted info a 
home studio, where Live It Out could be cre- 
ated without the intervention of an outside 
producer. 

Although the album has the same feel as 
past records, it is not as “dancy” and incor- 
porates a sinister-like undertone. Lyrics also 
introduce a new political viewpoint as Haines 
creates tension in the song “Handshakes” 
where she introduces a loud disdain for the 
American administration and consumerism. 

Metric not only has to face the pressure 
of mainstream audiences, their loyal fans, 
and the music industry, but with fame also 
comes the need for a frontperson that the 
audience can relate to. Haines is definitely 
the real deal when it comes to a strong fe 
male figure in the music scene. The way she 
presents herself to fans is intentional in a 
pop culture that idolizes singers such as 
Ashley Simpson who are known to not sing 
live. Not only is Haines working on an or- 
chestral solo project, but has been known to 
say she feels revolutionary in that she not 
only sings and plays an instrument, but 
writes lyrics and helps compose. 

Metric will continue to keep underground 
fans as well as the mainstream culture think- 
ing. The strong lyrics in their new LP not 
only bring a new tone to the band, but also 
bring a new voice to commercial rock radio 
and the music industry.

Luke Garrett has a schedule that few stu- 


- dents could keep up with: everyday this 23 


year-old senior broadcast communications ma- 
jor wakes at 2:00 am. and drives to 
Youngstown, Ohio to direct the 5 and 6 a.m. 
newscasts for WKBN TV Channel 27. The 
newscasts end at 8, and Luke must arrive 
back on campus in time for his daily 9:20 
class. On the weekends, Luke also directs 
the 6, 10 and 11 p.m. newscasts. 

Having a part-time job at WKBN directing 
the news and maintaining his class schedule 
is a full load, but Luke explains why his con- 
stant lack of sleep is worth it. 

“I like my job a lot,” Luke said. “Although 
I only have off one day a week (Monday), if I 
didn’t have a job right now Id be flipping 
out.” 

Luke first found out about the opening at 
WKBN through broadcast department chair 
Dr. David Barner. Because of Luke’s profes- 
sionalism during the interview, he was able to 
beat out other candidates that were more 
qualified than him. Luke credits the Career 
Center for helping him obtain the position. 

“I think the Career Center helped me out a 
lot,” Luke said. “They gave me a lot of confi- 
dence going into the interview.” 

Participating in broadcasting opportunities 
at the college gave Luke the experience he 
needed in order to land a job so early in his 
career. He is involved with The County Line 
and Westminster Cable Network sports pro- 
duction. 

“The County Line is always hectic and it 
helped me especially with everyone’s inexperi- 
ence,” Luke said. “As a director, I was in- 
structing people with no experience with 
oa or as on-air talent for The County 

e.” 

At WKBN, Luke directs professionals who 
have been in the business for the past 30- 40 
years. 

“Directing the news “at WKBN is a little 
awkward because I'm telling a 50 year-old 
cameraman what to do,” Luke explained.

Broadcasting is something Luke enjoys and 
finds challenging. 

“This job won't ever get old. I am always 
striving for perfection and everything is so last 
minute that perfection doesn’t always happen 
easily,” Luke said. “It’s a team effort and for 
me, a real rush.” 

Besides being a dedicated broadcasties 
Luke is quite the avid outdoorsman when he 
finds the time. He visits his: cabin in Medix, 
PA (about three hours from Pittsburgh) when 
he gets the chance, and his passion is hunting 
and- fishing. Coincidentally, Luke’s long term 
goal is to one day produce hunting and fish- 
ing programs for an outdoor channel. His 
dream may happen sooner than he thinks, 
particularly with the valuable broadcasting ex- 
perience at his present directing position. 

Currently, Luke is planning his brother’s 
bachelor party even though he may not get 
off of work to attend the three-day lake party. 
He is the youngest of. four children and his 
mother works in the education department on

The Presbyterian Premium 


College has obligation to inform students et alia about changes

Diversity is often a touchy 
subject at academic _institu- 
tions and Westminster College 
is no exception. We acknowl 
edge the importance of diver- 
sity through various initiatives, 
including the Office of Diversi- 
ty Services. Listed goals in- 
clude “the recruitment, reten- 
tion, and success of students 
of diverse cultures and racial 
backgrounds” and to “prepare 
students to become effective 
leaders and productive citizens 
in the culturally diverse 21st 
century.” Unfortunately, a 
handful of recent college initia- 
tives will make achieving 
these goals increasingly prob- 
lematic. An expanding schol- 
arship program is perhaps at 
the top of the list. 

Four years. ago, a SWAT 
member would inform his per- 
spective students that West- 
minster was very loosely affili- 
ated with the Presbyterian 
Church. However, the follow- 
ing year the Board of Trustees 
came to the conclusion that 
the institution needed to take 
actions that would revert back 
to its Presbyterian roots—i.e., 
strengthen this — affiliation. 
Comments have been made 
over the past ‘few years about 
improving the quality of stu- 
dents through a newly estab- 
lished program: the Young 
Presbyterian Scholars _pro- 
gram. However, this goal 
seems to have fallen away. 
President R. Thomas 
Williamson is quoted on our 
website as saying, “Our inter- 
est is in serving the church by 
offering the first and best op- 
portunity to attend Westmin- 
ster to young Presbyterians.” 
And. President Williamson is 
putting his money where his 
mouth is. The clear statement 
against building a diverse stu- 


»| dent body is only exacerbated 


by the enormous sum of mon- 
ey dedicated to the Young 
Presbyterian Scholars  Pro- 


gram. 

Shouldn’t the first and best 
opportunity be offered to the 
best academically qualified stu- 
dents? Should Mother Fair 


look for a type of student that 
she believes would fit her nos- 
talgic view of the past? The 
answer from the liberally edu- 
cated individual to the latter 
question must be no. While 
YPS brings students from 


around the United States and. 


a few other countries, to de 
fine diversity in such geo- 
graphical terms is very sim- 
plistic. A _ broader 
comprehension of diversity 
would include admitting stu- 
dents of other ethnic back- 
grounds and, yes, admitting 
students of other religious af- 
filiations. Perhaps Westmin- 
ster would be better served by 
admitting a minority student 
with an excellent scholastic 
record than .an academically 
mediocre applicant with a pas- 
toral recommendation. 

The proponents of the YPS 
program insist that the pro- 
gram has strict academic pre- 
requisites including a mini- 
mum 3.5 high school grade 
point average. However, the 
YPS program defines grade 
point average in a manner 
slightly different from other 
scholarship programs. The 
YPS GPA is not weighted. All 
courses are counted equally 
and, thus, students are not re- 
warded for engaging in rigor- 
ous classes. This is an under- 
handed and deceptive method 
of lowering admissions stan- 
dards. The remaining pro- 
gram criteria have little to do 
with scholarship. 

Non-Presbyterian students 
face much stricter criteria 
when applying for scholarship 
money. A potential student 
with a 3.49 GPA in college 
preparatory subject (i.e. a 
weighted GPA) would receive 
only $8,500 per year. On the 
other hand, a Presbyterian ap- 
plicant with lesser academic 
qualifications would be entitled 
to annual funding of $11,000. 

In fact, a non-Presbyterian 
applicant must have a weight- 
ed GPA of 3.70 and a-1200 
minimum SAT score to re- 
ceive the same funding as that 
YPS student obtains. The av- 
erage SAT score of the incom- 
ing YPS students was 1110. 
That means most of them 
would not have qualified for 


the same level of funding if 


they were of another’ religious 
affiliation. Fair? Hardly! In- 
creasing diversity? Not in a 
million years! Students 
should be outraged that their 
scholarship money is going to 
their less qualified colleagues. 
Unfortunately, the litmus test 
for receiving funding at West- 
minster College is religious in 
nature. And one needs only 
to look as far as the YPS web- 
site to figure this out. 

A successful YPS applicant 
must be an active member in 
the PC(USA) branch of Pres- 
byterianism. | Unfortunately, 
this requirement results in 
qualified candidates being ex- 
cluded from receiving scholar- 
ship dollars. A Muslim stu- 
dent, no matter how gifted, is 
ineligible for funding. The 
same holds true for Jewish 
students, Catholic students, 
and many others. The YPS 
program achieves only “geo- 

graphic diversity.” Essential- 
ly, this equates to attracting 
very similar students from 
across the country. Consider 
the decision-making processes 
that go into selecting a school. 
These. decisions are often 
made at the margin, based on 
the financial need of the 
prospective student. _ How 
many high-quality students 
has Westminster lost because 
those marginal dollars were al- 
located based on religious affil 
iation and not academic excel- 
lence? 

Westminster College is 
moving quickly towards be- 
coming another Grove City. 
And it is perfectly within its 
rights to do so. However if 
Westminster is going to move 
in this direction, it also has an 
obligation to make. that fact 
clear to its donors, alumni, fac- 
ulty, students and prospective 
students. Because it is a 
marked change, such informa- 
tion should be brought to the 
forefront and made apparent. 
It should not be hidden in an 
obscure location on the ‘Web- 
site. If Westminster is com- 
mitted to tilting the scholar- 
ship playing field in favor of a 
particular religious affiliation, it 
should at least be honest 
about it. And that includes ad- 
mitting that diversity has tak-" 
en a backseat to these goals.

The new rules represent 
the most significant changes 
to the Corporate Average Fuel 
Economy system in three 
decades and will affect au- 
tomakers' product. lineup. 
They follow President Bush's 
declaration that the US. is 
"addicted to oil." Bush has 
called for a 75 percent reduc- 
tion in Mideast oil imports by 
2025. 

The new rules do not apply 
to passenger cars, which must 


meet a 27.5 mile per gallon av- 
erage. 
Transportation Secretary 


Norman Mineta was announc- 
ing the rule changes Wednes- 
day. 

Under the CAFE system, 
automakers now must meet 
an average of 21.6 mpg for 
their 2006 model year light 
trucks. That average will rise 
to 22.2 mpg for 2007 vehicles.

Vos said the computer com- 
pany had been keen to use the 
Apple brand on its Music Store, 
and had offered $1 million to 
Apple Corps for the rights. That 
was rejected by Neil Aspinall, 
Apple Corps! managing director, 
Vos said. 

Apple Corps _ founded in 
1968 and owned by surviving 
Beatles Paul McCartney and 
Ringo Starr, the widow of John 
Lennon and the estate of 
George’ Harrison _ is seeking 
both an injunction to enforce 
the 1991 agreement and mone- 
tary damages for the alleged 
contract breach. 

The 15-year-old agreement 
between the two Apples had 
ended a long-running trademark 
fight in which each agreed not 
to tread on the other's toes by 
entering into a "field of use! 
agreement. 

Cupertino, Calif-based Apple 
Computer said before the trial 
that "unfortunately, Apple and 
Apple Corps now have differing 
interpretations of this agree 
ment and will need to ask a 
court to resolve this dispute."

“I was completely shocked

More than 1,000 copies of 
The Holcad disappeared from 
newsstands in many campus 
buildings early in the morning 
of March 3, shortly after deliv- 
ery. 

The Holcad staff does not 
yet know who is responsible 
for the theft. The college ad- 


ministration claims to have 
two students who are being 
charged with “the abridgment 
of freedom of speech” accord- 
ing to Neal Edman, dean of 
student affairs. 

The total value of the miss- 
ing copies exceeds $1,600. 

“T didn’t know if The Holcad 
would be reimbursed if they 
could return the papers,” said 
Leach. 

“It's not my place to just re- 
cycle them, especially since 
there was such a conflict of 
where they had gone.” 


“T wouldn't be surprised in 
the slightest if the papers start 
turning up, stack by stack, in 
the recycling bins now that 
we're back ‘from break,” said 
Holcad advisor Jim Raykie. 


The Holcad, Student Affairs 
and the Student Publications 
Board are still investigating 
the theft. 


A more detailed report on 
the theft will be printed in a 
future of edition of The Hol- 
cad.

The average cost of toilet pa- 
per per month to supply the 
entire campus is $1,350. 


So why the difference in toi- 
let paper ply on this campus? 
Custodial Supervisor Ron Pen- 
nington said that the only dif- 
ference between the plies is 
the type of dispensers used 
among the buildings. McK- 
elvey is a new building, and 
Old Main was recently reno- 
vated, supplying the restrooms 
with different dispensers than 
the rest of campus. Each dis- 
penser requires a different toi- 
let paper and therefore has a 
different ply. Rest assured that 
the campus supplies our bath- 
rooms with a partially-recycled 
toilet paper. 

“It is not a green product 
like the unbleached white pa- 
per towels, but it is a partially- 
recycled paper,” Pennington 

id. 


However, there is new tech- 
nology for the future of toilet 
paper dispensers. 


According to Mr. Ruskim, 
new toilet paper could give a 
twist to the Westminster Col- 
lege Toilet Paper, which used 
to be posted on the door of 
every stall. 


He mentioned a new inven- 
tion that is called “Rsstroom” 
reader by softpedia. It is a 
laser-printing toilet paper dis- 
penser that “knows” who is 
sitting on the toilet depending 
on weight. 


Using a computer, the user 
can input their favorite news 
topics. In addition, campus 
news can be placed on the 
computer, which would then 
print that information on the 
toilet paper for users.

the average cost of teeth 
whitening can be between 
$400 and $1,000. Crest

“TI have used them before 
and they work very well,” 
Sophomore Sarah Mantella 
said. 

Mantella is a member of 
the college’s pre-dental soci 
ety. She says that she had 
good results with the strips 
and had really no problems or 
complaints with the strips. She 
also said that it is important 
that a person maintain their 
usual brushing and flossing. 


Crest Whitestrips are one of 
the top over-the-counter teeth 
whitening systems there are, 
according to con- 
sumersearch.com, a product 
review company. They stated 
that the products ease of use 
was a major selling point. Sim- 
ply apply the strip to. the teeth 
for thirty minutes, twice a day. 
The results usually leave teeth 
with two to four shade whiten- 


The strips do not come 
without their downfalls. The 
peroxide that is used in the 
Whitestrips can cause gum ir- 
ritation and tooth sensitivity. 
This is common in any tooth 
whitening process. The Ameri- 
can Dental Association recom- 
mends that people with overly 
sensitive teeth or gum disease, 
refrain from using any tooth 
whitening method without 
consulting their dentist. 

The most common com- 
plaint about the strips is the 
number of teeth in which it 
whitens. The strips typically 
only cover the front eight 


teeth. Leaving the teeth be 
hind them discolored. In order 
to whiten all of the teeth, two 
strips on the top and bottom 
are required. 

The old-fashioned method 
of brushing your teeth at least 
twice a day and flossing regu- 
larly are both ways to keep 
teeth white, and to avoid hav- 
ing to have teeth whitened. It 
also keeps your mouth free of 
plaque and reduces the risk of 
the gum disease gingivitis. 

“Tm not a firm believer in 
flossing,” Freshman Billy Mc- 
Callion said, “But it’s nice.” 

Joe Thomas, a senior biolo- 
gy major and the president of 


the college’s Pre-Dentistry 


Club stressed: that good oral 
hygiene is important, and rec- 
ommends using regular tooth- 
paste. He said the whitening 
toothpaste lacks some of the 
ingredients of regular tooth- 
paste and is not as effective. 
“If you are going to use 
whitening toothpaste, it should 
be used in addition to your 
regular toothpaste,” Thomas 
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board. These served as sleep- 
ing quarters for the volun- 
teers. 

This camp has been 
set up since the initial wreck- 
age occurred and will proba- 
bly remain in location for the 
next 10 to 15 years.

Pieces of a Puzzle 


Natalie takes us inside an artist’s gallery 


The gallery this month fea- 
tures ‘Collective Memory' by 
artist Lynn Gall. Not ‘only did 
Gall grace our gallery with in- 
teresting and whimsical pieces, 
but also traveled from Hartford, 
Conn. to introduce students to 
a different style of art. 

Gall held two paste paper 
workshops on March 25 in Pat- 
terson 319 in which she 
showed students, faculty, and 
community members how to 
create decorative papers. Senior 
Laura Zorch participated in the 


second workshop and describes Natalie Coccia 


the technique as a sort of fun 
finger-painting. 

"The artist showed us how to make paste 
paper which is a mixture of acrylic paint, wa- 
ter, and cornstarch," said Zorch. "It was fun 
because we were just throwing stuff down on 
the paper." 

The participants first spread the colored 
pastes onto a thick watercolortype paper and 
then used a variety of tools and methods to 
create simple to complex designs. Zorch said 
she had a good time and was permitted to use 
techniques and media that artists do not nor- 
mally incorporate into their work. 

"You could use anything to create a design 
such as hair clips," said Zorch. "We even used 
‘forbidden media! such as glitter." 

Zorch participated in session B which ran 


from 1 p.m. to 4:30 p.m. She reports that there © 


was a good turnout for the workshop and was 
very impressed in the artist's ideas and tech- 
niques. 

"There were four students in my session, a 
woman and her children, and Dr. Swerdlow 
even came with his wife and kids," said Zorch. 

Session A was held earlier in the morning 
from 9 am. to 12:30 am. The decorative pa- 
pers that the groups made can be used for a 
variety of projects or fine crafts. Zorch said she 
is going to frame a few pieces of her own to 








use: as wall decorations. 

Gall's pieces are displayed in 
the Patterson gallery until April 
8. According to her artist's 
statement, she bases all her 
work on paper. When she de- 
cided to create art, she used 
this media because it seemed 
natural to her. At an early age 
she was surrounded by many 
kinds of paper materials be- 
cause her mother was an an- 
tique dealer specializing in 
ephemera.

By sponta- 
neously applying papers, wax, fabrics, or what- 
ever she collected through a layering process, 
Gall then sands down the pieces to uncover an 
image or convey a feeling.

Gall is not only a professional artist, but also 
has a B.A. and M.A. in anthropology and orga- 
nizational behavior. She currently is spending 
time conducting workshops across the coun- 


Gall's pieces will entrance a viewer and take 
them into a world of color and many layers. In 
her artist's statement, she warns viewers to be- 
ware because if they stay long enough, they 
might just become a piece of her puzzles.

Presbyterian minority boosts college’s applicant averages 


Students with GPAs and SAT scores above 
the college average who may have otherwise 
never heard of the college are provided with 
the opportunity be part of an academic and 
spiritual community through the Young Pres- 
byterian Scholarship program. 

The program attached to the $11,000 yearly 
scholarship, which is 100% voluntary, invites 
students to participate in mentoring relation- 
ships, mission work, and spiritual services on 
and off campus. Application to the program 
requires a nomination and letter of recommen- 
dation from a pastor, an affiliation with the 
Presbyterian Church U.S.A, and a minimum 
3.5 cumulative GPA. The program’s coordina- 
tor Carey Anne Meyer LaSor presented the 
statistics that the first class of YPS students, 
who are now as sraag hey had an average 
high school cumulative GPA of 3.6 and 1110 
SAT, and current freshmen in the YPS pro- 
gram were admitted with an average 3.7 cu- 
mulative GPA and 1130 SAT. 

Mark Meighan commented the fall 2006 
YPS applicants have a 3.79 recalculated GPA

dent body, averages a 3.4 GPA and a 1075- 
1080 SAT score. 

“The reason the GPA is uncalculated for 
YPS application is because we can’t expect the 
pastors who nominate students to adjust a 
GPA to the college’s recalculations,” President 
Tom Williamson said. 

The Young Presbyterian Scholarship does 
not detract from other scholarship programs. 
The program is largely funded through dona- 
tions. Grants from the Presbyterian church 
and other foundations help fund the YPS pro- 
gram. Virtually all students who attend’ West- 
minster receive some kind of discount, 
whether it is merit based, nominated, or an en- 
dowed scholarship. There are requirements 
that must be met for all of these scholarships 
which the college catalogue describes. It is up 
to the discretion of the donor where the funds 
are allocated. 

From the college’s Web site, “It is the pro- 
gram’s goal to parallel the mission of West- 
minster College, which is to help men and 
women develop the competencies, commit- 


ments and characteristics which distinguish 
humanity at its best, and to accomplish those 
goals through faith.” 

“When you break down our student body, 
we have significantly more Catholic students 
than Presbyterian students. Presbyterian stu- 
dents are in the minority in a school that is af- 
filiated with the Presbyterian church. We have 
diversity initiatives that have increased minori- 
ty enrollment at Westminster by 150% since 
President Williamson has come to the college,” 
Meighen said. 

These minority YPS students are involved in 
activities and contribute to the campus com- 
munity. 

“It's a program that I feel very strongly 
about- that I believe in. I think that if you 
talked to the faculty members in the program, 
they would tell you about the positive impact 
the students have had on them in such a short 
time. These are the type of kids that I love 
seeing on campus. I like to be surrounded by 
well rounded young men and women that are 
involved in such things. We have a student 
body that you can be proud of.” 

From a student perspective, the program 
provides a place for freshman Jennifer 
Tritinger to grow spiritually. She also feels 
she can communicate her faith with others in 
a collegiate Christian fellowship setting. 

Non-Presbyterian students are eligible for 
scholarships of values in excess and less than 
the YPS scholarship. 

“The $10,000 per year Jerb Miller scholar- 
ship:has the same academic requirement but 
twice as many people on campus have re- 
ceived it,” Meyer LaSor said. 

There are cases in which a student receives 
a larger scholarship such as the $15,000 per 
year Vance Scholarship which requires a mini- 
mum SAT combined score of 1300 or better, 
or an ACT composite of 29, and a minimum 
high school GPA of 3.750. and maintain an 
overall GPA of 3.0. in college. The student 
then receives funding from that program in- 
stead, but is still eligible to participate in the 
YPS program.

‘Recently, attention has been 
given to extending the library 
hours. 


Concerns have been raised 
by student associate trustees, 
students in attendance at Fire- 
side Chats, and most recently 
ae A proposal being drafted by 


Freshmen probably wonder 
why they can’t go to the li 
brary late at night to study 
while stereos are blaring in 
their dorms. Or, whether or 
not they will have luck finding 
a computer lab that is open 


‘(without a class in it) or open 


late at night. 


For both the library and the 
computer lab, the administra- 
tion has questioned the cost 
effectiveness of operating 
these facilities into the wee 
hours of the morning. Dur- 
ing a Fireside Chat held in the 
fall of 2004, President R. 
Thomas Williamson suggested 
that the late-night hours would 
not be an efficient use of col 
lege resources. Chiefly, the 
college would have to employ 


| lab proctors late at night. 


However, Westminster Col 
lege eliminated all computer 
lab proctors in the fall of 2005. 
Yet, lab hours remain. restrict- 
ed. There exists no 24-hour 
lab; weekend hours are few 
and far between. This restric- 
tion limits the capability of stu- 
dents to pursue academic en- 
deavors beyond the closing 
time of the labs.  ~ 


Cost effectiveness has been 
used as a rationale to limit li- 
brary hours as well. Adminis- 
trators suggest that the TUB 
is an appropriate replacement 
and ideal location for study. 
But, the last time we checked,. 
administrators do not tend to 
frequent the TUB at 11:00 
p.m. If they did, they would 
soon realize that many distrac- 
tions exist, including pop mu- 
sic and an ongoing social ban- 
ter (which the TUB is for). 


Besides, the TUB is only 
adequate for those students 
with laptops and does not pro- 
vide the resources necessary 
for academic pursuits. Fur- 
thermore, the current usage 
statistics do not provide ade- 
quate reason for or against the

extension of library hours. 
They are descriptive of cur- 
rent trends, not predictive of 
future trends. 


And of what importance is 
cost effectiveness anyways? 
We can think of many things 
on campus that are not cost 
effective. We continue to op- 
erate many small departments, 
though they may not be cost 
effective. We also spend hun- 
dreds of thousands on a schol- 
arship program that is not nec- 
essarily aimed at the best 
scholars. 


Needless to say, these ob- 
jections are all based on the 
definition of cost effectiveness. 
Hopefully, the administration 
believes that academics is the 
most suitable investment. If 
this was an aim of the admin- 
istration, it would see fit to 
open the library and computer 
labs for longer hours. 


‘Cost effectiveness aside, 
students might wonder if.this 
policy is aimed at promoting 
an atmosphere of scholarship 
on campus. And they might 
wonder if this policy is aimed 
at an adult population. The an- 
swer, unfortunately, would be 
a resounding “no” in both cas- 
es. 

Surprisingly, President R. 
Thomas Williamson believes 
that “nothing good happens af- 
ter midnight.” This quotation, 
given at a Fireside Chat, was 
part of the rationale given for 
refusing to extend computer 
lab hours. 


Does the mind become in- 
active between midnight and 
7:40am? Does critical thinking 
end at 11:59 pm? 

We can assure you that for 
many students it does not and 
have evidence that the same 
holds true for some faculty 
members as well. Professors 
can be spotted violating this 
policy on a regular basis (and 
we suggest prosecution!). We 
can state with authority that 
some of our history professors 
burn a considerable amount of 
midnight oil. And scholarly 
gad can attest to the re 

ts. 


Students are no exception 
from this rule. Many students 
produce some of their best 


work after midnight. Hell, we 


‘wrote our last article way after 


midnight!” 

The idea of academic excel- 
lence is not the problem. It is 
our hope, even in light of our 
recent YPS article, that acade- 
mic excellence: is: the chief 
concern of this institution.

Homeland Security press aide held, charged 
with Internet sexual advances on girl 


Press aide arrested 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A 
Homeland Security Depart- 
ment spokesman was _ held 
without bail Wednesday on 
felony charges of sexually 
preying on a detective posing 
as a 14-year-old girl through 
explicit online conversations. 
He was quickly suspended 
without pay from one of the 
nation's top crime-fighting 
agencies. 

The arrest of Brian J. 
Doyle, 55, raised doubts about 
the ability of an agency re 
sponsible for safeguarding the 
country: to ensure the security 
credentials of its own people. 

Doyle is accused of 23 
felony charges related to sexu- 
ally graphic conversations with 
what he thought was a 


teenage girl, who was in fact 


an undercover Florida detec- 
tive. The charges, lodged 
Tuesday night by the Polk 
County, Fla., Sheriffs Depart- 
ment, included 16 counts of 
sending pornographic movie 
clips to a minor. 

Doyle, who lives in subur- 
ban Silver Spring, Md., was 
being held at a nearby deten- 
tion center as Florida seeks to 
extradite him. 

Homeland Security press 
secretary Russ Knocke said 
the department is "cooperating 
fully" with the criminal investi- 
gation in Florida, adding that 
Doyle's security clearance, em- 
ployee badge and facility ac- 
cess ‘permissions have been 


” | suspended. 


"We take these allegations 
very seriously," Knocke said. 

The department's inspector 
general also is investigating 
the allegations, which say 
Doyle revealed his name and 
his employer and offered the 
numbers of his Homeland Se- 
curity-issued office and céll 
phones during the sexual on- 
line conversations. 

Authorities said. Doyle also 
sent non-sexual photos of him- 
self. They included one of him 
in Homeland Security head- 
quarters, wearing an agency 
pin on his lapel and a lanyard 
that says "TSA," which stands 
for the Transportation Security 
Administration,: a branch of 
the department for which he 
once worked. 

Doyle appeared Wednesday 
afternoon at a court hearing in 
Rockville, Md. No bail was set, 
and he only spoke to answer 
routine questions, such as ver- 
ifying his name. He was joined 
at the hearing by a woman 
that his attorney, Barry 
Hefland, identified as Doyle's 
life partner of 15 years. 

Helfand said he hopes 
Doyle will be allowed to post 
bond so he can turn himself in 
to authorities in Florida with- 
out the need for extradition. 
His next court appearance in 
Maryland is. scheduled for 
May 4.

called Doyle at work and said 
she got a Web camera as he 
had asked and wanted to test 
it, said Carrie Rodgers, Polk 
County Sheriff's Office spokes- 
woman. 

"He said he would get on 
the computer when he got 
home from work so we knew 
he would be on," Rodgers 
said. "When (police) went to 
his door, he was on the com- 
puter in the middle of a con- 
versation with the girl." 

The charges accuse Doyle 
of finding the teenager's pro- 
file online and allege that he 
began having sexually explicit 
conversations with her on the 
Internet on March 14. 

On several occasions, Doyle 
instructed her to perform a 
sexual act while thinking of 
him and described explicit ac- 
tivities he wanted to have with 
her, investigators said. 

The arrest "raises serious 
concerns about the depart- 
ment's hiring policies and, 
more important, its security 
clearance practices," . said 
House Homeland Security 
Committee Chairman Peter 
King, R-N.Y. 

Pledging to _ investigate 
those practices, King said 
Doyle may have used a gov- 
ernment-issued computer to 
"provide potentially sensitive 
information over the Internet 
to a complete stranger." 

"What if the person on the 
other end had been a member 
of al-Qaida or a similar terror- 


ist organization and used this 
information to blackmail Mr. 
Doyle?" King said. 

It was not immediately clear 
when Doyle received his secu- 
rity clearance, which gave him 
access to sensitive Homeland 
Security information. A senior 
Homeland Security official, - 
speaking. on condition of 
anonymity because it involves 
a personnel issue, said Doyle's 
security screening consisted of 
an FBI background check but 
did not include a psychological 
exam. 

. The clearance was valid for 

five years; Doyle was hired by 
the federal government, at the 
Transportation Security Ad- 
ministration, in 2002, officials 
said. He previously worked, 
for 26 years, as a reporter at 
Time .magazine in Washing- 
ton. A former colleague said 
Doyle is divorced. 

Neighbors in Doyle's leafy 
neighborhood said they were 
surprised that the mild-man- 
nered security employee was 
nabbed in the undercover 
sting. Doyle's house is just be- 
hind an elementary school 


yard. 

"lI was shocked because I 
didn't think it was something 
he would do," said neighbor 
Asha Andreas. "He was gone 
a lot working. It worries me, 
too; because I have three 
kids."

On numerous occasions 
this year, the women of Gal 
breath Hall have been hassled 
by. smell, loss of water, and 
raw sewage on the basement 
floor of their dorm. 

According to students who 
have lived in Galbreath previ- 
ous years, this trend is noth- 
ing new. Last year, the 
sewage line broke four times. 
This leaves the residents with- 
out the use of water in their 
dorm. The women are forced 
to walk to McKelvey or to 
Browne Hall to be able to per- 
form normal tasks such as us- 
ing the restroom or brushing 
their teeth. 

The question that many stu- 


dents want answered is why 
this event keeps occurring. 

"I was told by maintenance 
that the reason this is happen- 
ing is caused from girls flush- 
ing things like sanitary prod- 
ucts down the toilet," junior 
Pam Ropelewski said. "It's not 
that I don't believe them but 
they should do something 
about it.” 


The residents of the third 
floor of Galbreath decided to 
take matters into their own 
hands.

In this letter, they ex- 
pressed concerns. about the 
hygienic state of the dorm.

Although some _ students 
must bum a Titan Card swipe 
off of their friends at the end 
of year, others desperately 
race to spend their excess 
Dine Dollars. 

It is hard to imagine that 
having a little extra money 
could be a bad thing. Howev- 
er, in compliance with the 
Westminster Dine Dollars 
meal plan, students are not al- 
lowed to retain their unspent 
meal money. Instead, the 
money goes back to the 
school to help fund the food 
program. Because the money 
seems to just disappear at the 
end of the year, students often 
wonder why the money can- 
not be given back to them to 
use for other purposes. Fresh- 
man Veronica Geretz offered 
suggestions for how the mon- 
ey could be used otherwise. 

_ "They should either carry 
the money over to next year, 
refund it to you, or let you use 
it as Titan Dollars," Geretz 
said. 

Jeff Creveling, who is in 
charge of the dining services 
on campus, says that it is not 
likely that any of those will 
happen, but that it would ulti- 
mately be a decision of the 
president's staff rather than 
the dining service. 

Many students still wonder, 


then, what the money is used F 


for, since it is not refunded. 
Crevling explains that the 
money is used to fund the 
overall dining service budget, 
which includes a number of 


areas. 
"Just like any other depart- 


‘ment on campus, we have a, 


budget where money is divid- 
ed up to pay staff, purchase 
materials, and make improve- 
ments among other things," 


Creveling said. 

He also elaborated on the 
reasoning behind Dine Dollar 
amounts. Last year, a system 
was instated where students 
could choose from either 
1000, 850, or 750 Dine Dollars 
per semester to use towards 
meals. 

"The amount of Dine Dol 
lars students can purchase is 
calculated based on how 
much Sodexho charges the 
school on a daily basis," Crev- 
eling said. 

According to Creveling, the 
left over money could, techni- 
cally, be thought of as going 
towards, not necessarily food 
items only, but also services 
that students do not pay for 
every time they buy a meal. 
The cook who prepares the 
food, the person who swipes 
the cards, and the ranch 
dressing used to compliment a 
student's chicken nuggets all 
must be paid for behind the 
scenes. 

The school ultimately ex- 
pects that there will be left-

over money to use toward the 
food service, but Creveling 
suggests that students should 
utilize the three different Dine 
Dollar levels to find which one 
fits them best. 

"Some students purchase 
the Dine 1000 meal plan and 
have to add additional dollars 
at the end of the year, others . 
end up with too much money. 
It all depends on the person, 
and that is why there are 
three different choices," Crev- 
eling explained. ; 

Freshman, Alyson Lingle, 
who purchased the middle 
meal plan of 850 Dine Dollars, 
says that the plan works for 
her. 

"I use all my money by the 
end of the year, without hav- 
ing to buy extra, so it works 
out fine for me," Lingle said. 

For those who may have 
leftover money at the end of 
the year, rest assured that the 
extra Dine Dollars will be, or 
have already been, put to

Once upon a time there 
were a group of young ladies

Since childhood, Timm 
loved to swim, but she wasn’t 
a trained ballerina; in fact, she 
never took dance.

Unfortunately, all good 
things must come to an end. 
In 1988, after the addition of 
the women’s competitive swim 
team to campus sports, stu- 
dents lost interest in the Mer- 
maids, and the group fell 
apart. Walker says the same 
thing happened at Grove City 
College as well, except that 
Grove City’s synchronized 
swimming group lasted a few 
years longer than the one 
here.

“Our 
athletes love to 
share their ex- 
pertise.

handbook prohibited the “use 


or possession of a firearm, am- 
munition, or other dangerous 
weapon.” The new draft of 
the weapons policy will “pro- 
hibit the possession, use, or 
storage of weapons or danger- 
ous materials of any time on 
Westminster campus _proper- 
ty.” 

The possession of firearms, 
pellet guns, soft-air guns, BB 
guns, compressed air guns, it 
legal knives, swords, ammuni- 
tion, explosive devices, fire- 
works and “any other 


gal on campus. Non-folding 
knifes designed to be carried 
in a sheath and a pocket knife 
longer than 2 % inches in 
length are prohibited under 
the new policy. 

The president's staff will 
meet to approve the new poli- 
cy, which will then go to the 
Board of Trustees in May to 
make it official: Until then, 
the residence life staff has 
been instructed to follow the 
unofficial policy. 

Residence life staff held 
building’ meetings to notify 
students about the situation. 
No judicial action will be taken 
for violations until the policy is 


approved, but students are j 


advised to take home anything 
“illegal” which may.be consid- 
ered contraband. 


Assistant Dean of Student Affairs and Public Safety John Lechner 


“Previously, we tried to ac- 
commodate students, because 
we realize entertainment op- 
tions -are limited sometimes,” 
Lechner said. 

“Paintball guns are not go- 
ing to kill you, and students 
have a lot of fun with them, 
but now we have to pay atten- 
tion to the frightened percep- 
tion of the student body; if 
something looks dangerous, it 
can cause fear.” 

Lechner said his primary 
concern is to give students a 
sense of security. He did 
some research before chang- 
ing the policy, and he said he 
knows policies have to change 
sometimes to meet the needs 
of society. 


“We are living in an ever- 
changing world, and it does 
not matter if the changes are 
good or bad,” Lechner said. 


’ “Things just are not the same 


as they used to be 20 years 
ago, but it is our job to ensure 
students’ safety while they are ” 
here, and we are willing to 
take the necessary steps.” 

Freshman Larissa Fortna 
said she has no problem with 
a new policy, and she thinks 
students definitely feel a need 
for it after recent events. 

“Many schools, even ele 
mentary schools, already have 
a strict policy in place,” Fortna 
said.

Unruly Etchenauer residents not being 
disciplined enough by residence life staff 


I hate to have to be blunt 
about this; however, the disci- 
plinary problems in 
Eichenauer have gotten out of 
hand. I am sure that many of 
you have heard about how the 
residents of Eich were woken 
up not once, but twice very 
early last Sunday morning [ed: 
4-9| by fire alarms. ese 
were the result of a prank 
pulled on one of the co-editors 
of this fine, newspaper. 

These fire alarms one just 
one example of the unruly be- 
havior that certain Eich resi- 
dents have exhibited this year. 

This behavior is occurring 
largely for.one reason: the 
negligence of Residence Life 
staff. Even though I do not 
mean this letter as an attack 
on each individual RA in Eich, 
it seems that they are not do- 
ing enough in disciplining 
some students living there. 

’ The most frequent misbe- 
havior which has been exhibit- 


ed in Eich this year has been 
the large amount of partying 
that takes place every night, 
resulting in those Eich resi 
dents who actually want to 
sleep being limited to a three- 
hour quota. 

As they do this, they violate 
three Residence Life policies. 
First, by staying up until three 
in the morning partying, they 
violate quiet hours, which re- 
quire that any noise be kept to 
a minimum so that students 
can obtain enough sleep to be 
productive the next day. In 
addition, many of these parties 
involve the consumption of al 
cohol, as evidenced by the 
large amount of beer cans 
usually present in the recy- 
cling be Lites from my 
room. finally, the stu- 
dents hiuine the parties in 
Eich often invite their girl 
friends, who stay in the rooms 
well past the 11:59 p.m. cur- 
few. 


These behaviors are taking 
place in Eich because RA’s do 
not discipline the people in 
their hallways enough, largely 
because they often are not 
present in the hallways. And 
when they are, they are so lax 
about enforcement that one 
RA has told me that it is okay 
to drink alcoholic beverages

PORT-OF-SPAIN, Trinidad (AP) - Alcoa was not a specialist in the field. 


Inc.'s proposed $1.5 billion aluminum smelter 
will boost the economy and be environmental 
ly safe, Trinidad's prime minister said Tuesday. 

The Pittsburgh-based company's modern 
smelter technology will keep emissions of fluo- 
rides and other pollutants at levels safe for peo- 
ple and wildlife, Prime Minister Patrick Man- 
ning said at the annual general meeting of the 
American Chamber of Commerce of Trinidad 
and Tobago. 

Environmental lobbyist Petra Bridgemohan 
challenged Manning's comments, saying he

The smelter, planned for Cap-de-Ville in 
southwest Trinidad, will produce 375,888 tons 
of aluminum annually and employ 750 to 800 
workers.

| ee using the leftovers of the food you consume, the 
paper you throw away regularly, and the branches you break 
under your feet on the sidewalk to not only help save money 
for the community, but to recycle, in a very beneficial way that 
sustains the natural environment surrounding you. Clarence 
Harms, Director of the Field Station since 1983, does just this 
on a daily basis. 

“The most important parts of what I do 
there would relate to people,” Harms said, 
“My favorites are children, because of the 
excitement and glint I see in their eyes.” 

Harms has been involved with compost- 
ing at the Field Station for twenty years, but 
the serious work and initiative came in July 
of last year. Undertakings had increased 
dramatically in both time and volume since 
he first began composting. Since receiving a 
$90,000 grant from the Department of Envi- 
ronmental Protection (DEP) that he applied 
for to assist with the various tasks at the field station, compost- 
ing runs much smoother. 

“The grant provides money for a tractor, machinery to turn 
Pet and supplies, such as chemical test kits,” Harms 
said. 

Harms admits that composting is very labor intensive and 
takes up most of his time at the Field Station. After the col 
lected compost is dumped into the tractor, it needs to be hand- 
sorted in order to discard that which cannot be used. It then 
takes about four to six months for the “compostables” to tum 
into good soil. The compost is then run through a machine 
and surprisingly lacks any odor when finished. 

“I like to be outdoors and work with machinery,” Harms 
said, “I grew up on the farm.” 

Compost that is collected at the Field Station can be used for 
four different purposes. First, a good part of it will be used for 
soil conditioning during the tree planting program that will take 
place during the last week of April in memory of Sandy Ed- 
miston.

Second, the compost is used in order to maintain 
other parts of the Biology Field that need restoration. 

Third, “starting next fall, we will bring compost back 
onto the main campus for the top dressing of trees,” 
Harms said: The compost will provide nutrients for 
the roots that the current woodchips fail to supply. 

Finally, if the compost needed for the aforemen- 
tioned purposes exceeds the amount that can be rea- 
sonably used, it will be given away or sold to members 
of the community. 

One of the main reason 
Harms’ work is extremely bene- 
ficial to the campus community 
lies in the fact that it saves the 
college funds used on the dis- 
posal of waste. Currently, it 
costs the college $78 a ton to 
dispose of solid waste. 

“Recycling and composting 
do have an economic effect,” 
Harms said, “It's a good cause 
and it does save the college and 
borough some money.” 

Additionally, Harms is saving the borough of New 
Wilmington money during the fall through collecting 
piles of leaves on the streets. He does this without 
charge for compost substance, whereas the borough 
normally must pay to have the leaves taken away. 

Although not exactly sure what the total economic 
impact has been in the past and will be after compost 
is used as a replacement for woodchips around cam- 
pus, Harms believes the economic benefits are some- 
what substantial. 

The location for community drop-off of composta- 
bles is directly in front of the Field Station on Fayette- 
New Wilmington Road, east of the campus. Students 
and faculty may drop-off at this location or at a solid 
waste compactor located on the road that branches off of Hoyt 
circle going toward the practice football field. 

Because of all of the hard work involved in compost- 
ing, the field station is always in need of volunteers. | 

“It's always more fun if two people can come [to help 
out] rather than one,” Harms said. 

During the fall semester, four students from the 
Chemistry department came over regularly to assist Harms 
with his composting endeavors. 

Harms usually works on composting Mondays, 
Wednesdays, and Fridays and suggests giving him a call 
(724.946.8520) or emailing him at harmsc@westminster.edu 
if you would like to set up a time when you could volunteer 
or would like more information. 

Additionally, Harms asks students and members of the 
community to drop off any stones they find for use in the 
labyrinth and rock sculpture that are now being designed 
and constructed in memory of Sandy Edmiston. 

“The size of stones must be about 10 to12 inches in di- 
ameter and can be of any color and shape,” Harms said, 
“They must be natural stones that have come to rest after 
having been pushed around and burnished by the brut 
forces of nature.”

The price tag of education 
at the college will increase 
6.68% for the fall 2006 semes- 
ter largely due to an increase 
in energy costs. 

The tuition increase was ap- 
proved by the Board of 
Trustees during its recent an- 
nual meeting. An information- 
al letter sent out on Apr. 7 at- 
tributed the increase to rising 
health care insurance premi- 
ums, energy costs, and water 
and sewer costs. Fall 2006 tu- 
ition, housing and board in ad- 
dition to campus fees totals 
$31,290. 

"From the 2005-2006 bud- 
get, $941,000 was allocated to 
natural gas alone, which in- 
creased by 100% from two 
years ago. Electricity was

A brief summary of Nelson and Walling’s “The Presbyterian Premium” 


The editors invited seniors Ben Nelson and Ray C. Walling to write an opinion program. 
piece for the March 31, 2006 edition of The Holcad. The article was titled “The 
Presbyterian Premium” and called into question the direction of the college with re- 
gards to the Young Presbyterian Scholarship program.

College administration has obligation to be Focus of “Presbyterian Premium” too narrow 
forthcoming to student body 


In response to all of the ar- 
ticles, discussion,.and debate 
about the recent article on the 
Young Presbyterian Scholar- 
ship, I'd like to give you my 
take. I felt that I should write 
this letter as a concerned stu- 
dent, but also as a Young 
Presbyterian Scholar. 


First off, let me begin by 
thanking Ben and Ray for writ- 
ing an article that has pro- 
voked much discussion on 
campus. Before I begin Id 
like to make clear that I ap- 
preciate everything that the 
YPS program has done, for 
me specifically and also for 


others. 


I would say, to the issue of 
honesty on the part of the col- 
lege, that the school hasn’t 
necessarily been dishonest, so 
much as they have simply not 
commented on the issue of di- 
versity, knowingly or unknow- 
ingly. I do believe that the 
YPS program and diversity 
clash quite a bit, and I have no 
problem with that, but the 
school does have an obliga- 
tion, I feel, to its students to 
respond and/or be forthcom- 


ing with their stance when 
asked by the student body. 
Either way is fine, just let us 
know how you feel. 

Now, though I: appreciate 
the program and its effects on 
me personally, I do. feel some 
reform would do the program 
good. With that said, here are 
a few ideas. 


While Ben and Ray brought 
to our attention the academic 
standards and their compari 
son with other academic 
scholarships, this is very easily 
overcome. During a conversa- 
tion with a friend, he said why 
not just add another 2,000 dol 
lars onto the academic schol 
arship they would get? ‘ Well, 
why not? I think this elimi- 
nates the issues with the acad- 
emic standards as well as con- 
cems: with the amount of 
money that the school is 

putting forth for this program. 
The biggest part of this is call- 
ing it a “scholarship” and hav- 
ing lower standards than all 
the others. 


One of my biggest personal 
concerns is the fact that the 
scholarship is guaranteed for 4 


years, regardless of actions, 
activity, or lack thereof. Most 
people don’t know that unlike 
the academic scholarships, the 
YPS scholarship. cannot be 
taken away. The problem 
with this is that the college is 
not increasing leadership, 
Christian or not, but simply in- 
creasing the amount of Pres- 
byterian students on campus, 
in my opinion, not a very lofty 
goal. There needs to be some 
standard for us YPS students 
to live up to or else this pro- 
gram will be bound for some 
negative publicity. 

There are many other is- 
sues that need addressing, but 
I feel that these are the 
biggest concerns about the 
program itself, and the most 
easily repairable. Again, thank 
you to the YPS program for its 
work here so far, but I think 
we can do even better than we 
are.

YPS: Statistics can be made into nearly 
anything, especially misleading 


In the April 7 edition of The 
Holcad, four students provided 
a barrage of statistical informa- 
tion about the YPS program. 
However, as our former statis- 
tics professors would probably 
tell you, statistics can be made 
into nearly anything. 

Let’s be realistic. Almost all 
students that complete an ap- 
plication for Westminster get 
in (outside sources usually fix 
the acceptance rate around 
90%). So to compare the sta- 
tistics of a scholarship to the 
remainder of the student body 
is dishonest. Therefore, we 
ask for an equal playing field. 
For instance, both the Young 
Presbyterian Scholarships and 
the Trustees Scholarships pro- 
vide annual funding of 
$11,000. Mark Meighen stat- 
ed in the article that the in- 

. coming Young Presbyterian 
Scholars have an average ad- 
justed GPA of 3.79 and an av- 
erage SAT score of 1169. In- 
terestingly, the Trustees’ 
Scholarship criteria mandate 
that awardees must have a 


minimum adjusted GPA of 
3.70 and a minimum SAT 
score of 1200. It is plain to 
see that the incoming class of 
YPS students (with the best 


qualifications ever) do not 


even qualify for the Trustees’ 
Scholarship on average. We 
did not have this information 
two weeks ago and we would 
like to thank Mark Meighen 
for clearing it up. Mark, you 
make our point for us! 


Also, we would be remiss 
to not address the idea that 
YPS students are a minority. 
Much of this confusion stems 
from the fact that Westminster 
has very few actual minorities 
(religious, ethnic or other- 
wise) and, thus, many have 
such a misguided notion of 
the term that we have pervert- 
ed it to such an extent that a 
Presbyterian could actually be 
labeled a minority at a Presby- 
terian school. We achieve “di- 
versity” through redefining the 
term to suit our aims. Our 
Bullshit Meter nearly explod- 
ed when we read Meighen’s 


implicit comments about YPS 
helping to boost “minority en- 
rollment by 150% since Presi- 
dent Williamson has come to 
the college.” Come on! At 
least we no longer. have any 
doubt about the homogeneity 
of Westminster's student pop- 
ulation. These attitudes doom 
diversity at Westminster Col 


lege. A homogeneous popula.

Premium” on March 31, 2006. 
Like them and many Ameri- 
cans I am pleased that college 
student bodies are becoming 
more diverse than they were 
when I was a student. Howev- 
er, they are taking too narrow 
a view of the ways a college 
student body should be di- 
verse. 

They wrote, “Perhaps West- 
minster would be _ better 
served by admitting a minority 
student with an excellent 
scholastic record than an acad- 
emically mediocre applicant 
with a pastoral recommenda- 


tion.” First, they define 
“mediocre” very narrowly. 
Though the college may not 
give scholarship help to some 
students with very high SAT 
scores, it does not give schol 
arships to ANY mediocre stu- 
dents as part of the Presbyter- 
ian Scholars Program. 

Second, Mr. Nelson and 
Mr. Walling do not seem to 
recognize that it is to the ad- 
vantage of our country and 
our culture to have colleges 
that are diverse. If Westmin- 
ster follows their priorities, it 
will become more nearly like 
dozens or even hundreds of 
other schools. 

Third, academic excellence 
isn’t everything. The Duke 
University students now in 


trouble probably got higher 
SAT scores than most of 
Westminster’s Presbyterian 
Scholars. Yet, based on the 
way the way these Duke men 
are starting life, I suspect the 
Presbyterian Scholars will in 
the years ahead contribute 
more to the greatness of 
America and our world. 
Fourth, if the quality of edu- 
cation at Westminster is to be 
maintained and improved, it 
needs gifts from alumni like 
me, who are very pleased with 
the leadership President 
Williamson is showing.

Economics club sheds light on frustrating rises in fuel costs 


It could be a long summer 
for vacationers this year. The 
average price for a gallon of 
gas in the United States is 
more than $2.93 per gallon. 
Some energy experts predict 
gas prices could soon break 
the $3.00 barrier, which was 
surpassed only for a brief peri- 
od during Hurricane Katrina. 
As prices continue to skyrock- 
et, political leaders have been 
scrambling to beat the heat. 
Many have offered good-na- 
tured, though perhaps mis- 
guided, solutions to the prob- 
lem of high prices. 

The cost of gasoline is de- 
termined primarily by the 
price of crude oil. Crude oil 
has risen well into the $70+ 
per barrel range in recent 
weeks. Pennsylvania Senator 
Arlen Specter, along with Sen- 
ator Herb Kohl (D-Wisconsin), 
proposed legislation _ that 
would help keep oil (and gaso- 
line) prices under control. 
The ambitious bill seeks to in- 
vestigate energy mergers, 
probe instances of supposed 
price-fixing and _ subjugate 
OPEC to U.S. Antitrust laws. 
Considering elections are 
months away, the proposal is 
well-timed. | Unfortunately, 
such legislation would have a 
very limited effect on actual 
gasoline prices. It would 
merely perpetuate an age-old 
misconception. 

The notion of blaming in- 
dustries for societal problems 
is not a new one. People 
blame McDonald’s for their 
obesity, Philip Morris for their 
lung cancer and Smith & Wes- 
son for their propensity to do 
violence to each other. How- 
ever, greasy fries, cigarettes 
and handguns are not deadly 
in their own right; they can 
become deadly only when 
placed in the hands (or 
mouths) of humans. Now, 
Senators Specter and Kohl are 
attempting to blame Big Oil 
for rising gas prices. It would 
be much more effective to ex- 
amine those using what Big 
Oil extracts from the ground. 


Explanation of gasonline price increases 


All else constant, it is our de 
mand that drives up fuel 
prices. Demand, demand, de- 
mand! Holding Big Oil solely 
responsible for these increases 
in demand is a common mis- 
conception that is irresponsi- 
ble at best. 

Consider the variation of 
gasoline prices across interna 
tional boundaries. A gallon 
goes for only 12 cents in Cara- 
cas, but costs over $7 in Ams- 
terdam. Of course, comparing 
these two countries is a bit 
like comparing apples and or- 
anges. But, nevertheless, the 
product is essentially the 
same. So why should there 
be such price disparity? The 
answer to this question is 
complex, but can be simplified 
to-one primary-source:  gov- 
ernment meddling. Hugo 
Chavez pacifies Venezuelans 
with subsidized fuel, while the 
Dutch pay nearly $5 per gal 
lon in taxes alone. In the ab- 
sence of subsidies and taxes, 
gasoline prices are generally 
very similar across. the 
world—averaging about $2 
per gallon 

Demand has grown signifi- 
cantly over the past decade. 
Emerging countries, such as 
China, are beginning to con- 
sume more and more to fuel 


rapid growth and developed. 
countries continue to consume. 


heavily. Experts predict that 
future growth in demand will 
come from North America and 
Asia. In Europe, demand has 
remained steady or even de- 
clined. Much of this has to do 
with relatively high fuel prices. 
While many Americans can 
barely stomach $3 a gallon, 
Europeans pay double that 
without batting an eye. Per- 
haps the Europeans are on to 
something? High fuel prices 
can directly affect demand and 
reduce consumption. ~ 

Per capita consumption in 
the United States is six times 
higher than in Europe and has 
shown no signs of changing. 
Americans will not trade in 
their SUVs for small diesel 


cars until the price of -fuel 
forces them to do so. Low 
population density and long 
distances between common 
destinations create a domestic 
atmosphere that is less con- 
ducive to fuel efficiency. Eu- 


rope, on the other hand, is a ° 


much more ideal location for 
walking, bicycling and using 
public transportation. 
small town and small campus 
are very similar in that re 
spect. That said, very few New 
Wilmington locals would even 
consider using a bicycle as a 
means of short-distance trans- 
portation. Many Westminster 
students continye to drive to 
the academic buildings from 
Eichenauer and Hillside. 

The legislation proposed by 
Sen. Specter and Sen. Kohl 
only furthers a mythical de- 
mand-free theory of gasoline 
pricing. Thus far, we have en- 
gaged in considerable discus- 
sion regarding the demand for 
oil/gasoline. The bottom line 
is that demand for fuel is. out- 
stripping supply. And global 
supply is very vulnerable. A 
supply disruption could have 
grave consequences for the 
United States. International 
situations such as the war in 
Iraq, the Iranian nuclear pro- 
gram, political instability in 
Saudi Arabia and West Africa 
and even the mood swings of 
Hugo Chavez are all sources 
for a potential supply disrup- 
tion. Hurricane Katrina gave 
us only a taste of the damag- 
ing compound effect of such a 
disturbance and related panic 
buying. This cannot be over- 
come by blaming Big Oil for 
high prices. Successful legis- 
lation must pay homage to the 
economist and aim to reduce 
demand. Otherwise, Ameri- 
cans may soon be longing for 
a $3 gallon of gas.

_ Student Affairs is conducting an investiga- 

initially charging two students with “the 


news flash. However, Student Affairs said that 
there are now more than two students under 
investigation; that this theft may have been a 


privacy policy prevents the 
revealing of information before, during or after 
a hearing or series of hearings. The Holcad 
cannot be apprised of the proceedings, nor 
can the Student Publications Board.

Chinese refuse to change in history textbook coverage 


of Japan 


BEIJING, April 25 - (Kyodo) _ 
China has ignored suggestions from 
Japan that Chinese history textbooks 
cover positive changes that have oc- 
curred in Japan since World War I, 
a Chinese education official indicated 


Tuesday. 
"Regarding our textbooks, the 
(policy) has been consistent," Educa- 


tion Ministry spokesman Wang Xum- 
ing told a monthly press conference. 
"There haven't been any changes." 
Wang declined to say why the re- 
quired reading for secondary school 
students in China omits political 
changes that have occurred in Japan 
since 1945. 
References to Japan in textbooks 


on modern Chinese history mainly 
concen Japan's 1931-1945 occupa- 
tion of Chinese territory and the re- 
sistance to Japanese troops led by 
Communist Party founder Mao Ze 
dong. 

Since last year's violent demon- 
strations against Japan in key Chi- 
nese cities, the Japanese Embassy 


has pointed out that Chinese text- 
books omit Japan's postwar history. 
Japanese diplomats say they want 
the Chinese people to learn of the 
1947 Constitution in which Japan re 
nounced war, Japan's provision of of- 
ficial development assistance to Chi- 
na and other Asian countries and its 
international peacekeeping missions 


under the U.N. mandates. 

The embassy's spokesman, Keiji 
Ide, has said he has suggested to 
Chinese scholars and_ publishing 
houses that they engage in further 
discussion on the subject.

——— School explains why we aren’t currently in debt

A rumor has been set loose 
on campus concerning the 
Berlin Village townhouses and 
the large sum of funding that 
is being used for their con- 
struction. 

The word on campus is that 
the townhouses are putting 
Westminster into debt. 

According to several knowl 
edgeable sources, the rumor 
is indeed heresay. 

Dean Edman was able to 
give the honest truth about 
the issue. 

"It is just a rumor. It is all 
done by outside sources such 
as alumni and donors, not the 
students," Edman said. 

President R. Thomas 
Williamson said that many col 
leges build apartment-style

housing for upperclassmen. 

"In our case, the Berlin 
Townhouses and the Thomp- 
son house were treated finan- 
cially as one _ project," 
Williamson said. "Half of the 
project was funded by donors, 
and the other half was bor- 
rowed. We believe this to be a 
prudent approach." 

Another rumor.on the loose 
is the real reason the town- 
houses are being built; it’s to 
allegedly compete with Grove 
City and save face. 

Grove City does-indeed of- 
fer the option for students to 
live in townhouses, but accord- 
ing to Dean Edman, that is 
not the reason for the con- 
struction of Berlin Village. 

Edman and the administra- 
tion were urging. for the con- 
struction, but President 
Williamson wanted to ensure 
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that Westminster could suff- 
ciently cover the steep cost 
without aid from students. 
"The construction of Berlin 
Village does not have to do 
with Grove City College," Ed- 
man said. "Although the 
Board of Trustees thought it 
was important to be competi- 
tive, we do not compete with 
them because their cost of tu- 
ition is much less than ours." 
Other institutions do not of 
ten go into debt over the con- 
struction of buildings. 
According to Dean Edman, 
apparently there is the excep- 
tion of Slippery Rock Universi- 
ty. 
"Slippery Rock University is 
trying to build a student 
union, and they might have to 
pass loans on to their current 
students," Edman said. "There 
is the frenzy to make campus-

Buildings on campus such 
as McKelvey Campus Center 
cost millions of dollars to 
build.

nated 25 percent of all costs § 


for the student center, which 
summed up to about $3 mil 
lion," Edman said. 

Although a good amount of 
the construction costs for 
buildings on campus come 
from the named donor, they 
do not pay for the entire pro- 
ject. Much of the funding is 
received from alumni, faculty, 
trustees, students who wish to 
donate and even donors who 
wish to remain anonymous.

Macy is one of my favorite 
actors-my favorite role of his 
being in Fargo-and this ap 
pearance ranks right up there. 
He has a lovable and laugh- 
able quality, like when Nick 
refutes one of Finistirre's accu- 
sations of cigarettes’ deadly ef- 
fects by saying that cheese 
clogs the arteries gf America 
with cholesterol, and that 
maybe Vermont should put 
skulls and crossbones on 
cheese packages. A flustered 
Finistirre retorts, 'The state of 
Vermont will not apologize for 
its cheese!" 

The best thing about this 
film is that it's not a satire or a 
spoof, but a stylized comedy. 
It reminded me of Nicholas 
Cage in The Weatherman, but 
not as bittersweet. The dia- 
logue is witty, and the style of 
the film is so rare lately. The 
funny thing is, not one person 
lights a cigarette the entire 
movie. The sometimes dark 
humor relays the point of the 
film without bashing the audi- 
ence over the head with mis- 
guided anger or mindless 
comedy.

Filesharing defense 


Sony claimed students were 
illegally downloading

Sony contacted the college 
two years ago with claims that 
students were distributing mu- 
sic illegally to offcampus com- 
puters, but telecommunica- 
tions/network engineer Don 

in denied the allegations. 


According to Goodlin, the 
college's policy does not allow 
uploading to file-sharing ser- 
vices. TitanNET is configured 
to: prevent uploading, ‘so 
Sony's accusations were and 
ag are theoretically impossi- 
le. 


"I told them, 'If you can pull 
a file off of our network, call 
me back,' and they never did," 
Goodlin said. 

While it is possible to con- 
nect to some file-sharing ser- 
vices during certain parts of 
the day and download music 

- from them, downloading does 
not concern media giants like 
Sony and the Record Industry 
Association of America. 


Currently, one may down- 
load music that he or she, al- 
ready owns, having purchased 
the album, without fear | of 
copyright infringement. Media 
corporations generally target 
individuals sharing (upload- 
ing) thousands of songs 
through services such as 
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I told [Sony], ‘If you can pull a file off of our 


network, call me back, 


’ and they never did. 


Telecommunications /network engineer Dan Goodlin 


LimeWire and BearShare. 
Restrictions on file-sharing- 


‘and specifically uploading-are 


in place on campus not only to 
conserve bandwidth, but also 
to prevent students from 
breaking a law that they may 
not even know exists. 


The college has considered 
legal solutions to the file-shar- 
ing issue, but as of yet, no def 
inite plans are in place. . 


One such idea is a central 
music server that would re- 
quire students to pay a small 
fee to share their music lt 
braries with the campus com- 
munity ,and download music 
from other students doing the 
same. The college would then 
use the money collected to 
pay record labels for distribu- 
tion of the song files, 


"T could see a program 
where students could select 
what folders they want to 
share, and the program up- 
loads a list of files to a central 
server," junior Colin Dean 
said. "This central server then 
coordinates searches and file 
transfers and can be con- 
trolled by. Information Sys-

tems, which could limit the 
network usage so that other 
services, like the Web, e-mail 
and games wouldn't suffer." 

Another possibility is simply 
allowing students to connect 
to paid services like Napster 
and iTunes. 


In either case, issues such 
as legality and bandwidth 
must be taken into considera- 
tion. Goodlin said that network 
access for necessary academic 
and business purposes takes 
priority over file-sharing. 


No time estimate exists for 
any proposed course of action. 
Allowing unrestricted access 
to paid services might be very 
bandwidth intensive, and con- 

a centralized server 
would require a lot of work. 


According to Goodlin, cur- 
rent projects such as the in- 
stallation of wireless access 
campus-wide will be complet- 
ed before Information Systems 
considers any major file-shar- 
ing solutions. 

"It's been a long time since 
we've even discussed it," 
Goodlin said.

Attendance policy reviewed

More praise for “Presbyterian Premium” 
article in March 31 edition 


Is there a true, singular def- 
inition of the word “diverse?” 
Throughout the past few 
weeks, The Holcad has been 
seemingly bombarded with 
Letters to the Editors concern- 
ing an article written by Ben 
Nelson and Ray C. Walling 
(See: “Presbyterian Premium” 
from March 31). And while 
most of the reactions from 
both sides highlight significant 
ideas, some letters completely 
miss the whole basis of their 
argument. Certainly, “The 
Presbyterian Premium” was 
not written as a means to 
alienate and antagonize. the 
YPS Scholars; it was written 
because Westminster College 
is perhaps failing to live up to 
its slogan of “an independent 
national liberal arts college in 
the Presbyterian tradition.” 
The key words to emphasize 
are “Presbyterian tradition.” 
Programs like the YPS are a 
great incentive to attract smart 
and talented Presbyterians. 
However, Nelson and 
Walling’s point is that, since 
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this school still accepts some 


federal funding (therefore not law. bg 
One would be hard pressed 


classifying itself in a category 
with Grove City), it has an 
obligation to provide incen- 
tives to students from all reli- 
gious backgrounds, not just 
those of the Presbyterian faith. 


It is plain to see that West- 
minster’s student body is very 
homogeneous. That fact 
alone however does not mean 
that the students and faculty 
here fall short in any way. It 

simply means. that the admin- 
istration needs to step up to 
the plate and define what their 
take on the word “diversity” is. 
To touch on Mr. Theodore C. 
Stewart's perhaps hastily 
drawn conclusions of last 
week that, “If Westminster fol 
lows their [other colleges] pri- 
orities, it will become nearly 
like dozens or even hundreds 
of other schools,” and “acade- 
mic excellence isn’t every- 
thing,” it should be said that 
even though Westminster is 
“independent” it still must 
abide by and follow certain

moral and ethical commit- 
ments to neighbor, society, 
and the natural world; demon- 
strate commitment to lifelong 
learning and for careers and 
the acquisition of skills for ca- 
reers and responsible service 
as world citizens. While there 
are several ways the faculty do 
work to achieve some of these 
outcomes, there is so much 
more we could do (but only 
with the support of the admin- 
istration that holds the re 
sources) to inspire students to 
realize that they cannot, must 
not, go through their entire ca- 
reer at the college without tak- 
ing a course in international 
relations or in another disci- 
pline which has the majority 
of its focus on global issues, 
and traveling to another coun- 
try with a professor who 
knows that environment and 
the people who live in it—if 
only for a travel course that 
lasts a few short weeks. 

Many colleges—yes, even 
small ones like ours—have 
created requirements for stu- 
dents to do these things, argu- 


First, critique is not only 
the lifeblood of the liberal arts 
tradition, but of a democracy 
as well. Let us remember that 
Socrates was a critic, yet he 
remains a crucial influence of 
the liberal arts tradition. 
Thomas Jefferson was a critic, 
yet he remains a crucial figure 
in American democracy. Jef 
ferson’s Bill of Rights discour- 
ages dogmatism through pro- 
tecting freedom of 
speech—including criticism. 
The institution would quickly 
become dogmatized if this 
right was taken away. 

Second, students are not 
outsiders and institutional poli- 
cies are not static. Students 
play a vital role in institutional 
life; Westminster College is no 
exception. If there ever was a 
time where students were tru- 
ly “outsiders,” it thankfully is

More recently, C’s have come 
to represent near-failure. Stu-

What is most 
frightening is that this is a 
growing gap which will mani- 
fest itself in the global crises 
that our students, however: un- 
educated about the various is- 
sues, will have to confront. Af 
ter the terrorist attacks of 
September 11, 2001, so many 
people on campus and around 
the country asked, “Why do 
they. hate us?”—a question 
that is astounding in its implic- 
it lack of awareness. Will we 
hear those same questions, 
again and again should the 
seeds of dissent we continue 
to sow manifest themselves re- 
peatedly in such a_ hateful 
way? On this campus we have 


long gone. Moreover, West- 
minster College affirms and 
encourages our right to cri- 
tique through hosting events 
like the Fireside Chats. The 
same holds true at institutions 
across the country. This right 
was protected during the anti- 
Vietnam war student move- 
ments of the late 1960s. Fur- 
ther, Westminster College 
receives federal funding and, 
thus, cannot follow the route 
of, for example, Grove City 
College. To do so would be to 
come into contradiction with 
the pluralistic demands that 
the acceptance of federal 
funds places on institutions. 
We became disappointed 
when we realized that our own 
administration would provide 
no written response to our ar- 
ticle on the YPS. This time, 
we do not write alone: We

Tonga Earthquake 


NUKU'ALOFA, Tonga (AP) 
- A magnitude 8.0 earthquake 
struck early Thursday near 
the South Pacific nation of 
Tonga, prompting tsunami 
warnings for as far away as 
Fiji and New Zealand. The 
warning was lifted after a 
tsunami of less than 2 feet was 
recorded. 

There were no reports of in- 
juries or damage from the 
quake or tsunami. The Pacific 
Tsunami Warning Center in 
Honolulu lifted its warning for 
all areas within several hours. 
It said there was no data indi- 
cating that the 4:26 a.m. earth- 
quake generated a giant wave. 

"Sea level readings indicate 
a tsunami was generated," the 
center said. "It may have been 
destructive along coasts near 
the earthquake epicenter." 

The temblor, classified by 
the U.S. Geological Survey as 
a "great" quake, struck about 
95 miles south of Neiafu, Ton- 
ga, and 1,340 miles north- 
northeast of Auckland, New 
Zealand. It occurred 20 miles 
beneath the sea floor. 

A warning ‘said it was possi- 
ble a tsunami could strike Fiji 
within two hours of the quake 
and then, an hour later, New 
Zealand. 

Speaking about the time a 
wave was forecast to reach 
Fiji, police spokesman Mesake 
Koroi said in the capital, Suva, 
there had been no immediate 
reports of a tsunami. 

In New Zealand, Sgt. James 
Tasmania ,of Gisborne police 
said civil defense authorities 
had been put on high alert, 
but he added that "none of the 
(ocean) monitoring buoys 
have reported ‘anything signifi 

cant." 

A police officer in Tonga 
capital, Nuku'alofa, said there 
were no immediate reports of 
damage or a tsunami. 

Another officer in Neiafu, 


180 miles to the north, said | 


the quake was felt for about 


90 seconds. 

"It was strong but not 
long," duty constable Salesi 
Baongo said. 

Asked whether the tsunami 
warming had been received, 
Baongo said, "No, we haven't 
heard about it." 

Mary Fonua, a publisher in 


Nuku'alofa, said it was the ing 


most powerful quake she had 
felt in 27 years in Tonga. 

"It was rocking and rolling, 
the floor was shaking, the 
whole’ family stood in the 
doorway and we heard crock- 
ery breaking in the kitchen 
and books fell from the 
shelves," she said. 

"It's very dark and the pow- 
er went off during the quake 
... Staff are reporting big flash- 
es as the electricity grid went 
down during. the shake and 
lines were broken." 

"It felt very close but we 
haven't heard a tsunami warn- 
ing" in the capital, she said. 

Paula Chipman, a Seattle 
resident vacationing in Tonga, 
told CNN she felt the quake at 
her hotel. She said it "was a 
shaker, I mean it went up and 
down and back and forth and 
it was very, very hard." 

When asked what kind of 
emergency response she saw, 
she replied: "Nothing. Zero." 


Officers climbed rooftops in 
the area to look for weapons, 
but did not recover any, a po- 
lice spokesman said. 


The shootings come as city 
and school officials continue to 
grapple with persistent gun vi- 
olence. Last week, two men 
were sentenced to life in 
prison for a massive gunfight 
outside an elementary school 
that killed a 10-year-old in Feb- 
ruary 2004.

Here at Westminster Col 
lege, we pride ourselves on 
having a diverse student body, 
but many students don’t know 
just how diverse this campus 
is. 

There are many students 
on this campus who have dif 
ferent interests, the majority of 
which.are supported by differ- 
ent organizations or clubs. 
There are also groups of peo- 
ple who are not organized at 
all but have similar interests. 
One of these groups is the 
eclectic collection of role-play- 
ers on campus. 

“Role-playing is taking on 
imaginary personas and acting 
out [the characters] lives and 
adventures in a story-telling 
game format, sometimes in- 
volving either a highly interac- 
tive video game or "table top" 
dice and paper format.” Matt 
Snyder, a 2005 alumnus, said. 

There are, believe it or not, 
quite a few people on campus 
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who roleplay on a regular ba- 
sis. Two groups play regularly 
in the Wile E. Conference 
room on the third floor of the 
McKelvey Campus Center on 
Monday and Wednesday 
nights, and there are many 
smaller groups that play either 
on regularly scheduled days 
or whenever they _ have 
enough people around at the 
moment. 

The “table top” role-playing 
to which Snyder referred 
comes in many different gen- 
res - science fiction, fantasy 
and gothic, for example - but 
they all start with the same-ba- 
sis. Players in this type of role- 
playing use sheets of paper 
with information about their 
characters and roll dice to de- 
termine their character’s suc- 
cess or failure at a task. 

The dice used for role play- 
ing barely resemble what 
most people would consider 
“normal dice.” There are not 
just the average six-sided dice, 
but also four-sided, eight- 
sided, ten-sided, twelve-sided, 
and twenty-sided. A complete 
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set comes with. one of each, 
but two ten-sided dice so that 
players can roll dice for a per- 
cent chance of something hap- 
pening (one die for the tens 
place, one for the ones). Play- 
ers usually refer to these dice 
by the letter D, followed by 
the number of sides the die 
has; for example, a “D10” is a 
ten-sided die. 

Table top role-playing has a 
lot of positives and. negatives. 
Matt Bower said that the 
medium provides more versa- 
tility to the players and the 
Game Master - or GM - than 
a video game might, but it 
also requires more effort from 
everyone involved. 

“[In table top] you actually 
become the character,” Bower 
said. “You have to act or 
sound different, like the char- 
acter you're trying to portray - 
especially as the GM - be 
cause you're playing multiple 
characters.” 

Most role-players started 
when ‘they were younger, in 
high school or even earlier, 
but more and more college 
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students are starting to pick it 
up. 

Mary Leonetti has only 
been playing for the last year 
or so,. saying that her 
boyfriend introduced it to her. 

“He showed me how much 
fun it was and I just kind of 
started playing,” Leonetti said. 
“It was a good way to get 
some anxiety out from class- 
es.” 

Even with some people be- 
ginning to role play now, it 
still seems to catch on faster 
with the younger crowd in 
high schools. Anthony Colwell 
has been playing since sixth 
grade when he started with 
Advanced Dungeons and 
Dragons. He still plays once 
or twice a week when possi- 
ble, saying one of his favorite 
worlds to play in is still Dun- 
geons and Dragons. 

“I think [Dungeons and 
Dragons] is becoming more 
acceptable than it used to be,” 
Colwell said. 

Rob King has also been 
playing for many years and 
agreed that the perception of 
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D&D has started to change ‘ine. He then played table top 


for the better. - 

‘I think since it’s begun to 
grow in popularity, the indus- 
try as a whole has been trying 
to improve its image,” King 
said. “I think there are more 
new: role players now because 
the material is more readily 
available. It’s more accessible 
to people.” 

Heather Evakich said she 
can see a definite increase in 
the number of role-players out 
there. 

it aised to be the tind of 
thing that kids who lived at 
home with their parents until 
they were 30 did while hiding 
out in their basement,” Eva- 
kich said. “Now, people are 
more open-minded and more 
willing to try new things.” 

At the same time, there are 
those who started role-playing 
in grade school or even high 
school who have since out- 
grown that phase of their life. 
Colin Dean played the Star 
Wars role-playing game (RPG) 
in high school, both table top 
and online, but especially on-

and later. Trinity, but eventual- 
ly moved away from the entire 
role-playing culture. 

“I haven't had enough time 
in college,” Dean said.

As many of you know the 
Cleveland Browns have not 
drafted well since their return 
to the NFL in 1999. Since 1999 
only 2 players drafted in the 
first round by the Browns re- 
main on the roster, tight end 
Kellen Winslow and wide out 
Braylon Edwards. The impor- 
tance of drafting well cannot 
be understated considering 
that 18 of the Steelers’ 22 
starters for this year’s Super 
Bowl were drafted by  Pitts- 
burgh.

Pick ‘em up! 


This year’s - installment of 
the NFL Draft - a spring injec- 
tion into the veins of diehard 
football fans - naturally includ- 
ed surprise picks, various 
trades and a_ tremendous 
amount of uncertainty. 





The Steelers walked away 
with yet another intriguing, 
confusing, but otherwise effi- 
cient draft. They selected two 
wide receivers in the first 
three rounds, both of which 
will likely factor heavily into 
their punt and kickoff retum 
game. 


With the 25th overall pick, 
the Steelers traded up seven 
‘spots to select Ohio State’s 
Santonio Holmes (5'10'%, 188 
pounds). 


Holmes. averaged 12.8 
yards on 11 punt retums and 
21.7 on 11. kickoff returns. 
Also, he not only scored 11 
touchdowns last season (10 
more than Antwaan Randle 
E]), but he also ranks fifth on 
the school’s all-time receiving 
list with 140 catches. 


Even though he’s been in 
Pittsburgh for less than a 
week, Holmes has _ already 
drawn comparisons to Hines - 
Ward - mainly for his blocking 
and willingness to be a team 
player. 


“Tm sacrificing for the 
team, not just myself. I've only 
been able to catch 30 passes 
in high school and 40 passes 
in college, so I won't look for 
anything less than just being a 
team player at the next level,” 
said Holmes in his preliminary 
interview in Pittsburgh. 


The Steelers then traded 
away their second round pick, 
giving them multiple third 
round selections. They used 
their first third-rounder yester- 
day to take safety Anthony 
Smith of Syracuse. 


Smith, a native of Hubbard, 
Pa, started a total of 35 games 
for the’Cuse, while ranking 
third all-time among defensive 
backs with 293 tackles. 


With their second pick in 
the round, the Steelers select- 
ed another speedy wide re 
ceiver Willie Reid of Florida 
State. 


The more dangerous of the 
two newly selected returnmen, ' 
Reid returned 31 punts last 
year, while amassing an aver- 
age of 17.5 yards and even hit 
the endzone three times. 


They also selected Willie 
Colon in the fourth round. 
Colon is an “edgy” player 
from the Bronx, and his in- 
tense style of play should 
work in Pittsburgh. It also 
doesn’t hurt he is 63, 315 
pounds. 


In the sixth round they se 
lected Marvin Philip, a 6'1, 307 
pound center from California 
(Ca.). Philip was a two-time 
runner up for the Rimington 
Trophy, an award given annu- 
ally to the nation’s top center: 


Lastly, the Steelers added 
yet another quarterback from 
the Mid-American Conference. 
Bowling Green's Omar Jacobs 
left college a year early after 
posting 77 career TD’s and 
only 11 interceptions. Jacobs 
will back up two other MAC 
products in Charlie Batch 
(Eastern Michigan) and Ben 
Roethlisberger (Miami, OH).

Hot hot heat- 


——School explains why all hatiAtiie aren’t A/C equipped.

Sometimes it's hard to find 
a cool, refreshing oasis when 
you return to your stuffy, 
sauna hot dorm room. 

At least that's what SGA ju- 
dicial chair Kial Vidic says is 
fanning most of her current 
responsibilities. Vidic fields 
student complaints, and said 
she sees a bevy of them-specif 
ically regarding the lack of air 
in the dorm rooms. 

"The problem is that there 
is no consistency in the dorms 
in March and February," Vidic 
said. "Sometimes it.goes from 
65 degrees to 90." 

Vidic says most complaints 
come from the top floor of Jef 
fers, and Eichenauer where 
the boys must keep their win- 
dows open year round. 

"I'm too hot," Eichenauer 
resident Ray Walling said. "I 
think the school spends a 
ridiculous amount of money 


on gas for heating. A majority 
of people have to keep their 
windows open around the 
year." 

So why hasn't the school 
added air-conditioning? 

"It's the original design," 
Physical Plant supervisor 
Owen Wagner said. 
means that most of our build- 
ings weren't made for A/C. 

"Just imagine Hillside built 
in the 1890s, they wouldn't 
have built it with that," Wagn- 
er said. 

But the age problem isn't 
the only reason there's no 
A/C installation. 

"It's because of geographi- 
cal, calendar and cultural rea- 
sons," Wagner said. And if 
that's not enough, "It's just too 
cos! 

Vice President of Finance 
Ken Romig agrees. 

"There's nothing about resi- 
dent hall A/C in our current 
plan," he said. 

Romig is referring to our 


He, 


college's five-year strategic 
plan. Romig said it was omit- 
ted because setting up a sys- 
tem can cost more than 
$300,000, as it did with Old 
Main. 

And, Romig said it can also 
cost much more. "(Installing 
air conditioning] is not a nice, 
clean thing," Romig said. 

Romig notes that lots of 
variables- ranging from elec- 
tricity to compressors and 
building structure _reinforce- 
ment- must be examined. 

So will the dorms ever have 
air conditioning? Both officials 
say not for a long time. ‘Next 
year, however, if you're living 
in the townhouses, you're in 
luck. 

The ibentiouses will use 
"geothermal technology." 
Each individual unit will re- 
ceive its air conditioning from 
an underground well pumping 
cool air or heat (depending on 
season) out at Earth's constant 
55 degree temperature.

Art form or sidewalk nuisance? 
Natalie explains why most would say it's definitely art 


From graffiti to installa- 
tions at the Mattress Factory, 
I've written many articles on 
different art forms. However, 
before you say goodbye to 
campus for the summer, 
take a look at 3D chalk art 
and you will not believe your 


eyes. 

Chalk art consists of 
anamorphic illusions that 
are drawn in a certain distor- 
tion that appear three di- 


. 
mensional from the correct Natalie Coccia 


angle. The drawings follow 
the Greek art technique 
called trompe l'oeil, meaning “trick the 
eye,” and involve extremely realistic im- 
agery. British artist Julian Beever has been 
creating the drawings for over ten years 
and has worked in Belgium, France, the 
Netherlands, Germany, Australia and the 
United States. He draws not only 3D ob- 
jects, but also large pastel portraits devot- 
ed to the rich and famous as well as mas- 
terpieces of well-known artists of the past. 


His sidewalk drawings can take up to 
three days to complete, and if it rains, it 
means many hours of hard work are wast- 
ed. 

According to an interview with Birm- 
ingham BBC, Beever reports that it is im- 
portant for him to get a photo of the 3D 
imagery as an end result of his hard work. 
Beever has to deal not only with the ele- 
ments while working on drawings, but 
also angry citizens who say they feel his 
work is graffiti and has no place on public 
streets. On the other hand, most marvel at 
his imagery skills as they approach a giant 
Coke bottle or Spiderman swinging 
through an underground city. 

His work is so amazing that people 











avoid potholes that he drew 
on streets. His secret to cre- 
ating realistic imagery on ce- 
ment is by using a tripod. It 
is kept in one spot and he 
checks every mark he makes 
by looking through the wide 
angle lens of his camera. 
Also, kneeling on_ the 
ground could take a toll on 
anyone’s body, so Beever 
uses a stool that he lies on, 
and this relieves much of the 
physical stress. 

Beever’s pavement draw- 
ings are one of kind and will 
stun any city dweller. This is why he is 
called the “Pavement Picasso.” In fact, 
companies have noticed that this art form 
catches the eye of all who pass by and is 
the perfect advertisement. Beever is hired 
as a performance artist and has been com- 
missioned by Procom Computer Compa- 
ny and General Electron to create draw- 
ings as part of a promotion for an event. 
He also uses his talent to support a good 
cause. His Make Poverty History globe 
that appeared to stand in Edinburgh City 
Centre supported the Live8 campaign. 

According to his homepage, he is also 
focusing on creating lasting pieces using 
acrylic paint on wooden panels. He was 
commissioned by Fame Records to illus- 
trate different styles of music in their Brus- 
sels shop. The piece is not only colorful, 
but also full of realistic faces that make the 
illustration very aesthetic.

Doug Swartz said. 

A conditional student is one 
who falls just short of the 
GPA, SAT, or ACT standards. 
Swartz explained that, in some 
cases, the student exceeds in 
one aréa and performs below 
expectations in another. 

““One of these students 
could have a very high grade 
point average, but they could 
have a lower score on the 
SAT,” Swartz said. “Three of 
the incoming conditional stu- 
dents, for instance, are actually 
merit scholars.” 

While the Conditional Ac- 
ceptance Program 'may seem 
new to current college stu- 
dents, it is actually returning 
from a brief hiatus. 

“The college accepted provi- 
sional admits before,” financial 
aid statistician Lynn Foltz said. 
“We used to have them. before

we moved to a two-semester 
schedule.” 

Foltz explained that the col 
lege moved to the new sched- 
ule, and subsequently dropped 
the conditional program, in 
1997. Before that, a typical 
college year was a bit different 
than it is now. Classes met on 
a four-month, one-month, and 
four-month basis. During the 
four-month terms, students 
would. carry the usual four 
class workload. The one 
month term, which Foltz 
called the “January term,” con- 
sisted of one class that met 
every day for two or three 
hours. 

A conditional student prior 
to 1997 would have simply tak- 
en three classes instead of 


the Religion, History, Philoso- 
phy, and Classics Department, 
said, “[The liberal arts] are of 
ten subjects that people think 
of studying without having a 
specific or limiting career in 
mind [...]) Westminster is not 
just a training school for a lim- 
ited number of careers.” 

Earlier this year however, 
the Carnegie Foundation for 
the Advancement of Teaching 
located in Stanford, CA, claims 
to have a more descriptive 
way to classify “liberal-arts” in- 
stitutions. 

Gay Clyburn, the Director 
of Communications for the 
Carnegie Foundation, said, 
“They [the Carnegie Founda- 
tion] discontinued the use of 
liberal arts terminology for a 
more transparent description 
of what we are looking at.” 

‘According to the Carnegie 
Foundation, colleges now fall 
into one of three categories. 
Westminster is classified un- 
der the first category, which 
are the baccalaureate col

why Westminster College was 
unable to achieve the original 
Williamson vision.

One example of misplaced 
funding can be seen in the 
prejudice that the Student 
Government Association dis- 
plays against academic en- 
deavors. SGA funds are ap- 
propriated according to 
specific, predetermined alloca- 
tion guidelines. A recent re- 
view of these guidelines, 
which ‘are used in the organi- 
zational audit process, con- 
firmed these suspicions-SGA 
reallocates student funds in a 
haphazard and wholly  in- 
equitable manner. Organiza-

For the sticky ‘leas of 
grading integrity-a positive 
term focusing on solutions 


that I'd gle to use over 
the negative phrase "grade 
inflation" ‘aed to describe 
the problem-there may be 
no simple or singular holy 
grail. But surely something, 
anything; should be done! 
One solution implemented 
by some colleges and uni- 
versities is to set a limit on 
the number of A's awarded 
in each department, e.g., a 
maximum of 33% of grades 
for capstone projects. An- 
other option might be to. 
have each department mon- 


during itor the distribution of 


grades earned in its courses 
and to make gradual adjust- 
ments toward a bell curve. 
Some institutions have de- 
tailed transcripts that include 
not only the grades received 
by a student, but also other 
significant data that help the 
reader interpret the value of 
the grades earned, e.g., per- 
centile rank of a grade in a 
given course. All of these are 
worth thinking about.

HARRISBURG, Pa. (AP) - 
Gov. Ed Rendell said he would 
oppose a lengthy deployment 
of Pennsylvania National 
Guard troops to watch the 
Mexican border as ‘part of a 
proposal by President Bush to 
tighten border security. 


For one, the responsibility 
should be left to border states 
and deploying thousands of 
Pennsylvania guardsmen to 
Iraq has left the unit 
"stretched too thin," Rendell 
said Monday.

Rendell would oppose sending Guard to Mexican border

"Absent .some compelling 
reason, I would be against it," 
Rendell said. "Any additional 
deployment of our Guard for 
any long-term period of time 
would really hurt our ability to 
do the things that we need to 
do in case of an emergency 
here." 


The Bush administration 
has not contacted his office 
about the matter, Rendell said, 
and a state Guard spokesman 
said the bureau had no infor- 
mation about use of its troops 


on the border. 


Sending about 2,000 
guardsmen to the Gulf states 
last year in the wake of Hurri- 
cane Katrina was different be- 
cause the damage was com- 
pelling and the state was 
assured of a relatively short 
deployment, Rendell said. 


"I was willing to do the Kat- 
rina (mission) because I 
thought the damage was there 
and it was palpable and our 
Guard, I knew, would be there 
for one or two months," Ren- 


dell said. 


The Pennsylvania National 
Guard has 2,300 of its 20,000 
troops deployed abroad, most- 
ly in Iraq, and has sent a total 
of 4,000 there, according to 
Guard spokesman Capt. Cory 
Angell. 

All told, 16,000 Pennsylva- 
nia guardsmen have been de- 
ployed since Sept. 11, 2001, on 
domestic and foreign mis- 


‘sions, Angell said. 


Portions of New England submerged after record rain fall 


New England Flooding 


LOWELL, Mass. (AP) - 
Storm-weary New England 
residents waded. out into a 
fifth day of rain Tuesday as 
the region's dams kept a tenu- 
ous hold against cresting 
rivers and evacuees, wondered 
what remained of their homes 
after water filled their base- 
ments and surged over some 
rooftops. 

Across northeastern Massa- 
chusetts, thousands of people 
fled submerged neighbor- 
hoods during the region's 
worst flooding in nearly 70 

years. More than a foot of rain 
tell during the weekend in 
some areas. 

"It seemed almost Biblical," 


Gov. Mitt Romney said Tues- 


day on ABC's "Good Morning ing 
America." "We're sort of mak- 
ing jokes about Noah and tak- 
ing two of each kind of animal 
because we haven't ever seen 
rain like this." 

The stubborn storm system 
lingering over the region was 
expected to move out by 
Wednesday, and Peter Judge, 
a spokesman for the Massa- 
chusetts Emergency Manage- 
ment Agency, said the worst 
of the flooding appeared to be 


over.

But Tuesday morning, com- 
muters still awoke to another 
day of driving rain. 

In Lowell, crews took to the 
streets in boats and used bull- 
horns to urge 1,000 house- 
holds to evacuate. Nick Bar- 
rett, 24, took an air mattress 
when he left his condominium 
overlooking the Merrimack 
River, and later joked it might 
become a raft. 

"I'm going to use it to get 
back in, too," he said late 
Monday night as he looked 
over the flooded parking lot of 
his building. 

In New Hampshire, more 
than 600 roads have been 
damaged, destroyed or inun- 
date by water. In Maine, flood- 

washed out dozens of 
feats and bridges, and threat- 
ened a pair of dams along the 
swollen Salmon Falls River in 
Lebanon. Two areas of 
Lebanon near the Spaulding 
Dam were evacuated Monday 
as a precaution. 

The rising water of Pills 
bury Lake in Webster, N.H., 
breached a dam Monday, re- 
leasing millions of gallons. of 
water and threatening to drain 
the lake. The water eroded 
the earth from one side of the 


dam and began running into 
woods and downstream to the 
Contoocook River, causing 
some flooding and forcing the 
evacuation of several families. 

Several hundred residents 
in Methuen, Mass., also left 
their homes after officials be- 
came concerned that the 
Spicket River Dam, shored up 
by several thousand sand 
bags, would give way under 
the pressure of the raging riv- 
er. 

Even though the ferocious 
water tore away a wooden 
walkway across the top. of the 
dam and knocked over a near- 
by lamp post, the concrete 
structure kept a tenuous hold 
when the river crested early 
Tuesday. 

"We still have dams holding 
back a lot more water than 
they were designed to carry," 
Romney said on CBS! "The 
Early Show" Tuesday. "This is 
what you can expect when 
you've got a storm that's big- 
ger than anything we've faced 
in 70 years." 

U.S: Route 1 north of 
Boston was expected to re- 
main closed for the Tuesday 
morning commute, state po- 
lice said. Large portions of the 


highway between Route 16 in © 
Revere and the interchange 
with Route 128 in Lynnfield 
were underwater, forcing the 
shutdown of dozens of busi- 
nesses. 

Schools. across the North 
Shore and Merrimack Valley 
as well as in southem New 


‘Hampshire closed for a_sec- 


ond day Tuesday. 

The flood water also over- 
whelmed sewage systems and 
drowned waste water treat- 
ment plants. Burst pipes in 
Haverhill have been dumping 
35 million gallons of waste a 
day since Sunday into the 
Merrimack River. A flood at a 
regional treatment plant in 
Lawrence was threatening to 
shut down the power there, 
which would send sewage into 
the Merrimack at a rate of 115 
million gallons a day. 

The statewide damage was 
expected to reach the tens of 
millions of dollars, Romney 
said Tuesday. He said officials 
were also concerned about the 
long-term environmental im- 
pact of the sewage on shellfish 
beds. 

"This is gonna be a big fi- 
nancial crisis for a lot of peo- 
ple," he said.

Tokyo debating education law revision 


TOKYO, May 16 - (Kyodo) 
_ Japan's parliament began de- 


_ bating a bill on Tuesday for - 


the first revision of the coun- 
try's post-World War II basic 
education law to emphasize 
public spirit and traditions as 
well as instill a sense of patrio- 
tism through education. 
Conservative groups have 
long called for amending the 
1947 law that they say lacks 
those notions, but opponents

have argued that a revision 
might revive the sort of na- 
tionalism that led to the war. 

For the government bill, al- 
ready supported by the ruling 
coalition, to clear the Diet dur- 
ing its ongoing session 
through June 18, the session 
would need to be extended 
even though Prime Minister 
Junichiro Koizumi has repeat- 
edly dismissed such resched- 
uling. 


The bill, comprising 18 arti- 
cles, would amend the Funda- 
mental Law of Education intro- 
duced in 1947 to realize 
through education the ideas in 
Japan's pacifist postwar Consti- 
tution with basic philosophies 
to that end in its preamble and 
11 articles. 

While the bill retains the 
wording of "on the basis of 
the spirit of the Constitution"

Sadly, the Westmin- 
ster Titan is not, but it wasn’t 
always so. 


“It was a big plus when we 
had one,” former physical edu- 
mr aa chair Marjorie Walker 
said. 


According to Walker, the 
Titan, who rode onto the track 
on a brown horse covered in a 
blue and white blanket, attend- 
ed football games in the 70’s 
for about 6 to 8 years. Picture 
a Roman soldier, ala Gladiator. 
He wore a titan helmet, gold 
colored armor, shin guards, 
and draped his soldiers with a 
dark cape. As he rode, he 
waved about a sword, trying to 
get the fans into the action.

Brian Andrews, returning 
for his 17th season on the Ti- - 
tan diamond, provided the Ti- 
tans with some excellent post- 
Vietnam War leadership.

Built in 1927, Old Main re- 
mains a symbol of history and 
holds one of the college's 
most talked about supersti- 
tions. 

Either during Fresh Start or 
on campus tours, students 
have been strictly warned not 
to walk across the senior ter- 
race or they won't graduate on 
time.

The second Old Main build- 
ing lasted for 65 years until an- 
other fire coincidently dam- 
aged the building. Costing 
$335,000, a new memorial was 
completed in the spring of 
1929 and is the building stu- 
dents know as Old Main to- 
day.

Graduation is a time of ex- 
citement and celebration, the 
end of one journey before an- 
other begins. One thing that 
can still stand between a stu- 
dent and their diploma is the 
dress code. 

Wearing graduation gowns 
is a tradition. Students ac- 
cording to degree wear black 
gowns and caps with their 
specified colored tassels. 

But being present at the 
ceremonies can be hindered if 
a student refuses to follow this 
dress code. 

"It's like a catch-22; if a stu- 
dent wants to get receive their 
diploma they have to partici- 
pate in graduation, but if they 
don't follow the dress code, 
they can't be present at gradu- 
ation," said Jesse Mann, dean 
of academic affairs. 

Some students have a prob- 
lem with paying 25 dollars to 
get a‘black gown they only 
wear once. Dean Mann said 
this is untrue for all students. 
Some should be able to wear 
them again if they continue on 
to graduate school. 

The activity fee doesn't in- 
clude the cost of the gradua- 
tion gown because not all stu- 
dents who start here will 
finish here. Also, some stu- 
dents do not receive their de- 
gree in four years, ending in 
them being overcharged. 

"I. think $25 was a little 
pricey since I'll never wear it 


again, but it could have been 


worse." senior Abby Ball said, 
"I can always sell it on Ebay 


‘after graduation anyway." 


Renting a gown online from 
gownsandcaps.com can cost 
close to $30. Purchasing a 
gown from the same company 
has a standard fee of $187.25, 
not including cap and tassel. 
The cap and tassel cost almost 
$100 combined. 

The online store, Caps N 
Gowns 4 Less, sells gowns by 
tens, each costing $28. If or- 
dering a single gown, it would 
cost $89, not including ship- 
ping and handling. 

Many places online do not 
allow the purchase of a single 
cap and gown. Caps N 
Gowns 4 Less requires a mini- 
mum ten gown shipment, 
each costing $89. 

"We order the gowns from 
the Jostens Company," Sandra 
Shearer, bookstore manager, 
said, "Students pay $25 for the 
cap, gown and tassel." 

There are three different 
colored tassels seen at gradua- 
tion. Each tassel represents 
the degree received by the 
student. Pink represents a 
student who received a music 
degree while white stands for 
a Bachelor of Arts. Gold sig- 
nifies a Bachelor of Science. 

If a student doesn't want to 
keep their gown after gradua- 
tion, they can always sell it on 
Ebay, but buying there isn't 
recommended. Finding the ex- 
act size for a used gown can 
be’ difficult and ao: vary by 
seller. °

Hydro-seeding and the in- 
stallation of Penn Mulch; a 
greenish-blue recycled. news- 
paper product also has been 
introduced this year to help 
retain moisture and facilitate 
the germination of the grass 


The Penn Mulch product, 
developed by Penn State Uni- 
versity is much easier and 
faster to install than traditional 
straw and causes less weeds 
to crop up. The hydro-seed- 
ing process is much less ex- 
pensive than sod and is much 
less time consuming. 

Sophomore, Holly Leach, 
president of the Sierra Stu- 
dent Coalition states that the 
installation of the recycled 
newspaper product Penn 
Mulch is a plus for the col 
lege. 

“We still have a long way 
to go,” Leach said. “This is 
just one of the many added 
steps in making the college 
more environmentally friend- 


According to Physical 
Plant, the campus lawn is 
mowed twice per week during 
the peak growing season. 


Connell states that the mow- 
ing schedule varies from 
week to week based on what 
activities or classes are taking 
place. 

“It always seems that I am 
in a class when they decide to 
mow,” said junior Colby 
Neely. “They must get a 
schedule of all the tests on 
campus and then strategically 
place the loudest machinés 
outside those windows.” 

Unlike the Grove City Cél- 
lege rumor, students here ate 
permitted to walk through the 
grassy Quad. 

There will not be fines giv- 
en out for treading upon the 
grass and Physical Plant does 
not see fines’ being issued for 
this in the near future. How- 
ever, students must take cau- 
tion when signs or flags are 
posted in the grass indicating 
that chemicals have been ap- 
plied. In this case, students 
must remain off the grass fer 
the next 24 hours. 

Physical Plant still remains 
busy with finishing hydro- 
seeding and the planting of 
trees and flowers in prepara- 
tion for commencement.

College wants studio but right now cost too steep |

Fundraising for a new 
broadcast journalism TV stu- 
dio is expected to start after 
the radio station project is 
completed. 

A room exists on the third 
floor of the McKelvey Campus 
Center that faculty and stu- 


dents are calling the box. ing 


David Barner, associate pro- 
‘fessor and chair of the com- 
munication studies, theatre 
and art department, wants to 
use this space for a new TV 
studio. 

Camille Hawthorne, associ- 
ate dean of student affairs, 
said that she would like to use 
the box for some needed stor- 


age space. She added that the 
original plans for McKelvey in- 
cluded more storage rooms, 
but due to a lack of funds they 
were cut. 

“I don't want to lose good 
space to storage, but,I am 
hoping to get two q 
rooms out of the box,” 
Hawthorne said. 

At present “the box” is be 

used to store Christmas 
decontions, tables, a lift used 
to change lights, and /other 
various items. 

Barner was the first to pro- 
pose that a new TV studio 
should be built in the box. 
Hawthorne said that because 
building a new studio was not 
included in the original budget 
for McKelvey, it was not allo- 


cated any funding. 

Barner said he considers it 
a personal challenge to raise 
the money needed to get the 
studio built. He added that he 
believes this can be accom- 
plished with the support of the 


torage president and the Develop- 


ment Office and with his hard 
work. 

Barner said that\ he will 
need to raise some - be- 
‘tween $300,000 to $400,000 for 
the new studio. 

He said that he will start 
fundraising for the studio after 
the radio station. project is 
completed within the next 
year. He added that building 
the studio has no set time 
frame. 

“It is my personal goal to 
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get this TV studio done by 
2010, and I think there is 
enough support out there to 
do it,” Barner said. 

He added that the major ex- 
penses in building the studio 
will be constructing the elec- 
tric, heating, and air condition- 
ing systems, and that sound- 
proofing the box will be 
another major expense. 

Barner said he would like 
to buy some, new equipment 
for the studio, but that they 
would also use some of the 
equipment they already have. 

He added that because the 
amount of money needed to 
be raised is large, he is going 
to try to identify foundations 
and government programs 
that would be interested in 
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“The Box” right now is used for storage but one day may 
become the Channel 9 television studio. 


contributing to these types of 
development projects. 

Many broadcast journalism 
majors have said that building 
a new TV studio will be bene- 
ficial for the future of the col 
lege. 

“I don't think I'll be here 
when the TV studio is actually 
finished, but I definitely think 
that it will bring good things 


to Westminster,” 
Leanne Veres said. 

Barner said that many grad- 
uates that majored in broad- 
cast journalism go on to lead 
successful careers, and that 
graduates of this major have a 
very high placement ratio. He 
added that this will definitely 
be attractive to many possible 
contributors.

Professor Suspended

There has been a large void 
in the music department all se- 
mester because one of the de- 
partment’s beloved professors 

is suspended. 

While. no specific details of 
jthe accusation are available, 
Dr. Elizabeth “Doc” Harrison, 
assistant professor of music 
and college organist, swears 
by her innocence. 

“I maintain my innocence, 
and I'll swear by that until I 
die,” Harrison said. 

Jesse Mann, dean of acade- 
mic’ affairs, informed students 
of the suspension in a collo- 
quium—a weekly part of a 
Music student’s schedule—at 
_the beginning of the spring 
2006 semester. 

Sophomore’ religion major 
and former organ performance 
major Craig Dressler attended 
the colloquium. 

“Dean Mann said that Doc 
was suspended and that they 
were working to resolve the is- 
sue. as best as_ possible,” 
Dressler said. “{Mann] said 
she’s welcome on campus and 


_ that we'd probably see her in 


her office, but that 
she wouldn’t be teaching. No 
allegations were discussed.” 

Since that time, a letter of 
support, a large banner and 
small posters have made their 
way into the office of Presi 
dent Williamson and onto the 
walls of the music department 
and the McKelvey Campus 
Center. 

Sophomore music educa- 
tion major Jason Perry wrote a 
letter of support for Harrison 
and had students sign. it. 

“It basically said that we 


miss Doc and that we value : 


her professionalism,” Perry 
said. “We got 59 signatures of 
students who either had Doc 
for class or were going to 
have her for class. We sent it 
to the President and to the 
Dean, and both received it.” 
After Harrison’s name ap- 
peared in the schedule book 
ei the fall 2006 semester, 
many students in the. depart- 
ment thought that the issue 
was being -resolved. Not long 
afterward, a banner appeared 
on the wall of the student 
lounge in the music depart- 
ment. It read, “Dear Doc, We 
love you and we want you 
back! You mean so much to 


us all! You’re such an inspira- 
tional teacher, and we NEED 
YOU!” 

Perry is also the work force 
behind the banner. 

“I made the banner because 
nothing was being done; it 
was another effort to make 
students aware,” Perry said. 


“Many students wanted to 


help Doc, but with schedules 
like they are, students were 
worn out. So I got paper from 
home, made the banner in my 
room, and put up the poster 
with Dr. Pitman’s help.” 

The banner filled the wall, 
and many students signed 
messages to Harrison on it. 
Sometime over Easter break, 
the banner was taken down, 
rolled up and put by Har 
son’s door. It is now in Harri- 
son’s office. 

“It was a very nice support- 
ive sign,” Harrison said. “I've 
definitely missed the students. 
I've really realized how much 
the Westminster student body 
means to me. I've had a lot of 
time to sit back and think 
about my classes and how I'd 
teach them. I’m eager to get 
back in the classroom and in 
the organ studio.” 

Not Jong after the banner 


was put up in the department, 
several small posters appeared 
on bulletin boards in the McK- 
elvey Campus Center, McGill 
Library, the kiosk outside Old 
Main and Thompson-Clark, 
Patterson Hall, and Galbreath. 
Perry did not make these 
posters. 

One poster read: “Honor, 
Not Malice—Bring Back 
Doc!” Another said: “A Place 
to Excel! A Place to Achieve! 
A Place to Learn!’?? Not with- 
out Doc.” A third read: “Doc, 
We miss you. We support you. 
We want you back!!!” The 
fourth poster read: “Martin 
Luther King, Jr. once said: 
‘True peace is not merely the 
absence of tension: it is the 
presence of justice.’ We say: 
Justice for Doc!” 

“One of the things that 
bother me is the cost to the 
students,” Harrison said. “The 
friction and tension is costly in 
many ways. It interferes with 
the learning experience.” 

The tension has been grow- 
ing in the department. 

“Kids do miss Doc, and 
they’re frustrated with the situ- 
ation,” Perry said. “The depart- 
ment just feels heavy. I try to

junction with this project. 
New Wilmington Mayor 
Wendell Wagner passed 
along some comforting infor- 
mation on this cumbersome 
situation and the reason why 
New Wilmington Borough 
did not wait until post gradu- 
ation to begin construction. 
"The situation is out of 
our hands. We did not really 
have any control of when 
this project begins. It is all 
directed by the state of 
Pennsylvania. Although 
there is not a set completion 
date, it should be done by 
the time graduation rolls 
around," Wagner said.

ceremony concludes. There 
are also Westminster’ securi- 
ty officers manning traffic 
control posts for the dura- 
tion of the ceremony to di- 
rect traffic along the detour. 


"Il do not expect the water 
line construction to affect 
commencement," Dean John 
Lechner said. 


"The only road closure or 
detour to be expected on 
commencement day is the 
one that Security does that 
keeps traffic from flowing 
past the commencement ex- 
ercise and disrupting it with 
loud engine and exhaust 
noises." Westminster gradu- 
ating students do not have 
anything to worry about on 
their graduation day. The 
construction will be cleared 
and normal traffic patterns 
will resume just in time. -:

with Alzheimers

The members of Sigma Kappa 
Sorority, Sigma Nu fraternity and 
the swim team are joining forces 
to support Alzheimer’. patient, 
Richard J. Sentner. 

A Westminster and Sigma Nu 
alumni, Sentner was a four-year 
letter winner, a member of the 
Student Government Association, 
NAIA All-American diver, and a 
co-captain of the swim team in his 
senior year. 

Sentner was a top salesman at 
the Pennysaver upon his gradua- 
tion in 1991 and went on to devel- 
op an honest businessman reputa- 
tion at US Healthcare in 1996 
within the insurance industry. 

Sentner, who has a wife, Erinn, 
and two young children, Anna and 
Evan, was diagnosed at 36 with 
Early Onset Alzheimer’s Disease. 
No cure has been found for this 
progressive disorder and less than 
10% of Alzheimer’s patients are 
between the ages of 30 and 50. 

As a result of this life-chang- 
ing disease, Sentner has been un- 
able to work for the past 18 
months as his condition has steadi- 
ly. worsened. He and his wife real- 
ized that they would need the help 
from people outside their immedi- 
ate family and friends. This is 
when the Westminster family 
came to the rescue. 

Sigma Nu members and the 
swim team have already begun to 
help raise money for Sentner. Dur- 
ing the summer, swim Coach 
Robert Klamut found that Sentner 
was ill and contacted Lee Knight, 
Sigma Nu brother and a Westmin- 
ster swimmer, to help generate 
some ideas of how to help the 
family. 

A letter was written and sent to 
swim team alumni and_ friends 
and provided Sentner’s address 
and phone number for cards and 
calls. Recipients were given the op- 
tion of donating to the Rich Sent- 
ner Family Fund. Notification of a 
fall golf fundraiser dubbed “Swing 
4 Sentner” sponsored by a brother, 
Pat Sentner, the fraternity and the 
swim team, was included. 

Friday, September 8, has been 
one of the best days of the Sentner 
familys lives since the onset of his 
condition. Swig 4 Sentner: The 
Rich Sentner Family Golf Outing 
took place at Montour Heights 
Country Club and thousands of 
dollars were raised not only to 
help the Sentner family “but the 
Alzheimer’s Research Trust.

Two programs on the TitanNET 
Self-Connect Kit CD are offered by 
folks not looking to earn a profit 
on their product-they offer it for 
free, hoping that someone will do- 
eo a buck or two to help pay: the 

The first is Spybot: Search and 
Destroy, a spyware removal pro- 
gram. It is maintained by a small 
Irish company called Safer Net- 
working, Limited. Patrick Kolla, 
creator of Spybot, believes in free 
software and the goodwill of peo- 
ple who use his product. 

“Not many people donate, but 
those who do give enough to keep 
up the operation,” Kolla said in a 
February 2004 interview with PC 
World magazine. “It's simply a 
very good feeling to help people 
without having money as the pri- 
mary reason.”

Overlooked fee raises TUB overall prices for students 


I have a few comments regard-- 


ing the article “TUB Prices on the 
Rise” published in the September 
15th issue of the Holcad. The au- 
thor proceeded to compare the 
TUB prices to those of local restau- 
rants, but one major component 
was still missing - the dining ser- 
vice facilities fee. 

As { have calculated, those stu- 
dents with 1,000 dine dollars are 
actually paying 55% more than the 
advertised prices. This additional 
fee increases drastically for stu- 
dents with smaller meal plans: the 
850 plan pays 65% more, 750 pays 
73%, and the Berlin Village 500 
pays 82%. The quoted $3.80 sub 
actually costs up to, $6.92, depend- 
ing on which meal plan you have. 
The Westminster College dining

services website does not even pre- 
sent the correct total cost to the stu- 
dents - $850 in dine dollars plus 
the $550 fee does not add up to 
$1,350 (as of September 15th)! 
Additionally, any commuting 
student without a meal plan can 
purchase food items in the tub at 
the cash price. This is 61% cheap- 
er than what I would pay! While | 
do not disagree with the college 
professors’ benefit of no dining fa- 
cilities fee, 1 do believe that high 
ee Oe for our low quality 
to be reevaluated. Exor- 
bitant costs aside, 1 have already 
been charged more than the post- 
ed prices three times this year for 


‘items purchased. in the TUB. 
-Upon asking one of the workers - 
why this was occurring, she had no

She rubbed off the makeup and 
found a strawberry-red birthmark 
that matched the description pro- 
vided by investigators who had 
been searching for the baby. 

Torrez contacted police, and 
hours later a healthy 11-day-old 
Abigale Lynn Woods was reunited 
with her parents. Beck was taken 
into custody and remained in the 
county jail Wednesday. 

The sheriff's office said charges 
would likely be filed against Beck 
by late Wednesday, though the spe- 
cific charges were not disclosed. 

A phone message left at the 
Beck home in Lonedell on 
Wednesday morning was not im- 
mediately returned. 

Ochsenbine told police Friday a 
woman entered her rural home, at- 


tacked her with a knife and stole 
the baby, who was a week old at 
the time. 

That's the same day that offi- 
cials believe Beck's own full-term 
pregnancy ended in a miscarriage. 

During the search for Abby, in- 
vestigators had profiled the abduc- 
tor as someone who had a child 
die recently or as someone who 
could not have children. 

Beck lives just a few miles from 
Ochsenbine's home near Lonedell, 
FBI Special Agent Roland Corving- 
ton said. 

Beck told Torrez on Sunday that 
she had given birth, the FBI agent 
said. Visiting Beck the next day, 
Torrez persuaded her sister-in-law 
to take the baby to see a doctor, 
and on Tuesday Torrez went with 
Beck to St. Louis for that doctor's 
visit. 

That's when she discovered the 
birthmark and confronted Beck, 
who gave her the baby. Abby was 
handed over to authorities at 
about 5 pm.

Chavez: Bush is 
“the devil’ 


Venezuelan president speaks at UN 


UNITED NATIONS (AP) 
Venezuelan President Hugo 
Chavez took his verbal battle with 
the United States to the floor of the 
U.N. General Assembly on 
Wednesday, calling President Bush 
"the devil." 


"The. devil came here yester- 
day," Chavez said, referring to 
Bush's address Tuesday. "He came 
here talking as if he were the own- 
er of the world.” 


The leftist leader, who has 
joined Iran in opposing US. influ- 
ence, accused Washington of 
"domination, exploitation and pil- 
lage of peoples of the world." 


"We appeal to the people of the 
United States and thé world to halt 
this threat, which is like a sword 
hanging over our head," he said. 


He also said the UN. "doesn't 
work" in its current system and is 
“antidemocratic.” He called for re- 
form, saying the U.S. government's 
"immoral veto": had allowed re- 
cent Israeli bombings of Lebanon 


- to continue unabated for more 


than a month. 


"Venezuela once again propos- 
es today that we reform the United 
Nations,” he said. He drew tenta- 
tive giggles at times from the audi- 
ence, but also some applause 
when called US. "imperialism" a 
menace, 


Chavez lambasted Washington 
for trying to block Venezuela's 
campaign for a rotating seat on the 
UN. Security Council. He said if 
chosen . over US-favorite . 
Guatemala in a secret-ballot U.N. 
vote next month, Venezuela would 
be "the voice of the Third World." 


The US. government warns 


-- that Chavez, a close ally of Iran, 


Syria and Cuba, would be a dis- 
ruptive force on the council.

O'Reilly says the ACLU is the 
most dangerous organization in 
the United States. He supported 
federal intervention in the Terry 
Schiavo case. He's against prostitu- 
tion because he thinks prostitutes 
are lazy. He doesn't want to see job 
security or entitlement programs 
increase because ambition to seek 
jobs will decrease. 

According to O'Reilly, the De- 
mocratic Party has been "hijacked 
by the left and can't really per- 
suade anybody.” 

He's not quiet. about these 
views, either. The O'Reilly Factor is 
known for its unapologetically bi- 
ased comments, 

Just like Limbaugh, O'Reilly 
turns the less extreme away, While 
he may claim not to be conserva- 
tive, most viewers don't believe 
that claim, and the party at large 
catches slack for his comments. 

Republicans in the United 
States have a hard enough time 
gaining support without extremists 
in the party. I'm not saying we can 
just get rid of them-that is impos- 
sible.

TUB employee faces loss, two bouts with deadly disease, Jinds love in recovery —

“What doesn’t kill you only 
makes you stronger” is a common 
phrase of motivation people turn 
to during tough situations. 

TUB employee Gale Hassell 
knows this phrase all too well, as 
she has had to come out on the 
stronger end of life’s most trying 
situations. 

August 14, 1995 started out. as 
just a normal day for Hassell, 
whose last name was Davidson at 
the time, She was working as a di- 
etician for the state WIC program 
when she received the ever-omi- 
nous call saying that her husband, 
Tom Davidson had suffered a 
heart attack. 

‘| didn't think he sib die 
from it,” Hassell said. 

Though unexpectedly, the at- 
tack turned out to be more severe 
than anyone thought and David- 
son died as a result. 

‘I never thought I would lose 
my husband. When he died, I died 
inside,” Hassell said. 

Hassell received endless sup- 
port from her friends and family, 
including her four children: son, 


Tom, and daughters, Lynne, Trisha, 
and Jeanie. In October of 1995, 
while still grieving the loss of her 
husband, Hassell was diagnosed 
with breast cancer. She then start- 
ed the grueling’ chemotherapy 
process and continued with it until 
January when she had a one-of-a- 
kind reaction to the treatments. 

“I was the only person that the 
doctors had ever known of to have 
this kind of reaction,” Hassell said. 

According to Hassell, she had a 
terrible headache one day that 
turned out to be clogged, swollen 
veins in her head, causing her to 
be life-flighted to receive emer- 
‘gency care. Asa result of the odd 
incident, Hassell suffered a great 
deal of long-term memory dam- 


age. 
Shortly after her recovery from. 


the breast cancer and its complica- 
tions, Hassell was delivered yet an- 
other blow when she was told she 
had ovarian cancer and that it 
would require even more medical 
treatments and operations. At this 
point, she was ready to give up. 

“] actually made my own funer- 
al arrangements and told my kids 
not to be sad because I would be 
in a better place,” Hassell admitted. 


Hasell went into her operation 
expecting not to wake up. But she 
did. After she-woke-up, she-felt-re- 
newed, and she feels an experience 
with God during her operation 
gave her a chance to tebuild by 
wiping her slate clean and offering 
her a second chance at life. 

‘I had to re-learn everythi 
Hassell said. “I didn’t know how to 
walk or talk; I didn’t even know 
my kid’s names, but 1 know that 
God gave me a second chance” 

Hassell’s children all left their 
college careers behind to help their 
mother to recover. Several years, 
Close calls, medical treatments, and 
learning experiences later, Hassell 
is on her way to a full recovery. 

In 2003, Hassell’s story took an- 
other unexpected twist when she 
met Doug Hassell. Coincidentally, 
his wife had also died of a heart at- 
tack and he was enduring the 
same grieving process. The two 
became friends and quickly discov- 
ered that they filled a lot of the 
gaps their losses and life experi- 
ences had left them with. They de- 
cided to marry in 2003. 

“Love is a gift from God and I 
was lucky enough to find it once, 
but twice is really just amazing,” 


Hassell said. 

Today, Hassell is on her way to 
a-full recovery. Although she still 
has some long-term memory prob- 
lems, she is able to work at the 
TUB, usually making subs 


through the busy lunch hour, She 


has come out of her trying experi- 


erything,” ences not with regret, pity, and sad- 


ness, but with absolute optimism 
and a renewed outlook on life. 
She truly believes that God was 
the driving force in her experi- 
ences and that each incident by it- 
self would not have had the same 
effect. However, the coincidental 
chain of events gave her the 
chance to have the joyous life that 
she has today 

“God had an obvious effect on 
my life,” Hassell said. I took things 
for granted before, but now I ap- 
preciate ev ig. 

Hassell @mphasized that she 


does not feel sorry for herself for | 
having to live through her experi- * 


ences and does not want others to 
pity her either. She is truly happy 
with her new husband, new job, 
and new life, She only hopes that

Diamant helped students at. the 
coffee house better understand the 
recent war in Lebanon and crisis in 
the Middle East. 
* Though he objectively de- 
scribed factors-leading to the war, 
Diamant added his own analysis 
of the situation. Could the war in 
Lebanon._have--been avoided? 
“Yes” he stated, “but no one could 
know these things for sure” 

He explained that there are 
three categories that must be con- 
sidered when discussing factors 
that led to the war in Lebanon: 
global, regional, and domestic,

Also, the Lebanese government 
needs to be strengthened and the 
UN recognizes this, Finally, “world 
powers need to restrain fran,” Dia- 
mant said. 

Iraq..and 
Lebanon have boosted Iran's pow- 
er, which must be recognized.

A great. wave of immigration 
from [astern and Southern Eu- 
rope crashed upon America’s 
shores leaving, when it receded, 
traces of the European surf. 
Hillsville in Lawrence County 
attracted many Italian immigrants 
to work in the area’s limestone in- 
dustry that some contemporaries 
deemed the largest limestone op- 
eration in the world. While many 
of these Italians worked hard, hon- 
est jobs, a small number brought 
from their homeland a secret soci- 
ety that plagued many local citi- 


zens. 

In Italy, the “society of honor” 
acted in secret-to oppress those un- 
able to defend themselves. In 
America, the society placed an im- 
print of a black hand on houses as 
a scare-tactic to obtain what society 
members desired. The title “black 
hand” emerged to describe the 
threatening organization, and Ital- 
ian community members in 





Hillsville paid money to the Black 
Hand for fear of persecution, beat- 
ing, and death. 

In February 1907 a game war- 
den, Sealey Houk, quarreled with 
two Italian immigrants poaching 
birds on his property and shot a 
dog belonging to one of the two 
men. The dog belonged to the al- 
leged head of the Black Hand, Roc- 
co Racco. 

Two weeks later, police officials 
discovered Sealey Houk dead from 
a gun wound, and his body held 
down with stones in the Mahoning 
River. 

District Attorney Charles Young 
and Sheriff John Waddinton con- 
sulted with agents of the Pinkerton 
Detective Agency and began to 
penetrate the Black Hand. ‘ 

On July 13, 1907, workers lined 
up for their paychecks. Workers at 
the pay office explained that an er- 
ror arose in some paychecks and 
in order to. receive more money, 
the workers affected by the mis- 
take should report to a back room. 
Those affected by the “error” fol- 


lowed officials to the back room 
and were handcuffed, apprehend- 
ed, and put into a boxcar from 
where the district attorney, the 
sheriff, and a slew of law enforce- 
ment officials appeared. The “er- 
ror’ ensnared 22 suspected Black 
Hand members who were then 
railed to the New Castle Jail where 
they awaited trial. 

Threats of revenge rendered 
many witnesses silent, but one Ital- 
ian Immigrant, Nick Cirigoli, en- 
dangered his and his family’s lives 
by testifying against the Black 
Hand-for which he became 
known as “the bravest man in 
Lawrence County,’ 

During the trial Racco admitted 
that the Black Hand Society acted 
as a Mafia syndicate. Fifty trials fi- 
nally broke the Black Hand's reign. 

Lawrence County presently 
holds the highest concentration of 
Italian-Americans of any Pennsyl- 
vania County and looks back at a 
proud yet brutal past.

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Increase in reports of missing signs linked to return of students

A rash of sign theft has recently 


| befallen New Wilmington. Pedes 


trian, detour, business, street, and 
stop signs have vanished from 
their posts jeopardizing town mon- 
ey and security. 

“Rebecca's Hair Salon reported 
a stolen hand-painted, wooden 
sign valued between 800 to 1,000 
dollars,” explained Police Chief 


- Carmen Piccirillo. “On September 


1, five stop signs were torn out of 


the ground and discarded by the 


road” 

The first arrest for stolen signs 
occurred on August 26 and persist- 
ed throughout the first few weeks 


| of college classes, with Market 


Street witnessing most of the van- 
dalism. The rise in sign stealing 


correlates with the return of ool- 
lege students to New Wilmington, 
and leads police officials to believe 
that college students may have 
perpetrated the crimes. Moreover, 
police have received word from 
college students that other college 
students posses signs. 

Fortunately, sign stealing seems 
to have dissipated slightly since 
IFC addressed the issue at a week- 
ly meeting, 

Administered punishments 
vary and can range from a fine to 
prison detention, especially if the 
stolen sign results in an accident. 
Punishments differ according to 
the value of the stolen property: 
property worth less than $50 war- 
rants a third degree misdemeanor, 
$50-$200 a second degree misde- 
” meanor, and $200-$2,000 a first de- 
gree misdemeanor.

Working being done to make cross country course suitable Jer large races

Some areas around Lake Brit- 
tan have undergone major 
changes in appearance since last 
semester in an effort to improve 
parts of the cross country course. 


Construction vehicles have 
been busy leveling out the hillside 
along the west side of the lake 


, near the soccer field, Also, trees 


have been cleared out further 
along the west bank and also 
along the south bank in order to 
widen the path around the lake. 


Dirt was also filled in behind 
the south bank to prevent further 
erosion. And most recently, a back- 
hoe operator spent the morning of 
September 6 clearing out an over- 
flowing drain that leads out of the 
lake, according to Steve Connell, 
grounds supervisor of the Physical 
Plant. The debris was then dis- 
posed of on the hillside near the 
bank. 

“The lake was about to pour 
out over the. bank,” Connell said. 


The drain was located near the 
west bank between the lake and 
the entrance to the soccer field. 


Such actions have led to dra- 
matic changes in appearance in 
some parts of the lake area, most 
notably around the south bank. 

According to Dr. Gary Lilly, 
head coach of the cross country 
‘teams, the leveling and widening 


of the areas around Lake Brittan 
are all efforts put forth towards cre- 
ating a cross country course more 
suitable for larger races. This 
means narrow areas around the 
lake had to be widened and sup- 
ported with more dirt. 


Students observing the con- 
struction of Berlin Village last year 
may remember seeing dump 
trucks moving loads of earth from 
the construction area around 
Berlin Village down to the lake 
where it was dumped and leveled 
around the banks to make wider 
paths and also provide the south 
bank with some much needed, ad- 
ditional support. 


The physical plant employed 
Wilson Excavating to carry out the 
work of moving dirt from the-con- 
struction area to the lake. . 


As a result of the replacement 
of earth from the construction site 
to the areas around the lake, the 
grassy hillside along the western 
and southern banks and the trees 
along the southwest corner of the 
lake are now things of the past. 
Grass has been planted, however, 
and the lake should be restored to 
a more recognizable -appearance 
after landscaping, 


For now, Dr. Gary Lilly can only 
hope for agreeable weather for the 
Sept. 30 cross country invitational 
at home. The race will be the sec- 
ond cross country event held on

I 
shuddered." - Ray Walling (Ann

Perhaps if Ray used Kevin Osh- 
nock's. description of diversity in 
last week's Holcad he would have 
had no problem fielding this ques- 
tion. On the other hand, it is: un- 
likely he would be able to apply 
successfully this rationale in a pro- 
fessional interview. Diversity en- 
capsulates much more than trying 
to match certain characteristics of a 
select group of neighboring coun- 
ties, which are only representative 
of the world if you plan to live in 
those few counties. 

Oshnock also suggested that 
the College should "promote" 
Christianity by recruiting Chris- 
tians instead of actively pursuing 
members of other religious faiths 
(ie. "more Muslims"). Imagine the 
consequences if Westminster de- 
cided, in order to promote Chris- 
tianity, to hire only Presbyterian 


professors. While neighboring 
Grove City College dabbles in this 
dangerous business, Westminster 
generally hires faculty based on 
their teaching and research qualifi- 
cations and not their religious affil- 
iation.

Perhaps we were among the 
last class to remember the College 
as loosely affiliated with the Pres- 
byterian Church (as described 
when we toured Westminster) in 
stead of what some today label a 
"Presbyterian College.” The liberal 
arts must not be sacrificed to a sin- 
gle type of student. Last year, Pro- 
fessor Rennie made an eloquent 
case for this all-encompassing con- 
cept of diversity. He closed by ask- 
ing if using such an overwhelming 
amount of College resources was 
"an accurate representation of real- 
ity" that would "enhance the edu- 
cational experience of our stu- 
dents" (Holcad, 5/5/06), 

Maybe we should take the sug- 
gestion to step into the sunset of 


this debate and complacently for- 
ward a check to Westminster every 
year without keeping a close eye 
on its direction. 

Several students have mistaken 
our desire for an intellectual de- 
bate for "complaining" and one 
even resorted to an online threat. 


However, James Sharcot point- 
ed at what has always been our 
larger point, the decline of West-

Chester Casino & Racetrack; and 
Penn National Race Come near 


Harrisburg. 

The Poconos track was the first 
of the state's six horse-racing 
tracks to win approval and, coinc- 
dentally, is expected to be the first 
one to open its slot-machine parlor.

in suburban Pittsburgh _ is expect: 
ed to receive approval for a condi- 
tional license Wednesday, The 
State's sixth track _ Presque Isle 
Downs, under construction near 
Erie _ is likely to hear about its 
fate at a later date.

DALLAS (AP) - Flamboyant 
Dallas Cowboys receiver Terrell 
Owens tried to kill himself by 
overdosing on pain medication, 
even putting two more pills into 
his mouth after a friend inter- 
vened, according to a police report 
obtained Wednesday. 

The report said Owens was 
asked by rescue workers "if he 
was attempting to harm himself, at 
which time (he) stated, “Yes."" 

The Dallas police report said 
the 32-year-old Owens told his 
friend "that he was depressed." 
Details of the police report were 
first reported by WFAATV. 

Police Lt. Rick Watson said dur- 
ing-a brief news conference that he 
could only confirm that para- 
medics called police to say they 
were taking Owens to the hospital. 
He said no more details would 
come from the police because no 
laws were broken. 

"This is a high-profile person. 
We looked into it and we deter- 
mined it is not a criminal offense," 
Watson said. "This a medical type 
of situation that occurred." 

Watson and fire department 
spokesman Joel Lavender cited 
privacy laws for the lack of infor- 
mation they could provide. Laven- 
der said more details could come 
from the 911 call. The Associated 
Press: filed a request under the 
Freedom of Information Act to get 
the contents of the call.

T.O.’s Suicide Attempt 


Police: Dallas Cowboys receiver tried to kill himself 


Watson released a version of the 
police narrative with certain sec- 
tions blacked out. The full report 
was obtained by several news out- 
lets and reported first by WFAA. 
The AP received the full version 
from WFAA. 

The friend, who is not identified 
in the report, "noticed that- (his) 
prescription pain medication was 
empty and observed (Owens) 
putting two pills in his mouth," the 
police report said. The friend at- 
tempted to pry them out with her 
fingers, then was told by Owens 
that before this incident he'd taken 
only five of the 40 pain pills in the 
bottle he'd emptied. 

According to the police report, 
Dallas Fire and Rescue was called 
regarding someone "attempting 
suicide by prescription pain med- 
ication." Officers arrived to find 
Owens being stabilized by ambu- 
lance workers, who then took him 
to Baylor University Medical Cen- 
ter. 

Owens was hospitalized late 
Tuesday because of what his publi- 
cist said was an allergic reaction to 
pain medicine he was taking for a 
broken hand. Doctors reportedly 
tried to induce vomiting. 

Owens, one of the league's top 
receivers during his 11-year NFL 
career, is best known for wild 
stunts on the field and other pub- 
licity-seeking antics off it 

When the Cowboys signed him 
to a $25 million, three-year deal in 
March, they said their background 
checks indicated no red flags. In 
fact, team consultant Calvin Hill _ 
who mostly deals with troubled 


players _ said during training 
camp that his department was not 
involved with Owens because he 
didn't have a history of those kinds 
of problems. 

He missed most of training 
camp, and three of four preseason 
games, because of a hamstring in- 
jury. He was late for work during: 
his recovery and was fined for it, 
but Owens laughed it off, saying 
he overslept. He said it had hap- 
pened before, though not with Dal- 
las, and would probably happen 


again. 

Owens broke the bone leading 
to his right ring finger during a 
game a week ago Sunday. The 
next day, doctors screwed in a 
plate so the bone could heal with- 
out fear of further damage, Cow- 
boys coach Bill Parcells said last 
week that the pain medicine made 
Owens ill. 

Owens had not practiced since 
the injury, but because Dallas had 
a bye this past weekend he did not 
miss a game. He was expected to 
practice Wednesday, and Parcells 
had said there was a chance 
Owens could play Sunday against 
Tennessee. 

Owens had etn “especially 
looking forward to the Cowboys’ 
game after that _ Oct. 8, in 
Philadelphia, against the team that 
dumped him midway through last 
season only months after he 
helped them nearly win the Super 
Bowl. 

Owens was seen laughing and 
joking on the practice field Tues- 
day morning. He qyatted briefly 


with reporters in the locker room,

Indonesian mud volcano 


relocate 


JAKARTA, Indonesia (AP) - In- 
donesia will resettle more than 
3,000 families whose hoyses have 
been swamped by mud surging 
from a gas exploration site and 
will dump the sludge into the sea 
to avoid more destruction, the gov- 
ernment said Wednesday, 

The mud appeared after an ac- 
cident occurred deep in a drilling 
shaft on the seismically charged is- 
land of Java. It now covers more 
than 665 acres and is currently be- 
ing contained by an ever-expand- 
ing network of dams that are 
breached almost daily. 

Public Works Minister Djoko 
Kirmanto said efforts to cap the so- 
called mud volcano would contin- 
ue until scientists concluded there 
was no chance of stopping the 
sludge, which has been streaming 
from the ground at a rate of 1.7 
million cubic feet a day for nearly 
four months. 

In the meantime, the mud will 
be dumped in the sea and more 
than 3,000 families would be reset- 
tled on the orders of the president 
because the land "was no longer 
fit for human habitation," he said. 

The environment minister, who 
had earlier threatened to block ef- 
forts to dispose of the mud in the 
sea on grounds it might kill the 
fish, said the mud was not toxic 
and that he now supported the 
plan. 2

ing its drilling activities caused the 
torrent and that its response was 
inadequate. 

The company argues seismic 
activity might have caused. the 
mud to break the surface. 

Basuki Hadi Muljono, the head 
of a government team dealing 
with the disaster, said resettling the 
families and disposing of the mud 
would cost at least $162 million. 

The costs would be born by. 
Lapindo, not the government, he 
said. 

Experts say the mud volcano is 
one of the largest ever recorded on 
land. The mud is believed to come 
from a reservoir more than 3 1/2 
miles underground that has been 
pressurized by tectonic activity or 

by the accumulation of hydrocar- 
bon gases. 

- The company is trying to stem 
the flow by pumping in concrete, 
but geologists fear it is unstop- 
able, They say the mud could 
stop on its own anytime _ or keep 
flowing for years to come. 

Earlier Wednesday, protesters 
dumped a truckload of the mud 
outside the offices of Welfare Min- 
istry Aburizal Bakrie to demand 
he do more to help the some 
10,000 people displaced. Bakrie's 
family owns Lapindo. 

"This is out of control and not 
enough is being done to stop it,” 
said Emmy Hafild, executive direc- 
tor of Greenpeace Southeast Asia, 
the environmental group that held 
the protest. "Bakrie should not run

In fact, it's probably safe 
to say that each decade from 1950 
to 2000 saw an increase in the 
number of murders per decade. 
Capital punishment was a legal 
punishment in every one of those 
decades yet the number of mur- 
ders increased, 


Because interest groups create 
the statistics for the percentage in- 
crease or decrease in murders each 
year, true statistics are hard to find. 
Undeniably though, if people in- 
tend to commit murder, they will 
do it regardless of whether or not 
they could receive the death penal- 


ty for their crime. Clearly, the 
firs penalty does not deter mur- 
der. 


There is one argument that peo- 
ple make that I just cannot under- 
stand. How can someone be FOR 
the death penalty-and AGAINST 
abortion? It doesn’t make sense. 
If it's wrong to kill a fetus, then isn’t 
it wrong to kill a person too? 
Many people who are for capital 
punishment but against abortion 
make the argument that the fetus 
is innocent, but the person being 
put to death is guilty of a crime. 
This shouldn't matter because 
killing is still wrong. 


Even if the person is found 
guilty of a crime, there have been 
many cases where the guilty party 
was executed and later found to be 
innocent, Mistakes do happen in 
the justice system. Putting some- 
one in jail for his or her crime is an 
action that can be reversed simply 
by removing that person from jail. 
Once someone is executed, it's 
pretty hard to bring him or her 
back to life. In fact, it's impossible.

such a topic. It may not seem rele- [3m 


vant right now, but the death 
penalty is a never ending political 
and moral battle. It affects every- 
one at some point in their lives, 
whether youre following a case or 
you're more closely involved in it. 


The Republican party often 
finds itself labeled “immoral” on 
this one. Of course. We're the pro- 
gun rednecks from Texas who 
recklessly kill anyone who gets in 
our way. 


That's simply not true. There is 
a sound argument if you're willing 
to listen to it. I could go on about 
this for hours and will if you ask 
me. But for now, I'll just. give a 
quick overview. 

First and foremost: the Consti- 
tution, The Filth Amendment 
states, No persons shall be held to 
answer for a capital.crime, unless 
on a presentment or indictment of 
a Grand Jury.nor be deprived of 
life.without the due process of 
law." One of the major-arguments 
against the death penalty is claim- 
ing it is a “cruel and unusual pun 
ishment,” a provision of the eighth 
amendment. The document clearly 
provides for the death penalty as a

argument. If the founding fathers 
considered the death penalty cruel 
or immoral they would not have 
included it in its own section of the 
Constitution. 

* Secondly, the death penalty is 
the highest form of punishment 
anyone could even possibly see as 
moral. Justice must be done some- 
how. I'm not suggesting an eye for 
an eye; if a murderer rapes and 
tortures his victim before she dies, 
1 don't believe we can morally do 
the’ same to him, But in order for 
the victim's family and those 
around her to find justice, a similar 
punishment must be incurred. So- 
ciety can da something to help the 
family come to terms with the hor 
rible crime done to them. 

Third: deterrence and_preven- 
tion. Death penalty advocates say 
keeping the death penalty around 
discourages. potential felons from 
committing crimes. Recent studies 


both prove and disprove this claim. 
But even if deterrence doesn't oc- 
cur, a death sentence provides 
peace of mind that the criminal 
has no chance of returning to soci- 
ety. Can't jump the fence if you're 
dead, right? It is the most effective 
way to completely protect society 
from a harmful individual. 

Fourth, and my personal fa- 
vorite: when an individual decides 
to kill another individual, he or she 
forfeits the right to life. As John 
Locke said, we live in a state of lib- 
erty, not a state of license. Citizens 
are not allowed to do what they 
want, when they want. There are 
certain inalienable rights every hu- 
man being is guaranteed. The 
right to life is one of them. When 
someone takes away another hu- 
man's right to life, they too lose 
that right. The death penalty is a 
sure fire way to make sure their 
right to life is revoked.

Acoording to Chief Engineer 
Chuck Chirozzi, the music was, in 
fact, a state of the art sound system 
newly installed for Burry Stadium. 


Chirozzi, who works for the 
communications department and 
installs/repairs all the audio and 
visual equipment for the school, 
admitted that the system is top- 
notch and unique to this area. 


“No. other college in the area 
has a system like this, including 
the Pittsburgh area,” Chrozzi said.

The highlighting feature of the 
system is the two mammoth-sized 
speakers installed above the score- 
board. According to Chirozzi, they 
weigh 167 lbs each, are more than 
six feet long by three feet wide 
. and are made out of 100 percent 
fiberglass and it jook almost four- 

teen hours to correctly install 
_ them. 


Chirozzi helped install the 
speakers and admitted that he 
was the first one to try them out.

Chirozzi boasts that the closest

- Stadium: at the NFL Football Hall 
of Fame located in Canton, Ohio. 

The last time the sound system 
was updated was in 1988 when a 
mediocre system was installed 
and expected to be only “tempo- 
rary’ 

“We've been needing a new 


system around here for a long” 


time,” Chirozzi said. “The old sys- 
tem just‘wasn’t cutting it? 


A system of this.quality was no 


doubt costly. According to head 
football coach, Jeff Hand, the Tow- 
er Titan Organization (TTO) was 
instrumental in donating funds for 
the new system. 


The Director of Athletics, Jim 
Dafler feels that the new system is 
a step in a positive direction for Ti- 
tan athletics, 


“I know that, not so much vol- 
ume, but clarity, has been an issue 
for fans and players during 
games,” Dafler said. “1 think the 
new speakers address this issue 
perfectly and are a huge step for- 
ward for the athletic department” 


Dafler also pointed out that the 
new speakers are cleverly posi- 
tioned above the scoreboard as op- 
posed to near the stands. This will 


avoid one group of people being — 


too close to the sounds, while 
someone else is too far away. 


The system is capable of host- 
ing a lot of high-tech equipment, 
but according to Chirozzi, they 
only purchased what they needed. 
One new feature is a wireless mi- 
crophone for the press box. Com- 
ing soon is an attachable micro- 
phone for the referee to specify 
fouls as they occur.

edition of-the publication. Publications protected are Argo, Scrawl, The 
Holcad, Westminster Magazine, admissions materials, and depariment 
newsletters. In addition to the imposition of other campus or outside 
law enforcement disciplinary penalties, a person who violates this provi- 
sion may be responsible for compensating the publication for all_rea-

Discovered in Akhmim, Egypt, 
Elias and the Akhmim Mummy 
Studies Consortium have learned 
the mysteries of who Pesed was. 
The purpose of AMSC is to collect 
and analyze the past of Akhmim 
through the discovery of mum- 
mies. 

Through the use of radio-car- 
bon dating, x-ray images and digi- 
tal processing, the perfect portrait 
three-dimensional model of Pesed 
was created. Elias and AMSC have 
also performed such acts on other 
mummies that have been discov- 
ered in Akhmim. This rapid proto- 
typing can put a face back on peo- 
ple who have died and been 
forgotten. 


Antiques have always fascinat- 
ed Elias, which is why he became 
interested in the history of the past.

Malawi natives visit New Wilmington through Pittsburgh s epyiery program

The campus welcomed seven 
visitors. from the African country 
of Malawi on September 25 as part 
of an exchange program between 
the Pittsburgh Presbytery and the 
Synod of Blantrye. 


The seven visitors from Malawi 
led chapel services at 11:40 am. on 
Monday. This was made possible 
through the Pittsburgh Presbytery 
and the Synod of Blantrye, which 
has provided opportunities for 
hundreds of people in a number of 
congregations around the globe. 


The representatives of Malawi 
shared testimonies and other expe- 
riences about their church in 
Malawi which can have congrega- 
tions as large as 12,000 people. The 
visitors also discussed issues facing 
their country such as prostitution, 
crime and poverty problems, 


Malawi's population is mostly 
Christian, with a religious makeup 
of 55 percent Protestant, 20 percent 
Roman Catholic and 20 percent 
Muslim. The remaining percent- 
ages are other minor religions. Out 
of these percentages, 60 percent of 


the congregations are made up of 
youth volunteers who are a vital 
part of the churches. 


“Most of the homes were with- 
out running water and electricity, 
but their emphasis on religion and 
family was astounding,” Dan 
Oeefe, a member of the first or- 
ganized youth journey to Malawi, 
said. 

In the last 15 years, the partner- 
ship has sent-over 4Q0,people from 
Pittsburgh to Malawi and a similar 
number was hosted in Pittsburgh. 
The goal of these visits is to build 
relationships, hold educational 
events and take part in pastoral ex- 
change. They also take part in 
medical mission work and con- 
struction of new homes. The group 
participated in lunch conversations 
on the third floor of McKelvey, 
which allowed students to have a 
more personal discussion with 
them.

The Titan swimmers reached 
out to the community as they 
shared their talent and time with 
young swimmers from around the 
area. 

As of Monday, Sept. 18, the 
men’s and women's swim team be- 
gan their fall swim lessons for kids 
around the area. The community 
lessons last eight day for 45 min- 
utes each day. The swim team puts 
forth a lot of effort in these lessons, 
since the lessons provide a good 
amount of funding for its winter 
training trip. 

“Almost all the money raised 
goes directly to our winter training 
trip” Coach Rob Klamut said. “A 
small amount goes towards public- 
ity, level books, and report cards” 

The swim team did not always 
offer swim lessons to the commu- 
nity, but instead offered a swim 
team, which gave young swim- 
mers in New Wilmington, the op- 
portunity to swim competitively to 
those swimmers who did not want 
to join the New Castle YMCA 
team, Although there was an inter- 
est in the swim team, the demand 
for swim lessons was greater.

The swim team uses 49 individ- 
uals’ talent to give back to the New 
Wilmington area.

Remembering the Titans

“Some are born great, some 
achieve greatness, and some have 
greatness thrust upon them” The 
Titans proved that they certainly 
were not born great, as they suf- 
fered a 42 to 0 loss against Geneva 
in their first game in 1891. But the 
Titans eventually achieved great- 
ness. In little under four decades 
Titan Football mounted a 281-65-8 
(794) record from 1952-1990. 

Harrold E. Burry, whose name 
Westminster's stadium justifiably 
bears, begdn the Titan football dy- 
nasty when he accepted the head 


coaching position for the Titans in: 


1952. 
“The Titan Tradition dates its 
‘berth from a hot August day in 
1952 when Harold E£. Burry first 


ran onto the field as head coach of 
the football Titans,” wrote Huey in 
a post-mortem article dedicated to 
Burry in 1992. “In the 100+ years 
of Titan football, there has been no 
more important day. 

Like a general, Burry led his 
soldiers to five 8-0 seasons (1953, 
1956, 1964, 1970, and 1971) and 
one 6-0-1 season (1955) to com- 
prise Burry's six career undefeated 
seasons. In 1956 the Titans demon- 
strated their supremacy when they 
scored 344 points: while allowing 
only 51 points. Titan defense 
gained a resilient reputation when 
in 1953 and 1954 the defense al- 
lowed only 33 points in each sea- 
son. Burry coached two 24 game 
winning streaks from 1954-57 (23- 
0-2) and 1969-71 (23-0-1). Never 
suffering a homecoming loss, nev- 
er witnessing a losing season, and 


41 shutouts later, Burry retired and 
Dr. Joseph B. Fusco took the Titan 
reigns. 

Fusco achieved four more’ NAIA 
Division II National Champi- 
onships (1976, 1977, 1988, 1989), 
and upon his retirement Fusco 
mounted the second highest 
record of any contemporary NAIA 
football coaches with more than 10 
years experience. Fuco’s first unde- 
feated team in 1977 (11-0) proved 
the best of all small college teams 
in the Eastern United States when 
they won the highly coveted Lam- 
bert Bowl. Fusco later led the. Ti- 
tans to two back-to-back titles in 
1988 (14-0) and 1989 (13-0) to con- 
struct a 27-game ‘winning streak 
which surpassed any contempo- 
rary college team in the nation at 
any level. 

Gene Nicholson has the extraor- 


dinary honor as the only staff 
member to coach all six Westmin- 
ster Football national champi- 
onships (1970, MISSING ONE 
1976, 1977, 1988, 1989). After 
molding 23 All-Americans from 
1969-90 Nicholson accepted the 
head coaching position in 1991 
and in 1992 produced the 11th un- 
defeated regular season team in 
school history. Nicholson set a 
NAIA when he won a sixth nation- 
al championship in 1994. 

The Titans have established na- 
tional titles in each of the past 
three decades. After “having great- 
ness thrust upon them,” and upset- 
ting nationally ranked Adrian last 
week, perhaps all students and fac- 
ulty alike can rally behind a Titan 
tradition, support school spirit, and 
experience the history that is Titan 
football.

College officials and the Stu- 
dent Government Association are 
currently working with area busi- 
nesses on a project that would al- 
low student to swipe their cards in 
the New Wilmington borough. 


Titan cards are a convenience 
that every student on campus en- 
joys with Dine Dollars for meals, 
and debit funds on the card that 
can be used in the bookstore, gift 
shop, and every vending machine 
on campus. 

The project has been in the 
works for close to two years now, 
with Business Manager of the col- 
lege, Don Shelenberger, and both 
former and current Student Gov- 
ernment officials. 


If the project is successfully 
completed, students will be able to 
use their Titan debit funds they 
have place on their cards (not dine 
dollars), for goods and services off 
campus at a few popular sites. 


The project began initially from 
the interest of area’businesses, and 
heightened interest of the students. 


In an online survey conducted 
by SGA last year, students ranked 
Mugsies, Pizza Joes, and Subway 
as their top three businesses they 
would like to see the Titan Card 
Swipers. 

However, whether or not these 
businesses will be installing the 
swipers is still questionable, as offi- 
cials are still in the contracting and 
planning phase of the project, 

According to Adam Leech, sec- 
retary of SGA, there has been slow 
progression of the project and 
some faculty reluctancy, due to the 
costly financial obligation that 
would be inflicted on both the col- 


_ lege and area merchants. Installa- 


tion of the Titan Card swipers is 
estimated to cost about $400 dol- 
lars per unit. 


However, the wiring that would 
allow the transactions to take 
place between the college.and the

Employment 
restrictions lifted

Unemployed students no longer 
have to travel off-campus to look 
for jobs. Be 

An all-campus e-mail/was sent 
out to students announcing that 
non-work study eligible students 
can now have jobs on campus. The 
e-mail stated that students can find 
jobs on campus as long as they are 
employment eligible. The Student 
Employment Office made this de- 
cision based on polices set last year 
by the President's staff. 

“There are still a lot of openings 
left around campus that need to be 
filled,” said Janet Waugaman, assis 
tant director of the Career Center. 

Four hundred ninety students 
currently work on campus. Work 
study eligible students are the first 
to get the jobs offered by the cam- 
pus. Freshmen students are as 
signed their jobs so they do not 
have to go off campus hunting for 
employment. Upper classmen of 
ten get to pick their jobs based on 
previous years. experience. Many 
students go back to their previous 
jobs each year. 

Jobs that are still open include 
dining services, Phone-a-Thon, ath- 
letics, audio visual, stage crew, and 
info systems. The positions that fill 
the fastest are the desk sitting jobs 


and the athletic positions. Students 
pick their own hours based upon 
their schedules. As of now, stu- 
dents are making the current min- — 
imum wage, This will change in 
January, when the minimum wage 
will increase. : 

‘lt wish that | would have 
known about this opportunity be- 
fore | got a job off campus,” said 
sophomore Jamie Spisak. 

Many students feel the same 
way. If a student is not work study 
eligible, he or she may not be em- 
ployment eligible. This poses the 
question of what it means to be 
employment eligible. A student 
must have money left over in his 
or her financial aid package in or 
der to be employment. eligible.

I am not saying it wouldn't be 
nice to expand diversity at’ my 
Alma Mater, or that I don’t strong-

the noblest of human virtues, like 
wisdom, temperance, courage, or 
justice. I am not aware that “toler- 
ance” ever made any list of virtues 
anywhere. Even more profound a 
realization is that by that word, we 
have unwittingly demoted the as- 
pirations of Western civilization 
and its progress. For the verb “to 
tolerate” carries a pejorative con- 
notation in that it means “to put up 
with” someone or something. To a 
person who has embraced Jesus’ 
command to love one’s enemies 
(assuming | have any at all), this in- 
vitation to tolerate other human 
beings is a bar set much, much too 
low. Christians are never called to 
tolerate, but to invite, to welcome, 
to eat and drink with, to embrace, 
to converse with, to worship with- 
in short, to love others as they do 
themselves. 

I was somewhat relieved to 
read. further in the e-mail that 
wearing jeans would signify that 
“you believe that everyone around 
you should be treated with equal 
respect no matter how different 
they are from you” Much better, | 
thought. Jeans Day is in fact not re- 
ally about toleration-not about 
putting up with people and things, 
Its about mutual respect, which 
brings me to the principal reason 
for my writing this. 

My sympathy and solidarity are 
with those who wear jeans and 
with those who do not. I have been 


in academia long enough now to 
know the enlightened (ie, general- 
ly “liberal Democratic’) tendencies 
of the great majority of those who 
are professors in America and Eu- 
rope. Even with my fundamental 
convictions about the fundamental 
equality of all human beings, I nev- 
ertheless have not yet been per- 
suaded that homosexual behavior 
is nature-ordained or should be 
embraced uncritically by Chris- 
tianity or any philosophy-every- 
thing should be questioned. In 
some minds, that statement may 
earn me the title of “homophobic” 
But that is absurd. I have no fear or 
anxieties with regard to homosex- 
ual people, as a claustrophobic 
might with regard to closed or nar- 
row spaces. In fact, just as tolerance 
may be the wrong word, homo- 
phobia may be misdirected, since 
phobia means an “abnormal, illog- 
ical dread? 

Believing that hom ity is 
not the norm of natural reproduc- 
tion, or thinking that a person's ho- 
mosexuality is perhaps more | 
turally constructed than naturally 
determined, at least not as a natur- 
al norm, does not constitute an il- 
logical, abnormal dread-NB: cul- 
turally constructed reality seems to 
be one of postmodernity’s beloved 
tenets. Just because I happen not to 
agree with the Republican plat- 
form on various issues does not 
make me a Republicanophobic, a 
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ly believe we should take steps to- 
wards this, What I am saying is 
that just because we are not there 
now, it does not mean that stu- 
dents have to fail in the subject of 
diversity. My suggestion would be 
to prepare yourself now so that 
you can actually hold a conversa- 
tion with your diverse colleagues 
when the time comes. Nobody 
likes an “ignorant American” 

In Christie Grewe’s letter last 
week, she said “being around dif- 
ferent cultures enhances you with 
something Westminster can’t,” and 
I agree. There is nothing truly like 
experiencing diversity first hand, 
however, you can be ready and 
knowledgeable. You can know 
about other people: their culture, 
their history, their current events- 
and you can learn all of that from 
Westn _ ster. 

L. ersity should not be an all 
or nothing game. College is an op- 
portune time to expand your 
knowledge of the world and you! 
should do so by all, and any of the 
means available.

label I can certainly live without. 


All it means is that my thinking 
does not (at the moment) lead me 
to embrace Republican ideology. It 
does not mean that I have an ab- 
normal, illogical fear of Republi- 
cans or Republicanism. Thinking 
that homosexual behavior—NB:

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Five Amish children killed in shooting 


Five other children injured in Lancaster County schoolhouse 


QUARRYVILLE, Pa (AP) - 
When the deputy coroner reached 
the Amish schoolhouse, she found 
blood on every desk, every win- 
dow broken and the body of a 
young girl slumped beneath the 
chalkboard. Ten children had been 
shot, five fatally, and the’ gunman 
was dead. 


"It was horrible. | don't know 
how else to explain it," Amanda 
Shelley, deputy Lancaster County 
coroner, said Wednesday. "I hope 
to never see anything like that 
again in my life.” 

The gunman, a 32-year-old 
milk truck driver and father of 
three, was wearing jeans, a T-shirt 
and a button-down shirt, Shelley 
said He had stationed weapons 
around the schoolhouse and "real- 
ly appeared he had planned on 
staying there a few hours," she 
sai 


Authorities say Charles Carl 
Roberts IV had started buying sup- 
plies for a long siege six days be- 
fore. he stormed the tiny school- 
house, He made a checklist of what 
to bring and wrote out four suicide 
notes, one talking about how he 
was "filled with so much hate" and 
"unimaginable emptiness.” 


Monday morning, Roberts ran 
his milk route as usual and walked 
his own children to- school, police 
said, Then he drove to the Amish 
school and walked inside. 


Teacher Emma Mae Zook, 20, 


said she immediately sensed . 


something was off. 


"He stood very close to me to 
talk and didn't look in my face to 


talk," she told the Intelligencer 
Journal of Lancaster in Wednes- 
day's edition. She thought he was 
saying something about a metal 
object in the road. 


Roberts walked back to his 
truck, then reappeared at the door 
with a gun, she said. 


He sent the adults and boys out 
and bound the 10 girls in a row at 
the chalkboard, police said. He had 
been inside for about an hour, at 
one point speaking briefly by cell 
phone with his wife, when author- 
ities closed in and Roberts opened 
fire on the girls at close range, fa- 
tally wounding five of them and 
then killing himself. 

"We're quite certain, based on 
what we know, that he had no in- 
tention of coming out of there 
alive," State Police Commissioner 
Jeffrey B. Miller said. 


The letters Roberts left behind 
and that short conversation with 
his wife indicated Roberts had re- 
membered molesting two relatives 
20 years ago and had been tor- 
mented by dreams about molest- 
ing again. ee 

Roberts had brought lubricat- 
ing jelly to the schoolhouse and 
may have planned to sexually as- 
sault the Amish girls, Miller said. 
He said a piece of lumber found in 
the school had 10 large eyebolts 
spaced about 10 inches apart, sug- 
gesting that Roberts may have 
planned to truss up the girls. 


In the suicide notes, Roberts 
also said he was haunted by the 
death of his prematurely born 
daughter in 1997. The baby, Elise, 


died 20 minutes after being deliv- 
ered, Miller said, 

Elise's death "changed my life 
forever," Roberts wrote to his wife. 
"1 haven't been the same since it 
affected me in.a way I never felt 

ible. | am filled with so much 
hate toward myself hate to- 
wards God and unimaginable 
emptyness it seems like everytime 
we do something fun I think about 
how Elise wasn't here to share it 
with us and I go right back to 
anger.” 

The state police commissioner 
on Tuesday laid out the steps 
Roberts took in the days and hours 
leading up to his attack on the 
West Nickel Mines Amish School 
in Lancaster County, where the 
Amish live an 18th-century 
lifestyle with no automobiles and 
electricity. 

"He certainly was very troubled, 
psychologically deep down, and 
was di with things that no- 
body else knew he was dealing 
with," Miller said. But he said 
Roberts, who was not Amish, did 
not appear to have anything 
against the Amish people. 


During the standoff, Roberts 
told his wife in a cell phone call 
that he molested two female rela- 
tives when they were 3 to 5 years 
old, Miller said. Also, in the note to 
his wife, Marie, he said he "had 
dreams about doing what he did 
20 years ago again," Miller said. 


Police could not immediately 
confirm Roberts’ claim that he mo- 
lested relatives, and family mem- 
bers knew nothing of molestation 
in his past, Police located the two

relatives and were hoping to inter- 
view them. 


At the time Roberts’ wife re- 
ceived the phone call, she was at- 
tending a meeting of a prayer 
group she led that prayed for the 
community's schoolchildren. 


At least three prayer services 
were held Tuesday night, attended 
by more than 1,650 people, who 
observed moments of silence, sang 
hymns and listened to Bible read- 
ings. 

"Set your troubled hearts to 
rest,’ the Rev. Douglas Hileman 
said from the pulpit of George- 
town United Methodist Church, a 
short distance from the crime 
scene. "May we be able to forgive 
as God has already forgiven us." 


The victims were identified as 
Naomi Rose Ebersole, 7; Anna 
Mae Stoltzfus, 12; Marian Fisher, 
13; Mary Liz Miller, 8; and her sis- 


ter Lena Miller, 7. Stoltzfus’ sister |. 


was among the wounded. 


Three other girls were in critical 
condition and two were in serious 
condition, They ranged in age from 
6 to 13. 


Sam. Stoltzfus, 63, an Amish 
woodworker who lives a few miles 
away from the shooting scene, said 
the victims’ families will be sus- 
tained by their faith. 


"We think it was God's plan 
and we're going to have to pick up 
the pieces and keep going,’ he 
said. "A funeral to us is a much

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Says Harry Potter books are “evil” and should be removed from library 


ATLANTA (AP) - A suburban 
county that sparked a public out- 
cry when its libraries temporarily 
eliminated funding for Spanish- 
language fiction is now being 
asked to ban Harry Potter books 
from its schools. 


Laufa Mallory, a mother of four, 
told a hearing officer for the Gwin- 
nett County Board of Education on 


Tuesday that the popular fiction se- 
ries is an "evil" attempt to indoctri- 
nate children in the Wicca religion. 


Board of Education attorney 
Victoria Sweeny said that if schools 
were to remove all books contain- 
ing reference to witches, they 
would have to ban "Macbeth" and 
"Cinderella." 


"There's a mountain of evi- 
dence for keeping Harry Potter," 
she said, adding that the books 
don't support any particular reli- 
gion but reals instead universal 
themes of friendship and overcom- 
ing adversity.

President Bush declared war on 
Iraq in late March of 2003.

bat operations in Iraq were over. 
As we know now, the mission was 
not actually even close to accom- 
plished. Saddam was not found 
until December of 2003, and more 
soldiers have died after the ‘end of 
major combat operations’ than be- 
fore.

SGA passes resolution protecting publications

The Student Government Asso- 
ciation (SGA) passed an amend- 
ment last week that specifically 
prevents all official campus publi- 
cations from being tampered with 
or stolen without consequence, 

The amendment, drafted last 
year by The Holcad editor-in-chief 
Colin Dean and 2006 graduates 
Kathryn Larson and Ray Walling, 
declares that a person who willful- 
ly obtains unauthorized control 
over an unreasonable number of 
copies of any edition of an official 
campus publication will risk fac- 
ing on campus or other law en- 
forcement penalties and may need 
to compensate the publication for 
all funds lost as a result of the inci- 
dent. 

“The fact that the amendment 
got passed proves that the student 
body is willing to protect campus 
publications,” Dean said. 

The ruling comes primarily as a 
result of last year’s incident involv-

ing the disappearance of a vast 
number of copies of The Holcads 
March 3, 2006 edition. It was be- 
lieved that an individual, who did 
not want the story containing in- 
formation about a “hit list” to be 
released, purposely stole a majori- 
ty of the papers from stands short- 
ly after delivery from the printer. 

Dean said The Holcad was nev- 
er compensated for the money it 
cost to reimburse advertisers and 
cover the other general costs of the 
edition. 

“The Holcad \ost around $1,500 
as a result of the incident and the 
person who took them was never 
held accountable, at least to my 
knowledge,” Dean said, 

Holcad Advisor, Jim Raykie re- 
calls another time several years 
ago when a large amount of Hol- 
cads was stolen. 

“{n my nearly 10 years as facul- 
ty advisor of The Holcad, | can 
only remember one other instance 
where I believe theft of The Hol- 
cads occurred on campus, and that 
was several years ago on a Friday 


before homecoming,” Raykie said” 
I remember the edition having a 
controversial story of some kind, 
and copies of The Holcad were 
hard to find by Saturday morning” 

Raykie also feels the decision is 


‘a positive one for the future of 


campus publications. 

“The fact that the college has in 
place a policy outlining the penal- 
ties for such thefts is a step in the 
right direction toward deterring 
such actions when someone on 
campus decides they don’t like a 
particular story and seeks to keep 
the campus community from read- 
ing by stealing a significant num- 
ber of copies of The Holcad” 
Raykie said. 

Dean explained that only offi- 
cial campus publications will be 
protected under the new clause in 
order to prevent any unwanted, 
outside publications from being H 
continuously distributed on cam- 
pus. Publications protected under 
the new amendment will be The 
Holcad, Scrawl, Argo, Westminster 
Magazine, admissions material,

New campus chef highly qualified, looks forward to serving students

Chef Clinton Kifolo, a Certified 
Executive Chef, has served black- 
eyed peas, and he has served the 
Black Eyed Peas, as well as Tony 
Bennett, George Carlin and others. 

Kifolo is a CEC, as accepted by 
the American Culinary Federation. 
There are only about 5,000 people 
in America who hold that title. 

In order obtain this honor, a 
chef has to provide documentation 
of education, be versed in nutri- 
tional standards, have thorough 
knowledge of food safety systems, 
understand the culinary business, 
manage no less than 10 employ- 
ees, complete a practical demon- 
stration exam in front of peers and 
take a written exam. 

Before coming here, Kifolo 
spent four years in campus dining, 
and before that, he worked for an 
offshore exploration company, liv- 
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ing and working in Belfast, [reland, 
and Belem, Brazil. He also helped 
out with Hurricane Katrina clean- 
up by cooking for rescue workers. 

“We are extremely excited to be 
able to have someone with Clint's 
culinary knowledge and experi- 
ence on campus,” said Jeff Crevel- 
ing, director of dining services. “We 
only see good things down the 
road.” 

Born in Amarillo, Texas, and 
raised in the suburbs of Philadel- 
phia, Kifolo has traveled to many 
parts of the world and tried a wide 
variety of food. Along the way, he 
has met many well-known people, 
such as Sammy Hagar, Richard 
Gere, Adam from the Beastie Boys 
and the Dalai Lama. 

Kifolo lived for one month in 
Darhamsala, India, where he 
learned to prepare traditional Ti- 
betan food as well as Indian cui- 
sine. 

Some of the less conventional 


foods Kifolo has experienced and 
enjoyed include fresh cut fruit driz- 
zled with lime juice and chili oil on 
a street in Mexico, duck confit in 
France, Klonikilty blood pudding 
and penguin cookies in Ireland 
and Tibetan MoMos. 

One very unusual food that he 
has eaten is “Bird Nest Soup,” 
which he describes as having a 
very slimy texture, almost like wa- 
tery tapioca. 

Kifolo said that once was 
enough. 

A special event called “Connec- 
tions” was held in the McGinness 
Dining Hall on Wednesday, Sept. 
20. 

At this event, students had the 
opportunity to meet Kifolo and 
taste some of the new recipes that 
he has to offer the campus. Kifolo 
said that, for the most part, campus 
food comes from a corporate 
menu, which can be customized at 
the local level to some degree. 
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“If we have enough students re- 
questing a food we can get that on 
the menu, as long as it is feasible,” 
Kifolo said, “Students can e-mail 
me, call me or fill out the sugges- 
tion cards” 

Students have noticed some of 
the changes in the menu. There 
has also been a wider selection of 
healthy options available in the 
cafeteria, with more emphasis on 
foods that have been baked in- 
stead of fried. 

“| had an eggplant sandwich,” 
senior Jennifer Baier said. “It was 
surprisingly good” 

In order to maintain healthy 
choices, and in response to recent 
news, Kifolo said that all fresh 
spinach products have been re- 
moved, and that if spinach is used 
in recipes, it is frozen. 

“Freezing spinach is acceptable 
because it was bought months be- 
fore the spinach scare,” he said.

Taking full 
advantage of Gurode’s head being 
unprotected, Haynesworth 
stomped and kicked the bare head 
of Gurode with a pair of football 
cleats. 

Todays society, as crooked and 
corrupted as it may be deemed, 
embodies and enforces a criminal 
justice system.

The Lady Titans returned home 
from Saint Vincent after splitting 

two matches, They dropped the 
first match against the host 
Bearcats in three games (23-30, 23- 
30, 23-30). The Titans then 
bounced back and defeated Pitt- 
Johnstown in three games (30-25, 


30-21, 30-20). 

McDermott led the Titans dur- 
ing the Saint Vincent match with 
nine kills and junior Danielle 
Hogue added eight kills. Sopho- 
more setter Traci Hassell put up 37 
assists while sophomore defensive 
specialist Kylene Hoch had 21 digs. 

Putting up significant numbers 
against Pitt-Johnstown was McDer- 
mott with 11 kills and two solo 
blocks, Terzak with ten kills and 
four service aces, along with Has- 
sell, who dished out 39 assists and 
a team-high four solo-blocks. 

Cooper walked away from the 
Saturday matches as a new record 
holder for career service aces, The 
previous record of 215 career ser- 
vice aces was held by Jessica Faflik 
(1995-1998). Cooper added four 
aces over the weekend which now 
puts her at a career total of 218.

Recent rumors speculated that 
the Sigma Nu Fraternity house 
would be forced to close its doors if 
certain repairs weren't made to 
meet borough standards by a set 
date. 

After attending a borough 
council meeting on Monday, bor- 
ough officials told the house resi- 
dents that they would have 60 
days (until Dec. 1) to repair broken 
ceiling tiles, replace the fire alarms, 
and repaint parts of the house and 
annex or action would be taken 
against the house. However, ac- 
cording to Sigma Nu president 
Shane Parker, this is nothing out of 
the ordinary. 

“It was not as big of a deal as 
people are making out of it,” said 
Parker. “We were told to make the 
repairs by December, but no one 
threatened to condemn the house

Recent rumors led people to be- 
lieve that the house was in dire 
condition and posed a danger to 
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students living and visiting there. 

However, by simply walking up 
to the Sigma Nu house, without 
even stepping a foot in the door, it 
is apparent by the ply wood, table 
saw, and saw dust on the front 
porch that repairs are already in 
progress.

IBM challenges students to help the physically-disabled 


Armonk, NY, October 3, 2006 - 
U-Wire -- IBM is challenging the 
college crowd to create computer 

rograms that can easily be used 
33 people with physical disabili- 
ties, such as the blind or mobility- 
impaired. Aside from feeling good 
about what they've done, some 
winners can also collect iPods and 
laptops and speak at a conference. 

IBM has inaugurated a contest 
in which college students will race 
to create software programs for 
people with disabilities who use 
word processing, spreadsheets and 
presentations based on a new doc- 
ument format, called the Open- 
Document Format (ODF). As with 
any computer program, those with 
disabilities often require special 


technology to narrate and navigate. 


the information on-screen. The 


new ODF format will need these 
capabilities as it gains popularity 
(the Gartner consultancy predicts 
that the format will be required by 
50 percent of governments and 20 
percent of commercial organiza- 
tions by 2010), 

That's where the computer sci- 
ence whizzes, and the contest, 
come in: 

In the initial phase, already un- 
derway, contest applicants will 
spend several hours reading arti- 
cles and presentations on ODF, 
and on topics of making comput- 
ers accessible for those with dis- 
abilities. The first 200 students 
who pass an online quiz about the 
topic, win a t-shirt. 

In the second phase, applicants 
can create a tool that automatically 


identifies places where 3 a 1 word pro 





cessing document based on ODF 
could use special features for the 
handicapped. Alternatively, they 
can identify a specific issue per- 
taining to ODF and people with 
disabilities, and explain in an ab- 
stract how they would use technol- 
ogy to address the challenge. If ap- 
proved by the panel of judges, they 
will then create programming 
code to support the solution pro- 
posed in their abstract. 

Between 750 million and 1 bil- 
lion of the world's 6 billion people 
have a speech, vision, mobility, 
hearing or cognitive disability, ac- 
cording to the World Health Orga- 
nization. According to the US. Cen- 
sus Bureau, one-quarter of the US. 
population will reach 55 by 2008, 
and about two-thirds will experi-_ 
ence a disability after age 65.

_ “There’s daggers in’ men’s 
smiles” 

As October passes, this history 
column will explore the eerie, the 
strange, and at times the murder- 
ous side of Lawrence County in 
preparation for Halloween. 

From 1925 until 1942, a slew of 
murders extended from West Pitts- 
burg through Lawrence County to 
Cleveland, Ohio. Later experts 
have called this local slayer the 
“Torso Murderer” and many con- 
sider him America’s first serial 
killer. 

Railroad tracks ran through a 
nearby swamp outside of New

Castle, since dubbed “Hell's Half- 
Acre” or the “bog of horror” In this 
small area, officials uncovered a 
seated, buried corpse of a decapi- 
tated man near one of the few path 
entrances to the swamp. Investiga- 
tors found his head buried under- 
neath his feet pointing north. Five 
more distorted bodies surfaced 
upon further investigation. 


Years passed without further in- . 


cidences while the case persisted 

unsolved. Railroad tracks connect- 

ed New Castle to Youngstown, 

Akron and Cleveland, and be- 

tween 1935 and 1938, 12 more 

-headless corpses surfaced in Cleve- 
land that resembled the Lawrence 

County's slaughters. 
The case attracted the attention 
of Cleveland's Public Safety Direc- 
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tor at the time, Eliot Ness, infa- 
mous for ensnaring the notorious 
crime boss Al Capone. Stories cir- 
culated that the killer sent letters to 
Ness throughout his career, even 
after his retirement, mocking him 
for his incapability to solve the 
case; however, it remains unclear 
whether the author of the letters 
was truly the killér or a sick sup- 
porter. Upon his retirement, the 
Torso Murders proved to be Ness’ 
only unsolved case. 

The Cleveland killings, which a 
local Cleveland residence referred 
to as “the Mad Butcher of Kings- 
bury Run,” came to an end in 
1934. 

In 1939, decapitated bodies be- 
gan to emerge again in Lawrence 
County. Officials uncovered six 


bodies within the county. 

Suddenly in 1942, the murders 
suddenly ceased. Some suggest 
that the murderer enlisted and 
died in World War IL, rendering 
him incapable to continue his 
lethal rampage. Others contend 
that one railroad conductor with 
20 years experience on the rail- 
roads between Pittsburgh and 
Cleveland may have perpetrated 
the slaughters, as he died in a rail- 
road accident around the same 
time that the killings desisted. 

All but three of the Torso Mur- 
ders’ victims remained unidenti- 
fied, and the slayer will continue to 
remain an illusive and chilling 
chapter in history. 
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Is it Just me? 


Is it just me, or has this recent 
string of school shootings not only 
broken your heart, but really, really 
made you mad? 

' After leaving a meeting Mon- 
day afternoon, I noticed that I had 
missed a couple of calls from my 
mother. Since mom calls me all of 
the time, I really didn’t think any- 
thing of it. When I called her back, 
she let out a sigh of relief. “What's 
wrong, mom?” I asked. 

That's when she told me that 
there was breaking news of a 
school shooting in an Amish com- 
munity (at that time they didn’t say 
exactly where it was). It wasn’t 
long before I came across the story 
of this school house tragedy, which 
was the third school shooting in 
less than a week. 

On Wednesday, Sept. 27, a 53- 
year-old man took six female stu- 
dents hostage in a Colorado high 
school, killing a 16 year old girl be- 
fore turning the gun on himself. 
Two days later a 15-year-old for- 
mer student at a Wisconsin high 
school opened fire on the principal, 
who later died. I sit back and ask 
myself, “What in the world is going 
on?” 

There have been 25 shootings 
at or near schools nationwide since 
the beginning of this school year. 

All of these school shootings 
broke my heart into pieces, but the 
most recent, which was in Lancast- 
er County, really made me mad. 
Here we have children ranging 
from the ages of six to 13 in a one- 
room schoolhouse, jolted from the 
comfort of learning by a mad man 
with guns giving them orders, 

He let all of the boys, and sever- 
al adult women leave, along witha 
pregnant teacher and women with 
infant children, but he kept the fe- 
male students, Then he lined them 
up at the chalkboard, binding their 
tiny feet with wire and_ plastic 
straps, and shooting some them 
execution style at point blank 
range, 

After'a 45 minute standoff with 
police, three of the girls were dead, 
along with the 32-year-old shooter, 
identified as Charles Carl Roberts 
IV, who turned the gun on himself. 
Seven others were taken to the 
hospital, where two more died, 
leaving three in critical condition 
and two in serious condition. 

There are reports that Roberts 
was experiencing some depression 
after the death of his infant daugh- 
ter in 1997 There was also specula- 
tion that he had molested two of 
his relative’s years ago and had 
been haunted by dreams of mo- 
lesting again. 

Two of the three most recent 
shootings have had some sexually 
driven content in them, and they 
were done by men well over 
school age. The question | have is 
what is to blame for these shoot- 
ings? Or do we even have any- 
thing that we can blame? 

We live in a day and age where 
technology has made life in gener- 
al very convenient. But some 
things that grace our television 
sets, even on the four basic chan- 
nels, would have never been aired 
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50 years ago. 

Sexual innuendoes and vio- 
lence are coming in the form of 
cartoons and videogames. There 
once was a time when my biggest 
fear was getting home after the 
streetlight had come on. Now I feel 
like | have to worry about things 
ranging from terrorist attacks to 
school shootings. 

I don’t want to live in fear. I 
don’t want to have to be concerned 
with whether people are holding 
grudges from situations in their 
pasts. I don’t think that it is fair to 
say that some of the things people 
are exposed to on a daily basis are 
a reason to commit crimes, but I 


-really don't think that it helps. 


Cyberspace gives the average 
person the opportunity to become 
whoever he/she wants to be. On 
Myspace alone there are hundreds 
of hate groups and violent groups, 
which have members as young as 
13 in them. It’s as easy as the click 
of the mouse, and anyone can un- 
cover a whole world of people who 
think like them; their true identi- 
ties could easily remain a mystery. 

Like | said before, I know that it 
is unfair to blame the new age 
technology for some of these prob- 
lems, because they have a lot of 
great qualities as well, but I don't 
think that it helps. I mean, there 
have been 462 people, including 
students and faculty, killed at 
schools between 1992 and 2002 
(that number was given four years 
ago). 

Sometimes | sit. and wonder 
how someone can knowingly see 
what violence does and where it 
gets a person, yet somehow mah- 
age to find a way to engage in it. 

Monday, October 2, 2006, was a 
beautiful sunny day in the Amish 
community of Lancaster County. A 
community full of peaceful people 
who separate themselves from 
mainstream, modern society for 
religious reasons, 


The people in that community . 


entered that seemingly peaceful 
day like any other. The school day 
began with eager little children 
ready to learn, and although the 
sun still shined the rest of the day, 
what was on¢e a beautiful day in a 
peaceful non-violent community, 
became a tragic day across the na- 
tion.

U.S. Senator speaks, answers questions

Committee recommended in 2004 
that the community service re- 
quirement be eliminated due to 
the loss of its former support 
course, Inquiry 102.

The CETF explored potential areas 
of civic engagement and suggested

_ Service learning to replace 
community service requirements 


ulty Fellows program to assist fac- 
ulty in incorporating service into 
their courses and to increase the 
number of faculty in support of 
service learning. 

Lenox is teaching Systems 
Analysis and Design (Computer 
Science 221) this semester and has 
implemented service learning in 
the course. The seven students in 
the class are researching the 
Lawrence County Community Ac- 
tion Partnership in order to_ re- 
design the agency’ Web site for 
LCCAP’s clients and for internal 
use. 

Students in the class have 
formed a team-in order to tackle 
the project, with each member 
holding a different position. They 
will present their vision of the Web 
site to. the LCCAP in December 
and will design the necessary 
HTML pages next semester in the 
Software Engineering course. 

“In all honesty, it's probably the 
most useful class [ve taken thus 
far at Westminster,” junior comput- 
er information systems major 
Justin Smith said. “It's not just writ- 
ing down what Dr. Lenox lectures 
about and then reciting it back to 
her on a test but applying what she 
teaches you to an important real- 
life project to experience first-hand 
how it can be used?” 

Several other courses are incor 
porating service learning as well. 
Reading in the Content Area (Edu- 
cation 351), taught by associate 
professor of education Dr. Eileen 
Morelli, puts students in coopera- 
tion with ninth-grade social studies 
students to enhance learning and 


improve instruction for both 


groups. 

Assistant professor of psycholo- 
gy Dr. Sherri Pataki’s Introduction 
to a Liberal Arts Education (In- 
quiry 111) course works with the 
LCCAP to research and to address 
local poverty. Students gather in- 
formation about poverty in the 
area and then help local service 
agencies with several projects to 
assist families in need. 

Experiential Studies Projects 
(Public Relations 501), taught by 
professor of English and public re- 
lations Dr. James Perkins, and Ad- 
vanced Laboratory (Chemistry 
351), taught by assistant professor 
of chemistry Helen Boylan, also in- 
clude service learning projects. 

Assistant professor of religion 
Rev. Dr. Beverly Cushman is in the 
process of redesigning the Christ- 
ian education major to include a 
three-year internship program. The 
internship will provide congrega- 
tional experience requiring rele- 
vant research in each of four key 
courses: Christian Education with 
Children (Religion 226), Christian 
Education with Youth (Religion 
227), Christian Education with 
Adults (Religion 228) and Christian 
Education Administration (Reli- 
gion 321). 

Future courses planned to im- 
plement the concepts of service 
learning include Speaking Hispan- 
ic (Spanish 102), Hispanic Ameri- 
can Literature & Culture (English 
129), Opera Workshop (Music 427), 


Career Writing (Writing 252) and | 


Multicultural Education (Education 
203).

"An interviewer recently fo- 
cused on a specific portion of my 
resume: my honors thesis. The in- 
terviewer had never heard of West- 
minster College, but was very im- 
pressed with the program. The 
pattern repeated in subsequent 
rounds of interviews. Upon mak- 
ing a job offer, a recruiter asked me 
if there were any other Honors stu- 
dents with similar research that I 
could recommend to the compa-

We last heard about the new 
Honors Program during an open 
meeting held on April 12th, 2006. 
ASC/CDC unveiled an ambitious 
joint proposal that represented a 
step in the right direction for the 
College and a major victory for 
academics (kudos to the commit- 
tees). 

The proposed Honors Program 
included faculty stipends, designat- 
ed scholarships, a student organi- 
zation, a new selection system, and 
a new curriculum, 

Little exists yet in the way of 





promotional materials, but the pro- 
gram is new and that should come 
in due time. The program as struc- 
tured would have required signifi- 
cant funding to attract students 
from across the country. 

We raised the funding concern 
in. April and were assured that it 
would fall into place shortly there- 
after. ASC/CDC explained that 
Vance Scholarships would be given 
solely to students who met the new 
criteria and stayed in the Honors 


We were elated with the admin- 
istration’s generous offer, but it 
turns out that our surprise may 
have been justified. 

If you visit the financial aid 
website, you will see the following 
sentence under the Vance Honors 
Scholarship: “The student has the 
option of participating in the four- 
year Honors Program?” 

The source of this policy shift i is 
unclear, but previous articles sug- 
gest that the administration may 
have a history of undercutting 
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bitious proposals (ex. Jacquelyn 
Selznick, Holead, 10/13/2000). 

This addition creates perverse 
incentives, such as the ability to 
drop Honors without losing fund- 
ing, and could exacerbate the re- 
cruiting situation.

Actor, film called Lawrence

If “all the world is a stage,” then 
Lawrence county has produced 
key images that have made their 
way into paranormal film stardom 
where upon these images have 
thrust their hour. 

Before Robert Sterling achieved 
significant fame through his televi- 


- sion series, “Topper,” he walked his 


native New Castle streets where- 
from he was born Nov. 13, 1917 as 
William Hart. 

Sterling's career swelled to its 
peak in the 1940s and 1950s as he 
demonstrated his acting flexibility 
in romantic roles like “Two-Faced 
Woman,” wherein he co-starred 


’ with Greta Barbo, and “The Penal- 
: ty,” in which he co-starred with Li- 


onel Barrymore. 


“Toppers” ran on television 
from 1953-1956 and followed a 
joyful couple, George Kerby and 
Marion Kerby, after they died in an 
accident, returned as ghosts, and 
haunt the new residents who live 
in their old home. Stearling played 
George Kerby and his wife, Anne 
Jefferys, played Marion Kerby. 

Sterling left acting, then entered 
the computer industry at its early 
stages and lived at his home in Los 
Angeles until May 2006 when he 
died at age 88. 

Pittsburgh filmmaker, George

movie archetype and filmed his 
1985 B-movie, “Day of the Dead,” 
in Lawrence County. 

In the 3.5 million dollar, low- 
budget movie, military officers and 
scientists hide from zombie inva- 
sion in an underground bunker.

Mines, just south of New Castle, 
would prove a perfect setting for 
the film. 

While the film produced little

Out of all Romero films, many

“Day of the Dead’ was impor- 
tant for serious zombie movies be- 
cause for the first time ever it por- 
trayed zombies with the ability to 
reason and show signs of con- 
sciousness,” explained Romero-en- 
thusiast, senior Steven Kokal.

But Jack Rid! has made his own 
list of accomplishments which in- 
clude a new collection of original 
poetry entitled Broken Symmetry.

Broken Symmetry deals with the 
universal human experience and 
draws attention to what is often 
overlooked.

“Reading his poetry felt like he

‘Tvaruzek was especially excited 
to learn that Ridl had written a 
particular poem about Dr. Perkins. 
It contains the lines “he was tired 
of the way the rain fell, down. 
There had to be some way to deal

Ridl is currently working a new 
collection of poems entitled Out- 
side the Center Ring.

the permanent memorial to Sandy. 

Harms said that the process of 
building the labyrinth was a “te- 
markable show of loving, care and 
sensitivity to an outstanding per- 
son.” He hopes that the turn out for 
the dedication will be just such a 
show. 

According to Harms, the 
labyrinth is just one element in a 
three-part memorial to Sandy. The 
full memorial includes a rock 
sculpture that is nearing comple- 
tion and that triples as a butterfly 


garden and a bird fountain, and 
the recent tree-planting blitz, dur- 
ing which Sandy’ friends and fam- 
ily planted 325 trees at the Field 
Station. 

“The loss of any person at such 
a young age is difficult to handle, 
but when it comes to someone as 
talented and determined as Sandy, 
that kind of life needs to be hon- 
ored,” senior Sherri Breitigan said. 

Harms and Sandy became fast 
friends when she volunteered at 
the Field Station and helped to 
plant trees and to teach children 
about the environment. 


“(Sandy] was very special to 
people, to God and to the environ- 
ment, and we're hoping the 
labyrinth will carry on that legacy,” 
Harms said. 


The Field Station is located at 
937 Fayette-New . Wilmington 
Road. The labyrinth will be open 
as a quiet place for reflection and 
meditation.

would not have chosen to go 
there once I knew there were no 
weapons of mass destruction.” 


He also addressed the growing 
nuclear threat in North Korea and 
spoke about the importance of bi- 
lateral communication based on 
his other interactions with foreign 
leaders such as Fidel Castro, Hugo 
Chavez, and Yasser Arafat. 


As he meandered closely 
through the audience, as opposed 
to simply speaking from behind a 
podium, Specter told of his in- 
volvement as second chairman of 
the appropriations committee. He 
explained about how he works 
closely with Democratic Senator

from Iowa, Tom Harkin to fund 
both healthcare and education. 
Specter stressed the importance of 
political parties working together 
as well as educational funding and 
support. He closed out his opening 
speech by encouraging students to 
remained dedicated to and contin- 
ue their college educations. 


“1 believe that education is our 
best capital investment for the fu- 
ture,” Specter said. “Also, skilled 
people are in high demand so 
make the most of your educational 
opportunity.’ 


Once Specter opened up the 
floor for questions, a number of 
students and faculty took advan- 
tage of the chance to ask the sena- 
tor about his views on everything 
from polarization of the two chief 
political parties to why men domi- 
nate women's reproductive rights. 


One student asked about 
Specter’s contributions to stem cell 
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research, The senator replied that 
he has been involved in nineteen 
hearings to increase funding for 
stem cell research and healthcare 
in general. As a result, he success- 
fully raised the funding from $12 
billn to $29 billion, He admitted 
that he has even argued with Pres- 
ident George Bush on the issue. 


“Stem cell research can be very 
helpful and aught to be used,” 
Specter said. 


Another student asked him 
about his position on Bush's “No 


Child Left Behind Act” Specter 


replied by saying he feels that the 
act is not being utilized the way it 
should because it has been inade- 
quately funded. However, he did 
feel that it has the potential to be 
successful if carried out properly in 
the future. 


A question of a more current 
nature was asked to the senator in 
regard to the ever-evolving Internet 
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and possible changes about how it 
is accessed. The senator admitted 
that situations involving Internet 
control are a tough issue and he 
hasn't officially taken a position on 
them yet because he is still doing 
research, 


However, Specter emphasized 
that student research and involve- 
ment in those types of issues is im- 
portant and he encouraged stu- 
dents to contact his office with 
input and suggestions on any issue 
of particular importance. 


Specter concluded his visit by 
ultimately encouraging students to 
become politically involved in any 
way possible. 


“We desperately need strong, in- 
tellectual people such as yourselves 
to vote in primary elections and 
become active politically,” Specter 
said. 
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Senator Specter explained his views on current events and 
issues such as stem cell research, network neutrality and 
the U.S. mission in Iraq and Afghanistan. More than 140 stu-

Every year Westminster honors 
athletes in various sports for their 
dedication, hard work and excep- 
tional talent. These selected ath- 
letes are inducted into the Titan 
Sports Hall of Fame. This year's 
chosen athletes were recognized 
on Oct. 7, 2006, at the home foot- 
ball game versus Thomas More at 
halftime. They were officially in- 
ducted into the Hall of Fame later 
that evening at a banquet held in 
their honor. 

The Titan Sports Hall of Fame 
class of 2006 consists of nine new 
inductees: Felton Brown '60, track 
& field; Janie Cebula ‘97, volleyball; 
Jim Delsandro '97, basketball; Ja- 
son Kunkle '95, swimming; Craig 
Mills '96, football; Ron Minnie '60, 
track & field/basketball; Bill Moss 
'57, football/track & field; Lou Per- 
rotta '94, football; and Tony Pizon 
'O7, track & field/cross country. 

Felton Brown is arguably the 
fastest man to have ever graduated 
from Westminster. Titan coaching 
legend Harold Burry once called 
Brown "the best sprinter Westmin- 
ster has ever had," He was a four- 
year letterman and captain of the 
1960 team; his records in the 
sprints still stand atop the Titan 
record board almost 50-years since 
they were set. Brown established 
himself at the Tri-State Champi- 
onships in both his freshman and 
sophomore years. 

Janie Cebula, just three years as 
a starter, is one of only six Titan 
volleyball players to register 1,000 
or more kills in her career. The 
team captain and team MVP of the 
1995 Titan squad was named 
KECC Player of the Year in 1995, 
along with an honorable mention 
for the NAIA All-America team. 
Cebula was also named to the first 
team for the NAIA all-Northeast 
Region team and the Keystone 
Empire Collegiate Conference in 
1994 and 1995. 

Jim Delsandro was a starter 
midway through his freshman 


year and led the Titans to four 
straight regular season KECC titles, 
Delsandro was a two-time NAIA 
All-American, earning second- 
team honors during the 1995-96 
and 1996-97 seasons. He was also a 
two-time, first-team selection on 
the All-KECC team. Delsandro's 
1,163 career points rank him 24th 
of all-time in school ‘history. The 
biggest basket of his career was the 
game-winner in the 1996 KECC fi- 
nals to beat arch-rival Geneva to 
send the Titans to the NAIA tour- 
nament. 

Jason Kunkle was an All-Amer- 
ica swimmer for the Titans all four 
years he competed from 1992-95. 
The team's most valuable swim- 
mer during his senior season, Kun- 
kle earned All-America honors in 
six different events during his out- 
standing career. Kunkle made a 
habit of breaking school records in 
individual and relay events each 
swim season. He was also a key 
performer on the Westminster 
Penn-Ohio Championship teams 
in 1992-93 and 1993-94. 

Craig Mills was one of the most 
outstanding defensive players in 
the history of the Titan football 
program. The school’s all-time 
leader in solo tackles with 411, 
Mills played linebacker and was a 
key player on the Titans’ 1994 
NAIA national championship 
team. A two-time team captain and 
team MVP during his junior and 
senior seasons, Mills was a first- 
team All-American in 1995 and 
1996 after earning second-team 
honors in 1994. He was also a first- 
team all-conference player for 
three straight years. 

Ron Minnie was an outstanding 
two-sport athlete during his career 
at Westminster. He set school and 
district records for Titan’s track and 
field team and was a key player on 
the 1959 and 1960 NAIA national 
tournament basketball team. that 
compiled a 43-11 overall record. 
Minnie helped lead the Titans to a 
22-4 record in dual meets and con- 
ference and district titles during his 
career. On the basketball court, he

had a reputation as one of the 
toughest defensive players of all- 
time. 

Bill Moss is another of the all- 
around athletes from the Class of 
1957 who helped lead the Titan 
football program to prominence. 
Moss was a two-way starter at end 
on the football team for four years 
and was also a standout for the Ti- 
tan track and field team in the 
spring. Moss was an all-NAIA dis- 
trict second-team selection and an 
all-college district third-team selec- 
tion in 1954, before earning first- 
team NAIA all-state honors and 
second-team all-college honors in 
1956.

He was 
voted most valuable performer on 
the cross country team all four 
years and qualified for the NAIA 
cross country nationals in 1993, 
1994 and 1995, earning all-confer- 
ence status all four years including 
three years on the first team. Pizon 
also set school records in indoor 
track in the 3,000 and 5,000 me- 
ters. He was a third-team 
ic All-American in track during the 
1997 season, as well as an NAIA 
cross country Academic All-Ameri- 
can in 1995.

Researcher: Women have hard

(U-WIRE) NORMAN, Okla. - 
Women confront obstacles in the 
political campaigning process, and 
politics in general, that rarely affect 
their male counterparts. 

"Money is the biggest difficul- 

ty,” said Laura Boyd, national field 
director of the Women Legislators’ 
Lobby and the only woman in Ok- 
lahoma history to run for governor 
on the general election ticket in 
1998. 

Research has indicated a wide 
disparity in the distribution of 
campaign funds between women 
and men, Boyd said. 


Jennifer Lawless, a political sci- 
ence researcher and professor at 
Brown University, said organiza- 
tions that raise money for women 
candidates, such as Emily's List, 
also have trouble raising money. 

Lawless spoke Tuesday in Okla- 
homa Memorial Union as part of 
the University of Oklahoma 
course, Gender, Power and Lead- 
ership,’ taught by Cindy Rosenthal 
and Hannah Brenner, OU political 
science professors. 

Lawless said women show less 
political ambition than men. Out of 
4,000 professional men and 
women surveyed, Lawless said 
only 40 percent of women viewed 
themselves as viable candidates, 


compared to 60 percent of men. 

Lawless said family goals, fe- 
male self-perception and a lack of 
political recruitment obstructed fe- 
male participation in politics. 

She said many women still stick 
to their traditional role of caregiver 
and avoid politics to spend time 
with their families. Men are seen 
primarily as bread winners and 
leaders, with their familial role sec- 
ondary. 

Lawless said women underesti- 
mate their abilities, whereas men 
seem to believe they were born 
with leadership capabilities. 

Men and women view the char- 
acteristics of a leader differently, 
Lawless said. 


Stranger than Fiction

College working to 
improve accessibility

Changes are being made on 
campus everyday, but some of the 
best changes have been to make 
Westminster more handicap-acces- 
sible. 


Braille has been added to cam- 
pus signs, more handicap spaces 
have been added to parking lots 
and an Americans with Disabili- 
ties Act compliant suite has been 
created in Galbreath Hall. Old 
Main now houses an elevator, and 
in the future, students will 
encounter automated doors and 
other renovations that will allow 
students of all physical abilities to 
attend class and live on campus 
more easily. 


The Office of Disability Support 
Services, directed by Mrs. Bonnie 


Van Bruggen, was opened in 2004. - 


Certified as a rehabilitation coun- 
selor, Van Bruggen is also licensed 
as a professional counselor in 
Pennsylvania. The office works 
along with the college to make 
necessary changes on campus, 
such as the new Galbreath suite. 


According to Van Bruggen, in 
order to transform an existing 
bedroom, like the one used in 
Galbreath, into an ADA aocessible 
suite, “The bedroom has to have 
wider doors, electric and computer 
outlets at arms level when seated 
in a wheel chair, closets and 
dressers at a height that a seated 
person can hang their clothes or 
pull out drawers and desks that 


are wide enough for a wheel chair 
to fit under.” 


The typical dorm bathroom 
was not designed with wheelchair 
accessibility in mind, so a new 
adjoining bathroom was also cre- 
ated. 


“A bathroom has to have a lot 
of space between the fixtures, 
enough room for turning a wheel- 
chair, and a shower where the 
person can be seated or stand 
safely,” Van Bruggen said. “Exact 
dimensions are prescribed by the 
ADA” 


Why haven't these changes 
been made in the past; why did 
Westminster wait until recently to 
make the campus more accessi- 


‘ble? Much of this can be attrib- 


uted to changes in technology, 
legislature, and most importantly, 
the realization of many that dis- 
abled Americans are fully capable 
of going to college and holding 
complex jobs. 


“Special education was not 
founded until 1975, and until then 
public schools did not prepare 
students with disabilities to enter 
the employment and post 
secondary experience,” Van 
Bruggen said. “So buildings built 
even 20 or 30 years ago didn’t 
have the ‘handicap usage’ that 
now exists” 

But Van Bruggen feels that, 
“The most important change [in 
handicap accessibility] is not rflly 
visible. As more and more stu- 
dents are taught self-advocacy in 


the elementary and secondary 
school systems, more college stu- 
dents disclose that they have a 
disability to not only Disability 
Support Services, but to their pro- 
fessors and friends. This creates 
huge momentum’ 


Because both students with 
and without disabilities are be- 
coming more comfortable with 
each other, disabled students have 
more opportunity today to live a 
“normal” life than ever before. 


According to Van Bruggen, 
“One out of every 10 students on 
campus has some kind of docu 
mented disability that affects their 
lives in some substantial way: 


Just by acting with respect and 
compassion, every student on 
campus helps to make life easier 
and more enjoyable for this small 
10 percent of the Westminster 
population. More specifically, Van 
Bruggen has seen students volun 
teer to take notes for or tutor a 
disabled student when asked; also, 
many might help students travel 
from class to class. s 


“Sometimes just being willing 
to spend a little time at lunch or 
doing something fun with a per 
son with serious challenges can be 
very meaningful,” Van Bruggen 
said,

Make sure you use proper 
punctuation. Commas, while the 
bane of many, can be your friend, 
separating your sentences with a 
visual breath mark, keeping your 
sentence organized and readable. 
There is no excuse for ending a 
question with a period. None. Ever. 


Avoid using lots of font changes. 
Size, color and face should be uni- 


one. This means that most people 
will never see all the neat fonts and 
colors that you used. 


Use asterisks as a visual bolding 
cue. *This is bold* 


Use slashes as a visual empha- 
sis/italics cue. /This is emphasized!/ 

Use a proper signature. What is 
a proper signature, you ask? Its a 
few lines that contain two dashes 
on the first line, your name on the 
next and your position on the last. 
You can also throw your company 
(well, Westminster College for us) 
on the line after that. Other contact 
information may follow. If you 


want to put a quote on the last line, 
that’s fine, but make sure that it’s 
short, G-rated and not on some- 
thing controversial like politics, re- 
ligion or your computer operating 
system preference. 


Check the size of your attach- 
ments. All too often do I find in my 


mailbox enormous attachments. 


Pictures are the most common cul- 
prit, with PDFs not far behind. If 
you don’t know how to check the 
size of a file, ask someone. Huge 
files take forever to download on 
slower connections (remember, not 
everyone lives on-campus). 


Try to target your emails to the 
correct audience. Use the lists that 
are provided by Information Sys- 
tems. These lists have groups like 
“all freshmen,” “all juniors” and “all 
faculty’ The most important one is 
“all campus’-some people have 
rules set so that emails to the all- 
campus list go to a certain folder in 


their cabinet. Telling people to ig- 
nore a message if it doesn’t apply 
to them is very tacky and is one of 
the biggest reasons | firid campus- 
wide emails annoying. 

This is a big one: keep your 
paragraphs separated. Write two or 
three sentences in each paragraph 
and Jeave a space between each 
paragraph. 


Keep your sentences short and 
simple. The more elaborate your 
email vocabulary, the more your 
readers have to think to under- 
stand just what it is you're trying to 
say. Consider your words carefully. 

Make sure that you have all the 
information (who, what, where, 
when and why) and that it’s all cor- 
rect. Correction emails are even 
tackier than telling people to ig 
nore an email if it doesn't apply to 
them and doubly so if the correc- 
tion email applies to an email that 
didn't apply to them in the first 


place! 

Use a subject line that says 
what's in the email. Don't trick 
people by using subjects like 
“READ THIS NOW” or “Guess 
what you can do!” It's not tacky-it’s 
downright aggravating. 

If you are replying a campus- 
wide email, make sure that you are 
replying only to the sender and not 
to everyone (reply all). This mis- 
take, while bringing smiles to © 
many a person's face because the 
person who replied said something 
personal or funny intended to be 
seen only by the sender of the 
email, is avoidable.

Energy drinks: a danger? | 


‘CHICAGO (AP) - More than 
500 new energy drinks launched 
worldwide this year, and coffee 


fans are probably too old to under-’ 


stand why. 

Easy drinks aren't merely 
popular with young people. They 
attract fan mail on their own My- 
Space pages. They spawn urban 
legends. They get reviewed by 
bloggers. And are taste like car- 
bonated cough syru 

Vying for ste dollars — of 
teenagers with promises of weight 
loss, increased endurance and legal 
highs, the new products join top- 
sellers Red Bull, Monster and 
Rockstar to make up a $3.4 billion- 
a-year industry that grew by 80 
percent last year. 

Nutritionists warn that the 
drinks, laden with caffeine and 

sugar, can hook kids on an un- 
healthy jolt-and-crash cycle. The 
caffeine comes from multiple 
sources, making it hard to tell how 
much the drinks contain. Some 
have B vitamins, which when tak- 
en in megadoses can cause rapid 
heartbeat, and numbness and tin- 
gling in the hands and feet. 

The biggest worry is how some 
teens use the drinks. Some report 
downing several cans in a row to 


get a buzz, and a new study found: 


a surprising number of poison-cen- 
ter calls from young people getting 
sick from too much caffeine. 

Danger only adds to the appeal, 
said Bryan Greenberg, a market- 
ing consultant and an assistant 
professor of marketing at. Eliza- 
bethtown College.

Greenberg said the fierce com- 
petition among hundreds of new 
drinks, with Austriabased Red 
Bull guarding the biggest market 
share, leads to a "ratcheting up" of 
taboo names as companies try to 
break out from the crowd. 

Cocaine Energy Drink, which 
launched in eee and now 
sells in convenience stores and 
nightclubs in six states, is the latest 
example, following a twisted logic 
set by drinks named Pimpjuice 
and Bawls. 

Red Bull founder Dietrich 
Mateschitz based his product on 
tonics sold in Asia. He started sell- 
ing Red Bull in 1987 in Austria, his 
native country, and today 2.5 bil- 
lion cans are sold a year in more 
than 130 nations. The industry 
leader grabbed more than 37 per- 
cent of the US. market last year, 
according to Beverage Digest. 

Rumors have swirled around 
Red Bull for years. Contrary to 
hearsay, the ingredient taurine (an 
amino acid important in making 
bile to aid digestion) is not made 
from bull urine, and Mateschitz did 
not learn about Red Bull from 
rickshaw drivers in Thailand. The 
urban legends-debunking Web site 
http://wwwsnopes.com has a page 
devoted to exposing the false claim 
that Red Bull contains a banned 
substance linked to brain tumors,

Henry Sciortino, head of the In- 
tergovernmental Cooperation Au- 
thority, lost a lawsuit filed by his 
former firm, Philadelphia-based 
Fairmont Capital Advisors, in 
Chester County. 

Sciortino sued the compan 
2004 when he left as CEO tot od! 
the Pittsburgh oversight board, 
claiming Fairmont still owned him 
money. The company countersued, 
claiming among other things that 


eader Miller Brewing now produce sev- 
on eral "energy beers" beer contain- 

ing caffeine. And Red Bull and 
vodka mixed up by bartenders 
who call it a Friday Flattener or a 
Dirty Pompadour has been 
lar for a decade. On Red Bull's My- 
Space page, the product's 11,000 
“friends” include alcohol products, 
which also have their own My- 


Space pages. 

A Brazilian study found college 
students didn't feel as drunk as 
they actually were after drinking 
vodka and Red Bull. Their percep- 
tion of their coordination and reac- 
tion time didn't match objective 
tests. 

The potential for accidents and 
alcohol poisoning worries Dr. San- 
dra Braganza, a pediatrician and 
nutrition expert at the Children's 
Hospital at Montefiore in New 
York. As she prepared to write an 
article about energy drinks for a 
pediatrics journal, She was sur- 
prised how little published  re- 
search she could find on them. 

"The truth is, we don't know 
what kind of effects these ingredi- 
ents can have," Braganza said of 
taurine, glucuronolactone and 
guarana, "We have to start doing 
more studies on this." 

How much caffeine do energy 
drinks contain? A University of 
Florida study found that some 
products, although served in cans 
two-thirds the size of a standard 
can of Coke, contain two to four 
times the amount of caffeine as 
that Coke. Energy drinks are un- 
regulated in the United States, but 
the authors of the University of 


popu: content to gain a competitive edge, 


Sciortino mishandled money and 
stole business-from the firm _ in- 
cluding his $168,000-a-year job on 
the oversight board. 

A Chester County jury ruled 
Tuesday that Sciortino owes the 
company $717,000 plus interest.

Parents should think twice be- 
fore sending their children out the 
door with an energy drink, said 
Molly Morgan, a dietitian in up- 
state New York who consults with 
schools and talks to students, par- 
ents and coaches about energy 
drinks, 


"My message to parents is mod- 
eration," Morgan said. "That 
means one can a day or less, and 
view it as a treat, not part of a dai- 
ly routine." 

Full of sugar and caffeine, ener- 
gy drinks share the same health 
problems as soft drinks, she said. 
Some parents and coaches have 
bought the message that the 
drinks can enhance kids’ perfor- 
mance in sports and increase con- 
centration in school. 


Carol Ann Rinzler, author of 


"Nutrition for Dummies,” exam- | ' 


ined the labels of the top three en- 
ergy drinks. 

"The labels simply don't deliver 
all the facts,” she said. "For exam- 
ple, while all list caffeine as an in- 
gredient, and most tell you exactly 
how much caffeine is in the drink, 
they also list guarana, a caffeine 
source, as a separate ingredient but 
don't tell how much caffeine one 
gets from the guarana.”

Palestinian Prime Minister Is- 
mail Haniyeh's office said in a 
statement that the identity of the 
kidnappers was known and they 
‘would be pursued.” No further 
details were given. The Palestinian 
government and main. groups de- 
nounced the kidnapping, and offi- 
cials blamed criminal elements. 

A Palestinian security official 
said a doorman who worked at the 
Gaza apartment where Morenatti 
was staying had been detained on 
suspicion of tipping off the kidnap- 
pers. The official, Luay Sakka, said 
he hoped others involved in the 


ended, 

The statements came from op- 
posing forces in the strife-ridden 
territory. Haniyeh represents 
Hamas, which is running the 
Palestinian government, while 
Sakka is with Preventive Security, 
which is loyal to Abbas’ Fatah. A 
power struggle between the two ri- 
vals has spilled over into violence 
in recent weeks. 

Morenatti was kidnapped as he 
headed out of his Gaza City apart- 
ment Tuesday morning for an AP 
car, where Majed Hamdan, an AP 
driver and translator, was waiting. 
Hamdan said four gunmen 
grabbed his keys and phone and 
pressed a gun to his head, threat- 
ening to harm him if he moved. 

Morenatti said he was kept 
blindfolded much of the time and 
that his captors spoke only Arabic, 
which he doesn't speak. 

"I didn't know at any moment 
what they were doing," he said 
shortly after his release. "They 
moved me, but nobody explained 
anything to me. It was very confus- 
ing.” Morenatti was the 11th jour- 
nalist. kidnapped in Gaza _ since 
2004.

For you education majors out 
there (which means most of you), 
Swann is very interested in upping 
the ante for Pennsylvania's educa- 
tion system. He wants to redirect 
funding specifically to programs 
and classroom instruction rather 
than school bureaucracies. The 
candidate wants to double the Ed- 
ucational Improvement Tax Credit. 
Children receive scholarships be- 
cause the EITC is an incentive for 
companies to invest in schools. 


With more money available for a_, 


tax credit, more companies will in- 
vest, and more children can receive 
scholarships. Swann hopes to cre- 
ate EOZs, or educational opportu- 
nity zones, to specify school dis- 


tricts needing help and improve 
low-income and minority students’ 
access to. good schools. If low and 
moderate income families want to 
send their children to better 
schools, they could potential re- 
ceive tax credits under the EOZ 
program. 

Speaking of kids, Swann is a 
pro-life guy, He would extend 
rights to the unborn if that were 
possible (if Roe v. Wade were ever 
overturned). Abstinence education 
and fewer abortions are staples of 
his philosophy. Partial-birth abor- 
tions should be illegal, according to 
Swann; he also opposes using live 
human embryos for scientific ex- 
perimentation. 

The Republican candidate plans 
to concentrate on many other is- 
sues and hopes to execute other re- 
forms while in office, like dividing 
the Department of Military and 
Veterans Affairs into two separate 
offices, preserving a sportsmen's 
culture in Pennsylvania, and re- 
turning the Personal Income Tax to 
28%,

Students, faculty work to 
make campus SAFE

Sexual Assault is not a term 
that people like to throw around 
on a daily basis. 

But on this campus, like any 
other, it is an issue that many have 
thought about, and some have 
come face to face with. Students 
and faculty are working together to 
provide resources for students who 
have or think they may have be- 
come victims of sexual assault in- 
cluding both males and females. 

Approximately 13 students and 
faculty participated in the Sexual 
Assault Task Force-First Contact 
Training Oct. 23. 

The training was about 3 hours 
long and was conducted by Neal 
Edmund, dean of student affairs, 
a Lechner, assistant dean, and 

abs Quincy, the college counselor. 
Task Force member trainees were 
trained in understanding the na- 
ture of such a crisis and interven- 
‘tional measures that can be taken 
for sexual assault victims. Trainees 


were educated in reporting inc- 
dents, investigations that take 
place on campus, and campus rela- 
tions with the police and their in- 
vestigations. Trainees are also pre- 
pared to make appropriate 
psychological, medical, and/or le- 
gal referrals, Though the trainees 
are not certified psychologist or 
counselors, they will serve on cam- 
pus as first contacts for any student 
or a person that someone knows 
has been a victim of sexual assault. 

In the past, sexual assault has 
not been a major issue for West- 
minster. According to College 
records, there were only two inci- 
dent of forcible sex reported in 
2003, two reported in 2004, and 
there were not any reported in 
2005. However, there are indica- 
tions that some cases may go un- 
reported. 

- Though the numbers of inci- 
dents are relatively low, the Sexual 
Assault Task Force has and will 
continue to take all precautionary 
measures to ensure students con- 
tinual safety on the campus, and 


provide every student with the 


necessary support and resources | 


should an incident occur. 


However, all students and any 
victim should note, reporting of the 
incident to authorities in entirely 
up to the student and that “en- 


forcers do not insist that students 


go to the police or through the col- 
lege judiciary system. They just 
want to be aware of the offender 
and the activities that take place,” 
said John Lechner, Assistant Dean 
of Safety and Security. 


To date, there are a total of 47 
Sexual Assault Task Force Mem- 
bers, consisting of students, faculty, 
and administration. 

A list of members is provided 
on the college website and can also 
be identified by the “SAFE” blue 
and yellow signs found on doors, 
offices, and dormitories.

The Westminster Planetarium is 
putting on fall show titled “Hubble 
Vision” through Saturday, Oct. 28. 

Director Dr. G. Samuel Lightner 
worked with the physics students 
putting together this multi-media 

etarium show that presents 

; of the most exciting Hubble 

ever captured alongside a 

captivating story of space explo- 
ration. 

The production will examine 
' major themes in current astrono- 
my and cosmology as well as new 
views of the planets, star birth and 
death, as well as the exploration of 
start clusters and galaxies. 

The show was originally created 
by Loch Ness Productions in 1990 
and was updated in 1994. The pro- 
duction company then compiled 
the most popular images from the 
Hubble space telescope and com- 
bined them with a script describ- 
ing what phenomena were cap- 
tured in those images. The images 
were then transferred onto slides 
atid made for planetarium use. 


Westminster bought a copy of the 
show (including script, narration, 
slides, and video) at the end of last 
school year and began adapting it 
for the planetarium’s equipment at 
the beginning of the semester. A 
majority of the preparation in- 
volves programming everything 
into the computers. The students 
start by reading through the script 
and deciding where and when 
each image should be projected 
onto the dome. The information 
for each slide gets recorded onto 
cue sheets that will be entered into 
the computer. Cues corresponding 
to the different commands are then 
placed on the audio tape so that 
the computer will execute the 
specified action whenever a cue is 
present. 

“I usually deal with the more 
techgical aspects of putting the 
show together rather than actually 
designing a program?” said Lisa 
Gayetsky, a junior physics major. 

“Last year, however, we were re- 
showing an older production about 
Mars and had to make changes to 
the program to bring the show up 
to date,” she said. 


The planetarium has three dif- 
ferent projection capabilities: regu- 
lar projectors, panoramas, and All 
Skies. Last year the 
received one of the projectors from 
a smart classroom for better video 
projection as well as a new DVD 
player over the summer to use 
with it The students also plan on 
getting a laptop to use alongside 
the projector to expand its capabil- 
ities.

Xire Jiancuo, also known as 
Gregory in the United States, is a 
Tibetan student and was a partici- 
pant in the English language pro- 
gram at Qinghai Normal Universi- 
ty in China At Qinghai, Gregory 
was taught the basics of the Eng- 
lish language and became fluent.

“| have dreams to either stay in 
America and work for an organi- 
zation here or go home and work 
for the Tibetan education depart- 
ea to ‘help kids achieve higher 

g,” Gregory said, “Education 
hs did diatged my life; it gave me the 
chance to come to America to bet- 
ter my life” 

Reed College is a small liberal 
arts college in Portland, Ore. very 
similar to Westminster College. 
Gregory had the opportunity to go 


to Duke University, but the small 
campus of Reed, and a small Ti- 
betan community in Portland 
which includes two other Tibetan 
students that attend Reed, made 
his decision easier. 

‘| have adjusted very well to 
Reed, and the environment there is 
very suitable for me,” he said. “It 
was adjusting to the work load and 
all of those papers which was hard 
for me?’ .

Student athletes missing classes because of games; SAAC members discuss schedule changes

The Student Athletic Advisory 
Council (SAAC) is attempting to 
decrease conflicts between athletics 
and academics because athletes 
miss classes due to sporting events, 

Members. discussed changing 
student athlete's schedules recently 
at the SAAC meetings. There is a 
concern that athletes are missing 
too many of their afternoon classes 
for sporting events. Some faculty 


members do not penalize athletes 
for missing class due to athletic 
competitions. Other faculty mem- 
bers’ policies allow students to 
miss only a certain number of 
classes, regardless of the reason. 
“This policy developed because 
some faculty members. said they 
would be more responsive and un- 
derstanding of student-athletes 
missing class for athletic competi- 
tion if that was the only reason or 
the only time(s) the student-athlete 
missed the class,” director of athlet- 


ics Jim Dafler, said. 

There is a policy that the athlet- 
ic department has adopted for stu- 
dent-athletes that has been around 
since last year. This policy says that 
a student-athlete may not miss a 
class for any reason if the student is 
going to miss the class at a later 
date due to athletics. If the student- 
athlete misses or cuts the class pri- 
or to an athletic event, then he or 
she will have to make up the class 
the day of the athletic event. 

“| agree with this policy; if an 


athlete is not disciplined enough to 
go to class, then they should not be 
able to participate in an athletic 
event,” sophomore student Blair 
Varner said. 

Another topic of discussion at 
one recent SAAC meeting centered 
on the proposal of setting time 
aside for extra-curricular activities, 
This time will not conflict with 
labs, afternoon classes, or any aca- 
demic associated events. SAAC has 
only discussed this academic time 
as a possibility and no final deci 


sions have been made. 

‘| feel that it will help me get 
more academic things done during 
the week instead of being stressed 
about balancing academics and

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UFO sightings in Lawrence County

“Into the air, and what seemed 
corporal melted as breath into the 
wind,’ 

Two UFO. sightings in 


Lawrence County have received 
media attention and seem appro- 
priate for the eerie Halloween 
weekend. 

The third week of April in 1897, 
Lawrence County resident, Eli 
Houk, and two fellow employees 
worked at a creamery in the vil- 
lage of Energy when a bizarre “air- 
ship” entered the sky. 

The following newspaper head- 
line read “Mysterious Craft of the 
Air Seen in Energy,” and may 


mark Lawrence County's first 
recorded U.RO, sighting. 

A dark form that seemed to 
produce light quickly advanced 
through the sky toward the three 
men. The men explained that the 
intense light served to illuminate 
the craft's path for visibility. 

The men, recognized by ac- 
quaintances as reputable commu- 
nity members, admitted a possibly 
flawed description due to the 
night's darkness and the velocity at 
which the craft traveled, but they 
testified to the craft’s flight. 

Other similar _ sightings 
emerged from various locations in- 
cluding Sharon, PA and states 
around this area and have been as- 
sociated with the Energy sighting. 


On another instance in June of 


1967, a 50-year-old North Beaver . 


Township resident Gabriel “Gab- 
by” Kozora spotted a strange 
“spaceship” near his house off of 
Route 18. 

After positioning his 9-year-old 
son, Jim, for a picture, Kozora 
heard “the screeching of one hun- 
dred jets,” he turned and saw a 
large metallic craft rise from a gul- 
ley, hover above the ground about 
500 feet for a moment before 
quickly rushing northwest. Before 
the craft dispersed, Kozora snapped 
two pictures with his instant cam- 


(era. 


A World War II gunner, Kozora 
explained that the craft appeared 
similar in size to the Air Force (-37, 

&s 


approximately 60 to 70 feet long. 

Hesitant to reveal his story fear- 
ing a sullied reputation, Kozora 
confided in his neighbor, Harry 
Werner, and upon viewing the “still 
wet” photos, Werner then con- 
vinced Kozora to disclose his story 
and pictures to the media. 

A young boy on Ambrosia 
Road-northwest of Kozora’s 
home-reported a similar sighting, 
which supports Kozora's story. Jus- 
tice of the Peace, Pauline Isaac, re- 
ceived other reports but little atten- 
tion after soliciting proper 
government officials, 

Flooded by the media, Kozora 
explained to one news reporter, “I 
wish I had never taken the _pic- 
tures.”

sary. 
Some people really just don't 
get it, and theyd rather pretend 


a that they did, or not ask anything 


because it may make them look 
like a racist, or maybe the person 
being asked will be offended. Dis- 


: cussions like that one need to hap- 


pen more often. 


Yes, I was quite surprised that 
there were still that many people 
who had these stereotypical beliefs 
or thoughts in their minds about 
black people, but it felt so good to 
see the looks on the faces of some 
students when it finally clicked, 
and they realize we really are all 
the same” 


At the same time | can’t say that 
I don’t understand why some peo- 
ple feel the way that they do. I too 
have been guilty of generalizing at 
some points in my life. Some peo- 
ple stated that it was the environ- 
ment in which they grew up. If 
you've grown up in an area where 
there wasn’t much diversity (im

If you've never been around

I think it is safe to say that most 
people have heard the stories of 
how slavery came about, and the 
groups of people who were subject 
to it. But years after slavery was 
abolished, it seemed that some 
people in America were still fight:

In the early 1900's a group of 
laws by the name of “Jim Crow” 
were in full swing. The term Jim 


‘Crow is believed to have originat- 


ed around 1830 when a white, 
minstrel show performer, Thomas 
"Daddy" Rice, blackened his face

with charcoal paste or burnt cork 
and danced a ridiculous jig while 
singing the lyrics to the song, 
"Jump Jim Crow,” making a mothe 
ery of a black man. 

The unofficial laws’ purposes 
were to separate the white and 
black people in public schools, 
parks and even on buses. They 
said it was separate but equal, and 
although it was indeed separate, it 
was in no way equal. 

Black people had the worst 
schools, weren't allowed to sit in 
certain areas on public transporta- 
tion were not even allowed to eat 
in the same restaurants. If a., 
son of color were to step outsi val 
their boundaries, they were subject 
to beatings, lynchings, assault, and 
even atrest. 

It wasn't until the 1950s that the 
laws were ruled unconstitutional 
and overturned. But even then 
there were other laws that preyent- 
ed blacks from: getting ahead in 
what we call the “land of the free” 
Many died simply for the right to 
vote. 

In 2006, some can't imagine 
telling anyone that they can't do 
something on the bases of skin ¢ol- 
or, but in a way, | think old Jim 
Crow lives on. Hatred was the 
foundation set years ago that this 
nation was built on, so how can I 
expect people not to have biases? 

If you've lived in areas where 
there wasn't much diversity, it's 
probably a product of Mr. Crow; it 
seems that we have all been sepa- 
rated to the “white sides of town”, 
and the “black sides” 

If the only time you see any mi- 
norities is on Cops, or iced up ina 
rap videos, shaking their laffy taffy, 
I guess I could understand why 
some think the way they do. Be- 
cause my roots are in Youngstown 
doesn’t mean that I'm some sort of 
gangster (I'm actually the complete 
opposite, but don’t tell anybody).

We 
were all different and that:was 
cool.

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Patrick Krantz had been waiting 
for a kidney for three years. He re- 


i ceived dialysis treatments 3 nights 


a week, usually after a full day of 
teaching. 

“| didn’t understand how sick | 
actually was until after my trans- 
plant” Krantz said.. Those three 
years were filled with fatigue and 
nausea and an incredible fluctua- 
tion in his weight, an uncomfort- 
able side effect of dialysis. 

After nine surgeries and two 
mini-strokes, Joyce Hoellein came 
forward to offer Krantz a kidney. 

When asked if the two had any 


_ other personal connect outside of 


the Education department, 
Hoellein replied, “I hired him,” 
showing that she is one boss who 
is far above and beyond the call of 


duty. Unfortunately, the two col- 


leagues were not a compatible 
match for a transplant. 

But, with no intentions of giving 
up, Krantz and Hoellein investigat- 
ed the “kidney exchange program” 


willing donor but they don’t match 
can get matched up with the other 
pair” 

The other pair was doughnut 
shop owner Peter Welden and his 
son Ben, both from Akron Ohio. 
Welden, who couldn't find a com- 
patible donor among his seven 
kids, was also in desperate need of 
a donor. 

Four-way swapping is a rela- 
tively new option for those waiting 
for kidneys. The first was reported 
to have taken place in 2001 at 
Johns Hopkins Medical Center in 
Baltimore. Hoellein stresses that 
this opens up many doors to those 
waiting for a donor. An estimated 
nineteen people die each day wait- 
ing for kidney transplants. 

Doctors gave Krantz three years 
to live after suffering kidney {ail- 
ure. But, after his recent transplant, 
he says that he has gained “at least 
20 years” 

During an interview on The 
County Line, he said that if the 


mented that she had “no worries” 
about the surgery or possible side 
effects. Donors receive a very thor- 
ough physical, lots of blood work 
and the transplant center pays for 
everything, 

“They don’t cut you wide open. 
| had the surgery Tuesday morning 
and was back home Thursday 
night” Hoellein said. 

Most of us don't make donating 
a spare kidney a priority in our 
lives, but Hoellein says she didn’t 
think twice when given the oppor- 
tunity “to really make a difference” 
in someone's life. In fact, Joyce 
Hoellein made a huge difference in 
a lot of people's lives; Dr. Krantz, 
his family, and the Welden family. 

Hopefully others will be in- 
spired by the strength and courage 
of both Krantz and Hoellein. Dr. 
Krantz suggests that “even if you 
can’t give an organ, you can give 
the gift of time’ and there is no 
doubt that sometimes the smallest 
gifts are the most important

Registration for spring classes 
begins next week. 

The registrar's office has made 
significant changes to the registra- 
tion process this year. 

“The most significant change to 
registration this year is Campus 
Connect,” June Pierce said. “All of 
the updates are going to be made 
electronically so that students will 
have a better idea of what classes 
are still open before they leave 
their rooms to register. We are 
working on having laptops set up 
with the faculty members that are 
seated to assist students who have 
problems with their schedules” 


Although there have not been 
major alterations to the IP list, stu- 
dents should be aware of the tran- 
sition from speech courses 
changed to communication and 
theatre courses.

(U-WIRE) LOS ANGELES - As 
physically unthreatening as my 
mother is, her verbal artillery is 
quite intimidating 

After threatening to send me 
back to Asia if I limited myself to 
befriending only Koreans, I be- 
came so fixated on being diverse 
that I shied away from my. own 


e. 

Once | arrived at UCLA, howev- 
er, my mother's ominous precau- 
tions kicked in as I scanned the di- 
verse -- yet segregated - student 


Groups of Asians huddled to- 
gether, whites bunched in one di- 
rection, Latinos walked in their 
own groups, and black students 
clustered in another direction. - 

"How come people don't try 
and diversify?" Evan Shulman, a 
third-year cognitive science stu- 
dent, remembered asking when he 
first arrived at UCLA. 

There's no doubt that i 
arises when people of ‘iniior oa 
tural identities and nationalities 
congregate -- especially when it be- 
comes exclusive. 

But as | began to form more 
friendships with Koreans and 


| joined a Korean traditional music 


group on campus, I realized that 
congregating into respective cul- 


tures is not such a bad thing after 
all: : 


It develops and preserves cul- 
tural identity and allows people to 
cope with challenges specific to 
their culture. 

But I realized how less Korean I 
was compared to others when I 
joined the organization. I didn't in- 
tegrate Korean vocabulary into my 
everyday language, and I didn't 
know how to crack Korean jokes. 
Did this make me a terrible Kore- 
an, out of touch with my roots, or 
was this a testament to my integra- 
tion into American society? 

And the eternal question of 
"Am I more Korean or American? 
How do I become both - as a Ko- 
rean American?" kept easing into 
my head. 

Finding this. balance between 
one's native culture while living in 
the US. provides motivation to 
congregate with people of the 
same ethnicity. 

"(Having) a group of friends in 
native tongue helps me maintain 
my ethnic background," said Kan 
Pang, a third-year international 
economics student and activities 
director for the Chinese Student 
Association. 

Third-year biochemistry student 
Ruben Ordaz stays in touch with 
his roots through the Latin Ameri- 
can Student Association, where he 
participates in merengue dancing 


and gets updates on Latin music 
and TV shows. 

He says it is easier to talk about 
these topics with other Latinos 
than with people who do not share 
his heritage. 

Prior to joining LASA and be- 
friending Latinos, “I wasn't aware 
of what my culture had to offer,” 
Ordaz said. 

Besides preserving and devel- 
oping cultural identity, people of 
similar cultures can relate to com- 
mon difficulties more immediately. 

Shulman remembered trying to 
help an Asian friend deal with par- 
ents pressuring her to pursue sci- 
ence. 

He indicated that it was difficult 
to fathom the situation since he 
had never felt that from his own 
parents. He reasoned that his 
friend could have received more 
helpful advice from friends of her 
ethnicity who would have experi- 
enced similar circumstances. 

Though Shulman questioned 
the lack of diversity when he first 
arrived at UCLA, "I understand 
why people have groups now," he 
said, 


Asian American studies lecturer 
Daniel Lee couldn't agree more. "If 
you talk to people with similar ex- 
periences, much less explanations 
are necessary," he said. 

Lee also emphasized how "one 
of the purposes of college educa-

tion is to interact with people of 
different backgrounds and values, 
You're not getting as much educa- 
tional experience by limiting social 
interaction.” 

‘That had been my mantra 
growing up. Only diversity can fos- 
ter true tolerance and personal 
growth. 

However, contributing to diver- 
sity also requires knowing your 
own culture. If people didn't con- 
gregate to share and solidify their 
cultures, we would be ignorant of 
our own identities, and a dive 
world would be nonexistent. And 
while new and open experiences 
are exciting, it's also nice to come 
back to something familiar. 

I realized how much I had for- 
gotten Korea -- the culture, the peo- 
ple. I was reminded of this during 
a talk with my Korean friend Hye- 
lim Oh, a student at Palomar Col- 
lege. 

"And you know that feeling 
walking along Dongdaemun on a 
crisp night, eating a warm boong- 
a-ppang, people packed to your left 
and right, and you just feel so hap- 
py? I can't explain it - but you 
know," she said. 

She was right: No explanations 
were necessary. And at that mo- 
ment, I knew that as much as I am 
American, I had been Korean all 
along.

China's official Xinhua News 
Agency hailed the amendment as 
"the most important reform of 


capital punishment in China in 
more than two decades." 
The change "deprives the 


provincial people's courts of the fi- 
nal’ say: on issuing death sen- 
tences,” the agency said "Death 
penalties handed out by provincial 
courts must be reviewed and rati- 
fied by the Supreme People's 
Court.” 


The change adopted by the leg- - 


islature Tuesday enshrines last 
year's announcement by the 
Supreme People's Court that it 
would start reviewing all death 
sentences, ending a 23-year-old 
practice of giving the final review 
to provincial courts. 


"It's great news. This is a big 
step forward for China's legal sys- 
tem and human rights," said Li 
Heping, a prominent activist 
lawyer. 


"It's going to have a psychologi- 
cal effect on local judges when 
they are making decisions because 
they are going to be afraid that if 
they approve capital punishment, 
the supreme court will overrule 
them," Li said. 


Jerome Cohen, an American ex- 
pert on Chinese law, called the new 
law "encouraging and significant" 
but said the next challenge will be 
enforcing the change. 


"The court has been working 
hard to recruit a sufficient number 
of judges. It's proving to be slow 
going,’ Cohen said. "That itself tells 
you what a huge burden it is to ad- 
equately review the large number 
of death sentences,"

Details about criteria for re- 
viewing death sentences, as well as 
the standards and procedures, have 
to be worked out, he said. 


In June, Xinhua said 30 judges 
from lower-level courts had been 
selected as the first trainees for 
death penalty tribunals, It said they 
will get three months of training 
and be on probation for a year be- 
fore receiving a final appointment. 


The court was also considering 


lawyers and law school teachers 
for the tribunals, Xinhua said. 


Complaints have been common 
that lower-level courts mishandle 
death penalty cases. 


Last year, a woman believed 
murdered in the 1980s in the cen- 
tral province of Hunan reappeared, 
16 years after the man convicted of 
killing her was executed, 


At the time of the execution, the 
court reportedly said the defendant 
confessed. Chinese police often are 
accused of torturing suspects into 
making confessions. 


‘The case is one of a number of 
high-profile cases that state media 
has publicized in recent years 
highlighting the flaws of an ag- 
gressive policy of judicial execu- 
tions. Death penalty lawyers and 
legal scholars in China have also 
begun discussing more openly the 
need for China to establish clearer 
procedures for the death penalty. 


There has not been any debate, 
however, about abolishing capital 
punishment. 


T. Kumar, the advocacy director 
for Asia for Amnesty International 
USA, said the shift came from a

A provincial court had issued a 
reprieve, citing the possibility the 
torture claims might be true, but 
the Supreme People's Court over- 
ruled that decision and ordered his 
immediate execution.

Pennsylvania State Police 
spokesman Jack Lewis said such 
promotions are legal as long as 
buyers go through a licensed gun 
dealer and submit to background 


Atkisson said he got the idea 
from a neighbor who showed him 
a newspaper article about a similar 
sales effort at a dealership in Flori- 
da. He said about 25 purchasers 
qualified for the certificate for a 
free shotgun at a nearby hardware 
store.

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Labyrinth designer speaks

“Landscape architect Mary 
Burris gave a gallery talk Oct. 
26 on how the classic labyrinth 
became a memorial for West- 
minster alumna Sandy Edmis- 
ton. 


“First we had to decide what 
would make a good design and 
then how to define the space 
that the design is in.” Burris 
said. 


Historically, the labyrinth 
‘was a complex maze, with an 
elaborate series of paths and 
tunnels, much like labyrinths in 
Greek mythology. In modern- 
day architecture, labyrinths are 
one path, and visitors enter and 
exit from the same place. In ad- 
dition, labyrinths have been 
used in many cultures for 
prayer and meditation and date 
back more than 3,000 years. As 
a person who cherished the en- 
vironment and the outdoors, 
family and friends decided that 
a meditation labyrinth was an 
appropriate memorial. 


“The labyrinth is a_ fitting 
memorial because it is not the 
typical statue, and if you didn’t 
know Sandy, it makes you think 
about the kind of person she 
was,” freshman Lauren Korneke 
said. 

In general, architects work 
with four different labyrinths, 
The design that was chosen for 
the meditation labyrinth is the 
simple seven-circuit, also known 
as the classical labyrinth. The 
labyrinth is designed so that vis- 
itors enter facing east where the 
sun rises and exit to the west, 


where the sun sets; in a sense, a 
story of our journey through 
life. 


The labyrinth is made up of 
seven lanes, all of which are 
lined. with fieldstone. When 
those. who contributed to the 
labyrinth laid the stone down, 
there was no particular process, 
the stones were placed at ran- 
dom. Moreover, some people 
brought stones that had a spe- 
cial meaning to them, many of 
which were placed along the 
center. In addition, visitors can 
find a bench in the center where 
they can sit and enjoy the 
labyrinth in any way they 
choose. 


“The labyrinth seems like a 
story of Sandy's life, not a story 
told in words, but a story told by 
the unique and personal stones 
left by those who cared about 
her,” junior Crystal Arbore said. 


The blueprint of the 
labyrinth was created by Burris. 
Burris is a graduate student at 
Chatham College for landscape 
architecture. The meditation 
labyrinth was her thesis project. 


“I was the only person on the 
project that didn’t know her so | 
read works by her favorite au- 
thors and I even read some of 
her work, to get to know who 
she was,” Burris said. 


Burris strived to make an or- 
ganized space that was intimate 
and defined. Additionally, Burris 
maintained the natural look of 
the land by using natural planti- 
ngs that are native to the area. 
She utilized the landscape and 
the surroundings to preserve 
the area, because she felt that 
was what Sandy would have

‘A number of students have 
found out whether they preferably 
think as an IST], ENTP, or other 
combinations of letters, by taking 
the Myers Briggs Type Indicator.

The answers determine how 
people prefer to think based on 
two of eight options in four cate- 
gories.

Although this can be a helpful 


tool for those looking to become 
more familiar with their own per- 
sonalities, Lantz emphasized that 
people should not define them- 
selves based on their results. 


“The test is not meant to put 
people in a box,” Lantz said. “It is 


not a definite answer to who some- 


one is all the time” 


Lantz explained that the test 
should not be compared to astrolo- 
gy or personality tests that can be 
taken online. 


“If someone asked you to sign 
your name with your dominant 
hand, then asked you to sign your 
name using your other hand, you 


would be able to do both, but one 
is preferred over the other,” Lantz 
explained. “Myers Briggs personal- 
ity types are the same way in that 
every person has both types, they 
just dominantly use one as op- 
posed to the other” 


Myers Briggs was developed by 
the mother-daughter duo of 
Katharine Briggs and Isabel Brig- 
gs-Myers. They wanted to further 
emphasize the type theory devel- 
oped by CG. Jung, a Swiss psychia- 
trist and founder of analytical psy- 
chology. The researchers’ main 
objective was to make Jung's theo- 
ry available and understandable 
for group and individual use.

The Titans came off of an upset- 
ting loss at Frostburg State on Oct. 
28 with a score of 14-6, putting 
their record at 2-6 and 1-3 in the 
PAC. 

The Titans have been playing 
decently over the past couple 
weeks and go away to Thiel on 
Nov. 4.

The Titans’ last chance to score 
was denied by a nine-yard loss on 
a sack by Bobcat defensive line- 
man Justin Bressler with just over 
five minutes left in the game on 
the Titans’ last trip into Bobcat ter- 





ritory at the 44-yard line. Frostburg 
State defeated the Titans in total 
yards, 338-226. 


This includes a decisive 246-51 
advantage in rushing yards. The Ti- 
tans rush offense has struggled all 
year and shows no signs of starting 
up. Titan QB Kevin Franz led the 
team with 18 yards rushing on five 
attempts and 14-of-33 passing for 
175 yards. 

Sophomore WR Jordan Belosh 
caught a team-high four passes for 
68 yards, while sophomore LB Jor- 
dan Blinn made a game-high 17 
tackles to lead the Titan defense. 
Blinn is ranked second in the PAC 
with 10.8 tackles per game. He also

options investigation. McK- 
elvey, the namesake of our 
beloved campus center, also re- 
moved himself as Monster's 
chairman emeritus, a position 
he assumed after stepping down 
as CEO earlier this month amid 
the options review. 

McKelvey’s lawyers claim 
that the 71-year-old executive 
was unprepared to talk to offi- 
cials concerning the investiga- 
tion last July. He was suffering 
from illness and was exhausted 
from jet-lag. During the investi- 
gation, McKelvey was asked if 
he had knowledge of company 
employees improperly backdat- 
ing stock options and whether 
he knew such actions were im- 
proper when they occurred. 

His attorney, Steven Reich, 
stated in a letter to Monster's 
law firm that "In looking back 
on that session, it is now clear to 





press his thoughts and recollec- 
tions. as clearly or accurately as 
he would have liked." 

More than 140 companies 
have become targets of the US. 
Securities and Exchange Com- 
mission’s (SEC) probes into pos- 
sible manipulation of stock op- 
tion dates. Monster is just one 
company under investigation by 
the SEC into improperly grant- 
ed stock options. The company 
announced in July that it may 
possibly restate its financial re- 
sults from 2005 and earlier to 
record additional stock grant 


charges. 

Mary Ann Jorgenson, an at- 
torney who specializes in board- 
room matters, commented on 
McKelvey’s_ resignation. "In 
this case, when you have a 
board member who is going to 
refuse to talk, his only responsi- 
ble choice really is to resign," 
said Jorgenson, a partner at law 
firm Squire Sanders & Dempsey 
in Cleveland. "I understand that 
he has legal issues, but the 
world, the market, would cer- 
tainly consider it a negative situ- 
ation for him to remain as a di- 
rector,” she added. 

McKelvey graduated from 
Westminster in 1957 and has al- 
ways had a passion for entrepre- 
neurship. According to the 
McKelvey Foundation website, 
during college, “he reopened the 
local movie theater, charging 50 
cents a ticket” He then in turn 
persuaded an art history profes- 
sor to require students to attend 
a series of fine art films shown 
only as his theater. McKelvey 
also convinced the dean of 
women “to move the curfew 
back an hour one night a week, 
to ensure more viewers.”

college credit

The College Level Examination 
Program administered by College 
Board offers students of all back- 
grounds the ability to earn Jower- 
level credit. 

Students are able to take exam- 
inations in different subjects with- 
out prior coursework at any time 
in their educational career. 

“The basic kinds of credit are 
going to be liberal arts,” Registrar 
June Pierce said. “It wouldn't be 
anything that would apply to a stu- 
dent's major, typically first-year 
courses,” 

The 35 CLEP exams cost $65 
each and are typically adminis- 
tered at universities or community 
colleges. Thiel, Pitt, Gannon and 
Duquesne are all CLEP testing 
Sites. 

College Board also administers 
the 37 Advanced Placement exams 
costing $83 each. Credit for passing 
scores of exams, typically three or 
higher on a five-point scale, is de- 


termined by the institution the stu- 
dent chooses to attend and only is 
available to high school students 
first entering college. 

According to Doreen Matune; 
secretary of academic affairs, 71 
applying students participated in 
Advanced Placement testing. Cred- 
it for 89 courses was awarded by. 
the registrar's office. 

“They {College Board] assume 
you've got knowledge for at least a 
C in the class to pass the exam,” 
Pierce said. “They have recommen: 
dations for scores, and Westminster 
follows those guidelines’ 

The American Council on Edu: 
cation uses College Board's guide- 
lines in recommending scoring, 
groups. 

“So if ACE says credit for one 
course, [the Registrar's Office] ys 
give four hours [of credit}?/said 
Carol Yova, director of the Liang 
Learning Program. 

A significantly higher score also 
allows a student to earn mote 
credit, Yova said.

Carillon bells leave 
lasting legacy on 


campus

Every day, every hour, even 
every quarter hour, students hear 
the carillon bells ring out over 
Westminster's campus, 

Lately though, one of the caril- 
lon bells seemed to have a duller 
tone than usual. One of the four 
bells which are programmed to 
chime on the hour and quarter 
hours was broken. The clapper in- 
side the large bell was not hitting 
the side of the bell with enough of 
an impact to make it ring clearly. 
Paul Musser, who has played the 
carillon since 1943, was called to 
help repair the broken bell. 

“Those bells have been ringing 
for 70 years, they have to run down 
every once in awhile” said Musser. 
‘Tve counted all the times that 
they've rang the hour and quarter 
hours, and it comes to over two 
million times” 


The bells have changed a lot 
since Musser began to play them 
63 years ago. When he first started 
out, there were only 12 bells, which 
limited the number of songs one 
could play. Now there are a total of 
42 bells, seven of which were re- 
cently donated to the college by the 
Class of 1956. 

Musser transposed over 75 
hymns to be played on the carillon, 
which he plays on many different 
occasions, including Vespers, 
chapel, weddings, funerals, and 
holidays. On November 11, he will 
be playing the carillon in remem- 
brance of Armistice Day. 

“| like to play songs that fit the 
mood of the event” said Musser. 
“For example, this Saturday I'm 
playing patriotic songs for 
Armistice: Day; 1 play romantic 
songs for weddings, and hymns for 
vespers and chapel,”

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Dr. Bryan Rennie receives prestigious award

Religion professor Dr. Bryan 
Rennie received the Mircea Eliade 
Centennial Jubilee Medal from Ro- 
manian president Traian Basescu 
on Sept. 21, 2006. 

Rennie received the award at 
the sixth-annual international Eu- 
ropean Congress on the History of 
Religions, which was held in Ro- 
mania and ran from Sept. 20-23. 
The conference topic was the reli- 
gious history of Europe and Asia, 
and Rennie was presented with the 
medal for the many years he. has 
spent studying and researching Eli- 
ade. 

“This is absolutely the most 
prestigious thing that’s ever hap- 
pened to me in my career,” Rennie 
said. “Tve been studying Eliade for 
about 20 years now, and in a way, 
this is a culmination of many years 
of hard work” 

Rennie did his Ph.D. thesis on 
Eliade, a monograph published in 
1996. Since then, he has written

two edited volumes on Eliade, and 
another is expected to. be pub- 
lished next year, according to Ren- 
nie. 

‘I am obviously not the only 
person to study Eliade, but the 
award was given for 

significant contributions to the 
history of religion and particularly 
to me for my in-depth studies of 
Eliade,” Rennie said. 

The medal, given to about 10 
history of religion scholars, com- 
memorates 100 years since Eliade's 
birth. A Romanian who came to 
America in 1958, Eliade was a pro- 
fessor at the University of Chicago 
for 30 years and has written more 
than 20 works on the history of re- 
ligion, according to Rennie. Al- 
though Eliade has been seen by 
many as a somewhat controversial 
figure, Rennie said he has been 
among the small group to defend 
him for his influence on religion. 

“| believe that Eliade is eventu- 
ally going to be seen as one of the 
major scholars of the 20th century 
when ‘people gradually begin to 
recognize all that he has done,” 


Rennie said. “He achieved the abil- 
ity to believe in religion without 
having to commit to one specific 
tradition” 

In addition to the Mircea Eliade 
Centennial Jubilee Medal, various 
other awards were given out at the 
conference. Although this was not 
Rennie’s first international confer- 
ence, he enjoyed his time in Roma- 
nia. 

“Romanians have a tremendous 
respect for education and learning, 
since these things were suppressed 
for so long,” Rennie said. “They 
were particularly proud of organiz- 
ing and hosting this conference” 

Rennie usually attends two con- 
ferences each year in the United 
States, and he has also attended in- 
ternational conferences in places 
such as Japan and South Africa 

According to Rennie, receiving 
the award has given him more 
publicity with his career. His stud- 
ies of Eliade have always greatly 
informed his teaching, and Rennie 
says this will continue to be the 
case.

Democrats win control of 
Congress with Senate 
victory in Virginia 


WASHINGTON (AP) - In a rout 
once considered almost inconceiv- 
able, Democrats won a 5ist seat in 
the Senate and regained total con- 
trol of Congress after 12 years of 
near-domination by the Republi- 


can Party. 

The shift dramatically alters the 
government's balance of power, 
leaving President Bush without 
GOP congressional control to drive 
his legislative agenda. Democrats 
hailed the results and issued calls 
for bipartisanship even as they 
vowed to investigate administra- 
tion policies and decisions. 

Democrats completed their 
sweep Wednesday evening by 
ousting Republican Sen, George 
Allen of Virginia, the last of six 
GOP incumbents to lose re-elec- 
tion bids in a midterm election 
marked by deep dissatisfaction 
with the president and the war in 
frag. 

In. the House, Democrats won 
230 seats and led in two races, 
while Republicans won 196 seats 
and led in seven races. If current 
trends hold, Democrats would 
have a 232-203 majority _ 14 more 
than the number necessary to hold 
the barest of majorities in the 435- 
member chamber. Without losing 
any seats of their own, Democrats 
captured 28 GOP-held seats. 

"In Iraq and here at home, 
Americans have made clear they 
are tired of the failures of the last 
six years,” said Sen. Harry Reid of 
Nevada, in line to become Senate 


Majority leader when Congress re- 
convenes in January. 

As watershed elections go, this 
one rivaled the GOP's takeover in 
1994, which made Newt Gingrich

This time the shift comes in the 
midst of an unpopular war, a Con- 
gress scarred by scandal and just 
two years from a wide-open presi- 
dential contest. 

Allen lost to Democrat Jim 
Webb, a former Republican who 
served as Navy secretary in the 
Reagan administration. A count by 
The Associated Press showed 
Webb with 1,172,538 votes and 
Allen with 1,165,302, a difference 
of 7236. Allen was awaiting the re- 
sults of a statewide postelection 
canvass of votes and did not con- 
cede the race. 

Democrats will have nine new 
senators on their side of the aisle as 
a result of Tuesday's balloting. Six 
of them defeated sitting Republi- 
can senators from Pennsylvania, 
Ohio, Missouri, Rhode Island, 
Montana and Virginia. The other 
three replaced retiring senators 
from Maryland, Minnesota and 
Vermont. 

Their ideologies are as varied as 
their home states. Bernie Sanders, 
an independent who will replace 
Vermont Sen. Jim Jeffords, is a So- 
cialist who has served in the House 
and voted with Democrats since 


1990. Bob Casey Jr, who defeated ”

Beside the Webb-Allen race, the 
Montana Senate contest also was 
too tight to call early Wednesday.

In the House, Rep. Nancy Pelosi, 
who would become the first fe- 
male speaker in history, called for 
harmony and said Democrats 
would not abuse their new status.

Everyone loves a good surprise, 
and Tuesday night there were

plenty. First on the list: Bob Casey 
spanked Rick Santorum. And we 
mean spanked. The pre-election 
polls had Casey winning by twelve 
percentage points. Casey pulled out 
of Tuesday night with an over- 
whelming nineteen-point: victory. 
Republicans nationwide lost San- 
torum, their number three man in 
the Senate. 


The second huge surprise of the 
night came in Pennsylvania’s 4th 
US House district when Jason Alt- 
mire defeated incumbent Melissa 
Hart. Republican Melissa Hart had 
served as a member of the US 
House of Representatives since 
2000, and in past elections had 
won with 20 point margins. This 
loss came as a crushing blow to the 
Republicans who were expecting 
to retain this seat. 


Just when the Republicans 
thought they had felt the worst of 
the election aftershock, another 
bomb dropped: the resignation of 
Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld. Rumsfeld has been un- 
der massive scrutiny over strate- 
gies in Iraq. The move was a shock 
to the general political realm and 
even to most people in the Penta- 
gon. But the people voiced their 
opinion Tuesday and voiced it 
loud: change in Iraq was absolutely 
necessary. The Bush administra: 
tion made cuts at the highest level 
to show it heard the yelling. 
(Rumsfeld and Bush came to a 
joint decision on the resignation; 
Rumsfeld didn'tvoluntarily leave). 


From a Republican strategy 
standpoint, the decision to have 
Rumsfeld resign after the elections 
only added a further blow to de- 
feat. Iraq was the main issue this 
November, and the Secretary of 
Defense is the main man to blame 
for any fault in the war. If the 
move had been made a week prior, 
Republicans may have had a 
chance to add seats to their aisle. 
Such a move admits, in essence, 
that changes need to be made. If 
Republicans had admitted changes 
were necessary on November Ist, 
they may have been able to keep 
their numbers higher. 


Rumsfeld's resignation was just 
extra icing on the cake for the De- 
mocrats.. Things had gone their 
way during election night, and a 
resignation from a top Cabinet 
member just made the victory a 
little sweeter. It also signaled a 
possible change in policy from the 
White House which was what the 
Democrats wanted in the first 
place. 


What's interesting about the 
election results is that in many 
states, voters did not vote straight 
party ticket. For example, Califor- 
nia voters chose to give Senator Fe- 
instein, a Democrat, another term 
but also pulled the lever for the 
Terminator, Republican Governor 
Schwarzenegger. The electorate in 
Nebraska, Florida, and Hawaii all 
voted for a Democratic senator and 
a Republican governot, and voters 
in Tennessee, Arizona, Wyoming, 
and Maine did just the opposite, In 


fact, there were not many states 
that voted for one party across the 
board. Does this mean partisan 
politics is over? Don’t count on it. 
Voters may have created a more 
evenly split Congress, eliminating 
the one party stronghold, but party 
agendas on both sides will butt 
heads consistently. In order to get 
anything done in the next two 
years, bipartisanship is crucial. 

The bottom line here is that we 
arent in agreement on how the 
election should have gone, but we 
both agree, however, that change 
was necessary. What's going to 
change in the next two years be- 
fore the 2008 presidential election? 
We're both predicting that not 
much is going to change, and there 
is no chance for change if the par- 
ties do not work together. Most of 
the issues now will still be issues in 
2008, and that election will likely 
be based on which party people 
give credit for accomplishing the 
tasks at hand. The road to 2008 is 
probably goingeto be bumpy, but 
isn’t that part of the fun?

“Compost happens’ at Field Station 


Opportunity for campus to get involved with helping out the environment

The American population pro- 
duces 210-million tons of trash per 
year, the majority of which goes 
straight to landfills. 

Dr. Clarence Harms, director of 
the Field Station, does his best to 
reduce the amount of waste dis- 
carded into landfills —- he turns 
trash into treasure by composting. 

The purpose of composting is to 
“return to the earth what we take 
from it; Harms said, Whereas 
landfills keep reusable and recy- 
clable materials from their poten- 
tial for renewal, composting trans- 
forms trash into useful soil. 

Harms sorts, by hand, trash col- 
lected from campus and commu- 
nity drop-off spots, separating com- 
postable material, or “feedstocks,” 
from plastic utensils and other ma- 


terials that cannot decompose. He 
spends an average of 12 hours per 
week hand-sorting trash, a chore 
he is more than happy to complete. 

He then takes the feedstock to 
the Field Station’s composting area 
and covers the material with soil to 
speed up the composting process. 
The trash becomes useful soil, 
what Harms calls “brown gold,” in 
just over four months. Microorgan- 
isms break down the combined 
brown feedstocks, which include 
shredded paper and leaves, and 
green feedstocks, such as grass and 
food waste. 

A large amount of feedstock 
comes from the campus dining 
hall and offices. Sodexho employ- 
ees collect feedstock, such as half- 
eaten meals (sans. meat), expired 
food that has not left the kitchen, 
and cardboard containers, while 
campus offices contribute shred- 


ded paper. 

Field Station composting gener- 
ates an average of 13.7 tons of nu- 
trient-rich soil every month, ac- 
cording to Harms. The soil is given 
to local gardeners, is placed around 
campus trees in the spring and is 
used for planting trees and land- 
scaping at the field station. 

The Field Station has been com- 
posting for 20 years, but- the 
process has greatly improved over 
the past year. Increased involve- 
ment from the campus and the 
New Wilmington communities, 
along with a grant from the De- 
partment of Environmental Protec- 
tion that allowed Harms to pur- 
chase necessary equipment for 
large-scale composting, have 
helped to progress the environ- 
mental impact of composting. 

Students can easily get involved 
in the composting effort. Before 


throwing out trash, simply bag 
compostable materials like coffee 
grounds, banana peels and left- 
overs and drop them off at the bin 
marked “compost happens” near 
the lower entrance of Hoyt. Harms 
collects the feedstocks once a week. 

“The compost project is a great 
opportunity for the campus com- 
munity to get involved in environ- 
mental aspects,” junior Hollyann 
Leach, president of the Sierra Stu- 
dent Coalition, said, “It is a definite 
advancement for the college to be- 
come a ‘green’ campus, but we still 
have a long way to go” 

The amount of soil generated 
by composting with community 
and campus cooperation proves 
‘how simple it is to keep the earth 
healthy. “We keep energy in mo- 
tion by keeping materials in the 
cycle of nature,” Harms said. “It's 
good for the human spirit”

Going into the last game of 
the season. the Titans are 2-7 
and 1-4 in the PAC: The Titans 
will be facing Waynesburg, 
which is 5-4 and 4-1 in the PAC, 
putting them in second place in 
the division. Westminster is 
coming off a hard-fought loss to 
Thiel at Alumni Stadium and 
heads home for the last game of 
the season on November 11. 

The Titans went to Alumni 
Stadium with the intent of prov- 
ing that they are a better team 
than their record shows. The Ti- 
tans came out of the gate explo- 
sively and. were scoring effec- 
tively. 

The Tomcats came out and 
were up 14-0 halfway through 
the second quarter when QB 
Kevin Franz scored the first Ti- 
tan touchdown on a 12-yard run 
to make the score 147 The 
Tomcats came back with a field 
goal the next time they had the 
ball increasing the lead to 17-7 

The Titans came right out 
fighting to stay in the game and 
Franz scored his second rushing 
touchdown of the game on a 9- 
yard keeper. However, this was 
not the last Titan score of the 
half; with 15 seconds left Franz 
hit Brett Ziegler on a 10-yard 
touchdown pass sending the Ti- 
tans into the half up 21-17 

The Titans needed to come 
out and score to force Thiel out 
of the game but the Tomcats 


were fired up and ready to go in 
the second half. The Tomcats 
scored 3 touchdowns in the 
third quarter to put them in a 
commanding lead of 38-21. 

The Titans weren't about to 
quit though as both teams 
scored once more in the fourth 
quarter to make the final score 
45-27 Thiel. 

Offensive tackle Randy 
Sylvester said of the team’s sec- 
ond half performance, “when 
we came out of the half all we 
needed to do is be smart. with 
the ball because we already had 
them on their heels, and a score 
to start the third quarter would 
have sealed the deal for us” 

The Titans have been 
plagued with turnovers all sea- 
son. Many of these turnovers 
can simply be blamed on the 
lack of experience on both sides 
of the ball for Westminster.

Ziegler. Franz had 364 yards of 
offense on his own and had a 
hand in all 4 Titan touchdowns 
against the Tomcats.

Waynesburg comes into the 
game against Westminster one 


of the best teams in the PAC 
with a running game that can 
really control the tempo. The 
Yellow Jackets are led by senior 
running back and leading rush- 
er in school history Ryan Abels. 

Abels is the second leading 
rusher in the PAC averaging 70 
yards per game on the. ground.

the doctors are available on cam- 
pus. 

The Student Government Asso- 
ciation and Health Center officials 
are now teaming up to provide a 
change in the hours that students 
can see the physician on campus. 

The Student Health Center is 
now open from 7:30am to 3:30pm. 
Students are able to visit the physi- 
cian by appointment, Monday, 
Wednesday, Thursday, and Friday 
from 8:15am - 9:15am, and on 
Tuesday from ipm-2pm, each 
week. 


On Thursday, November 2, the 
SGA Senate passed a resolution to 
change the Health Center physi- 
cian hours to a time more conve- 
nient for the majority of students. 


SGA is recommending that the 
doctor's hours be change to Mon- 
day, Wednesday and Friday from 
11:30pm-12:30pm, and Tuesday 
and Thursday from 7:00am- 
8:00am, every week. Vidic believes 
“by altering Monday, Wednesday, 
and Friday, the doctor will be more 
accessible to the students who nor- 
mally have to miss class or get up 
at the crack of dawn to meet with 
the doctor. 


The Tuesday and Thursday 
hours will remain early to acoom- 
modate those student teaching or

Registration week means set-

With the exception of the con- 
stantly updated Campus Connect, 
the process of registration has re- 
mained relatively routine. Accord- 
ing to Registrar June Pierce, stu- 
dents are assigned a day and time, 
based on number of credits. When 
the time comes they trudge up to 
the Witherspoon Rooms, wait in 
line, sit down at a computer with 
an advisor, and hope the computer 
agrees with the classes they want. 
Pierce says this approach is person- 
al and helpful for students if they 
get into a scheduling bind.

Former New Castle sscndaclect socialist 


Stance on labor earns immigrant, mill worker support; first socialist mayor in PA

“What well-appointed leader 
fronts us here?” King Henry IV, 
Part 2 (4.1.27). 

As candidates currently jockey 
for political votes from local citi- 
zens, we can-as local citizenstake 
time to remember a local Mayoral 
election nearly a century ago. 

On Saturday, November 18, 
1911, New Castle's existing news- 
paper, The Free Press, announced 
that Walter V. Tyler had won New 
Castle's election for mayor, becom- 
_ ine Pennsylvania's first Socialist 


ee ON Uk, eh Ol ae 


Mayor. 

Between the years 1890 and 
1920 New Castle grew as one of 
the fastest developing cities in the 
United States, almost rivaling Pitts- 
burgh as a metropolitan titan at 
the citys zenith. New Castle se- 
cured its position as the world cap- 
ital for the tinplate industry as it 
manufactured 60% of the world's 
tinplate. 

A large influx of immigrant 
workers came to New Castle to sat- 
isfy grow demands for labor, and 
trying working conditions lead 
many concerned town-citizens to 
look toward Socialism as a political 


guardian from the grueling condi- 
tions produced under a capitalist 
system. 

One journalist from The Free 
Press explained the national pan- 
demonium that erupted from the 
unprecedented electoral win. 

One contemporary journalist, 
Fred W, Harwood, explained that in 
New York, “Everyone here is talk- 
ing about the victory at New Cas- 
tle” 

“Victorious enthusiasm could 
not be repressed among the 
younger. element of the Socialist 
party, and as a result they- hastily 
organized a parade for. . Saturday

evening,” explained another article 
in The Free Press. 

Elected officials followed May- 
or-elect Tyler as he marched at the 
front of the parade beside State Or- 
ganizers John R. McKeown and 
Jack Britt Gearity. The new victors 
were sequentially followed by So- 
cialist children, Socialist women, a 
Drum Corps, and local organiza- 
tions who only heard of the parade 
at the last minute. 

No numbers exist to determine 
the parade’s scale, but one reporter 
explained that “it took two hours 
for the head of the procession to 
reach its starting point on the Dia- 


mond” 
‘Walter V. Tyler only held one 


term as mayor, Local historian Bob] 


Presnar believes that Tyler's ascen- 
sion to office came in reaction to 
enraged and at times violent steel 
strikes in 1909 that plagued New 
Castle. The tinplate workers, upset 
with working and living condi- 
tions, comprised a large enough 
electoral majority to elect someone 
that could represent their needs. 

New Castle continued a socialist 
stronghold, publishing communist 
néwspapers-like The Free Press— 
and attracting socialist, presidential 
hopeful Eugene V. Debs.

Under the direction 
of Owen Wagner, Assistant Dean of

to create the survey to ensure that

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ed,” Vance said in an email 

Students have also been asked 
to participate in focus groups that 
will allow them voice their con- 
cerns directly to Vance. 

The surveys were generally 
similar for each building. Students 
were asked to evaluate their satis- 
faction with their current resident 
hall or room by selecting D (dissat- 
isfied) or S (satisfied) for a number 
of concerns such as the bathroom, 
laundry facilities, and heating sys- 
tem. The survey also asks students 
to determine the importance of po- 
tential renovations, such as the ad- 
dition of air conditioning, replace- 
ment of flooring and the removal 
of built-in furniture. 

Once the surveys are collected, 
Gina Vance and Beth Brooks will 
work to compile the data into a 
spreadsheet. From there, trends in 
the dafa will be used to create fo- 
cus group questions. 

After the focus group, Vance 
says she will produce “a brief re- 
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port using information from the 
surveys and focus groups and shar- 
ing that report with the students in 
the building as well as the resi- 
dence hall improvement commit- 
tee. This committee is also touring 
each residence hall with a repre- 
sentative from the focus group?” 


Its not mandatory for residents 


to complete the surveys, but many 
building have held hall meetings 
to boost participation. Students 
were able to volunteer for focus 
groups by providing their name 
and contact information at the bot- 
tom of their survey. 

“When I can read the handwrit- 
ing, I've invited those individuals to 
attend the focus group. In some 
buildings, I've simply sent an email 
to the residents inviting them to at- 
tend,” Vance said. 

This week, focus groups 
were held in Galbreath, Ferguson, 
and Eichenauer. Both the focus 
groups and the surveys are a great 


opportunity for students to voice. living conditions, and the changes

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Pizza Joes was robbed at gunpoint on Wednesday, Nov. 
15. The robber’s identity has yet to be confirmed, and the 
store has added a security system since the incident.

Police and employees have yet 
to verify the identity of the man 
who robbed Pizza Joe's at gunpoint 
two weeks ago. 

On Wednesday, Nov. 15, shortly 
after 9 p.m, a man dressed in a 
black hat, jacket, and sunglasses 
walked into Pizza Joe’s wielding a 
silver automatic handgun and. de- 
manded the money from the three 
employees on shift. The man then 
left with an undisclosed amount of 
cash and exited out the back door. 

There were no customers in the 
store at the time of the robbery 
and no one else entered the build- 
ing until after the thief left. Police 
have called in a suspect for investi- 
gation but have since released the 
suspect until further questioning. 

Heather Pate, who was on duty 
with two other employees the 
night of the robbery, was called in 
by police to help identify the possi- 
ble suspect. Pate, however, was un- 
sure whether or not the man she 
saw the night of the robbery

matched up with the suspect 
brought in by police. Pate says she 
remembers the robber was shorter 
than the suspect brought in by po- 
lice. 

According to information given 
by police to Titan Radio, the robber 
was a white man of medium 
height, weight, and build in his 
mid to late 20s. 

Since the robbery, Pizza joe's 
has added a $3100 security system. 
to the store that includes six securi- 
ty cameras located inside and out- 
side the shop. 

Campus security has also been 
notified of the robbery and. has 
been keeping a close eye on the 
shop since the incident along with 
the New Wilmington Police De- 
partment. 

Employees are also on high 
alert and are cutting no corners 
with precautions. According to 


Pate, security has been “pretty 
tight” since the robbery. 

This is the first time the Pizza 
Joe’s on Market Street has been 
robbed in the six years it has been 
in business.

Officers use tasers after student refuses to use ID 


LOS ANGELES (AP) - The Uni- 
versity of California Los Angeles, 
where an investigation into the use 


of a Taser gun against a student is 


under way,

well as those putting up a fight. 

Police at * of the 10 ee 
puses carry laser guns. Most are 
restricted to only using the guns 
against violent suspects, 
to interviews with top UC law en- 
forcement officials. 

UCLA's police rules, however, 
allow officers to use Tasers on pas- 
sive resisters as "a pain compliance 
technique,” Assistant Chief Jeff 
Young said last week. 

Officers can use the

on school bullying. 


TOKYO (AP) - Struggling to halt 
a spate of bullying-related youth 
suicides, a Japanese government 
panel Wednesday urged schools to 

punish classroom bullies and crack 
ow on teachers who look the 
other way. 

The panel urged school officials 
to lecture schoolchildren on the 
dangers of bullying and teach 
them that watching in silence is as 
bad as bullying itself, according to 
a copy of a report submitted 
Wednesday to Prime Minister 
Shinzo Abe. 

"It is important for the govern- 
ment, along with schools and local 
boards of education, to do every- 
thing they can deal with this prob- 
lem. In that sense, the panel's re- 
port is significant," Abe told 
reporters. 

The proposals follow a recent 
series of student suicides linked to 
bullying at school, including cases 
in which teachers oo COv-

"We need clear stan- 
dards for guidance and punish- 
ment” 

Bullying has long been a top 
concern in Japanese schools, where 
students face all-consuming pres- 
sure to compete on entrance ex- 
ams and conform with their peers. 
Bullying victims are often blamed 
for inviting the abuse, increasing 
their sense of isolation and shame. 

The Education Rebuilding 
Council also urged local education 
boards to punish teachers for who 
encourage bullying or fail to stop it, 
while taking steps including sepa-

A ministry survey found no cas- 
es of suicides caused by bulling 
since 1999, but media reports say 
there were more than a dozen cas- 
es of bullying-related suicides na- 
tionwide between 1999 and 2005.

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What's the Hold Up?

At the beginning of October, 
The Holcad reported that college 
officals and the Student govern- 
ment Association have been work- 
ing together with area businesses 
for Titan Card swipers in the New 
Wilmington Borough. 

This project would permit stu- 
dents to use their cards at ma- 
chines that would be stationed at 
various businesses in the borough. 

Students would be able to use 
their Titan debit funds on their 
cards, not dine dollars, to purchase 
goods at cooperating businesses. 

The project has reportedly been 
under works for approximately 
two years now. 


So what's the hold up? 


School. officials are continuing 
to evaluate the cost and profitable 
gain from the project for both the 
schools and the businesses. In or- 
der for the businesses to be able to 
implement the system, each busi- 
ness would have to have a ma- 
chine installed at their locations. 

This would permit the transfer 
of funds from the Titan Card office 


‘ on campus to the business loca- 


tion. This is where most of the cost 
would be incurred. 


Student Government Associa- 


tion is doing everything possible to 
promote and encourage the com- 
pletion of the project. 

Adam Leech, Secretary of SGA, 
has been in communication with 
Ken Romig, Vice President of the 
College and head of financial man- 
agement services. 


Though SGA has already allo- 


‘cated some funds for the project, 


Leech and Romig discussed some 
of the other concerns. 

On November 15, the Chamber 
of Commerce met and, with Romig 
present, the College's requirements 
were reviewed. 

‘I told the Chamber that the 
College needs to have 4 to 5 busi- 
nesses.willing to implement the Ti- 
tan card system but the Chamber 
President, Tom McKinley, is going 
to communicate with all the 
Chamber members to see if there 
is sufficient interest,” said Romig. 

Another stumbling block that 
Romig mentioned was the cost of 
maintaining the systems. 

“Tom McKinley will be working 
with our IT group to determine if 
there is a more cost effective way 
to implement the system with the 
College's system?” 

There is a lot more time and 
planning that needs to go into the 
project, but the College and some 
area businesses are enthusiastic 
about the idea, if and only if it will 


be the best move for the college 
and the borough. 


Dave Llewellyn, owner of the 
New Wilmington Pizza Joe's, is one 
business owner that is in favor of 
the project. 

“| think it is the greatest thing in 
the world,” Llewellyn said. 

He would love to see more stu- 
dents and business in his restau- 
rant. 

Pizza Joe’s is no rookie to this 
type of system, however. One 
restaurant located near Beaver Lo- 
cal High School has already ser- 
viced a local college with a similar 
system for the college students. 


The only downside however is 
that students have to chose from a 
specific menu with some inflated 
cost in order to cover expenses so 
that both the school and the 
restaurant can benefit form the 
system. 

Llewellyn reports that the Pizza 
Joe's located near Beaver Local 
must pay the college 25% of its 
earnings. 

Llewellyn is still optimistic 
about the whole idea, 

If all else fails he is thinking 
about implementing his own card 
to Westminster students. This card 
would be more like a gift card that 
students or their parents could 
place funds on which can be used 
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School officials are 
continuing to evalu- 
ate the cost and prof- 
itable gain from the 
project for both the 
schools and the busi- 
nesses. In order for 
the businesses to be 
able to implement 
the system, each 
business would have 
to have a machine in- 
stalled at their loca- 
tions.

- Circle K and the Kiwanis Club 
have been working with Nike Inc. 
bn the continuing Reuse-A-Shoe 
project since February 2005. 

Reuse-A-Shoe is an internation- 
al program that promotes a 
healthy lifestyle for children. The 
program was started in 1993 by 
Nike Inc. 

The company takes donations 
of non-metal, athletic shoes and 
reuses them to benefit children. 
When shoes are thrown out, they 
are often deposited in a landfill or 
dumpster where they no longer 
serve a purpose. 

Through the Reuse-A-Shoe pro- 
gram, Nike splits the shoes into 
three layers: the outsoles, the mid- 
soles and the textile and leather 
uppers. 

These three layers are ground 
up and used for different surfaces, 
such as basketball courts, soccer 
fields, tracks and playgrounds for 
children. 


“One of the components of the 
shoes goes into pads for the bas- 
ketball floors,” director of the field 
station Clarence Harms said. 

The Reuse-A-Shoe project start- 
ed here in February 2005 after 
Harms’ wife, president of the Kiwa- 
nis Club at that time, was looking 
for a project to develop. She heard 
about the Reuse-A-Shoe project 
and contacted the Nike headquar- 
ters for more information. 

The shoes that have been col- 
lected here are donated at the Nike 
Factory Outlet in Grove City. Circle 
K placed bins around campus for 
donations of shoes, and two to 
three people collected them one af- 
ternoon. 

After the shoes were collected, 
nine members of the Kiwanis Club 
and two Circle K members sorted 
the shoes at the field station. While 
sorting them, the group had to cut 
out the metal eyelets from the 
shoes, because the shoes can only 
be donated in non-metal form. 

Since this project started in 
2005, Circle K and the Kiwanis

SGA amends library hours resolution, concedes Sunday for more weekdiy and Saturday hours

The Student Government Asso- 
ciation made adjustments to the 
previous resolution regarding the 
increase of library hours on Thurs- 
day, Nov. 16, 

On May 16, the members of the

academics committee of SGA de- 
signed a resolution entitled “Li- 
brary Hours in Our Time?’ In this 
decree, the members of SGA ap- 
proved the request to extend li- 
brary hours, Their hopes were to 
increase total library hours by nine 
hours per week. Monday through 
Thursday would have been  in- 


creased by one hour, three hours 
on Saturday, and two hours on 
Sunday. 

On Nov. 16, an amended rec- 
ommendation from the previous 
resolution was made. In an effort 
to reach an agreement with ad- 
ministration, SGA decided to drop 
demands of increasing Sunday 


hours, which leads a total increase 
of only seven hours per week. _In- 
stead, they ask that hours be ex- 
tended until 12 am. Monday 
through Thursday, and on Satur- 
days extended from a 5 pm. clos- 
ing time to an 8 p.m. closing time. 
They hope that this compromise 
will increase the chances for a so- 


lution that will benefit all students. 

"As academics chair [of SGA] 
the complaint that | hear most of- 
ten from students is a request for 
longer library hours,” senior Lee 
Scoot said. “We requested an ex- 
tension of hours last May through 
a prior resolution. The most recent 
resolution sees a drop in our re- 


quest of hours from 9 additional 
hours per week to 7, We hope that 
this is seen as a measure of good 
faith by the students to the admin- 
istration and faculty of our desire 
to keep the most important acade- 
mic building on campus open 
longer.”

Turn of the century Titans

“For from my heart thine image

Painting an image of our alma 
mater at the turn of the twentieth- 
century will paint a portrait that 
we, as their successors, should con- 
sider, 

Students attended the first class- 
es held in the newly built Mary 
Thompson Science Hall in memo- 
ry of Professor Thompson's daugh- 
ter, who died earlier in, 1886. 

The Class of 1895 marked the 
first class that graduated with caps 
and gowns from Westminster Col- 
lege. 

In June of 1895 the Board of 
Trustees received petitions out- 
raged at the activity of secret frater- 
nities on Westminster's campus. 

.. The Board advised the faculty to 


\ 


“exercise all proper means to rid 
the college of the fraternities com- 
plained of” Later that December, 
20 petitioning students left West- 
minster, objecting to the College's 
apparent inaction. 

Basketball arrived at Westmin- 
ster in March of 1896. The Holcad 
ran the quote, “Basketball has 
reached Westminster and the 
Sophs and Freshmen are prepar- 
ing to demolish each other in this 
indoor football” 

In 1899, Westminster football 
reached a new zenith. After win- 
ning six straight games, Westmin- 
ster lost its last two-alter coach Mr. 
Ziegler had left the team for those 
games. The team still captured the 
Northwest Pennsylvania College 
League championship. 

In the spring of 1900 the base- 
ball team proved Westminster's na- 
tional significance when they won 
the Intercollegiate Championship. 
In that same year, John Cameron 


pitched a 23-0 shut-out against 
Bethany and a 34-4 victory over 
Geneva, among other notable 


games, 

In 1900 Westminster also added 
a natural sciences and modern lan- 
guage department. Those studying 
the modern language could now 
focus in literature, and 
American literature course be- 
tween. 1865-1880. 

In September of 1900 scarlet 
fever gripped Westminster, causing 
the term to close three weeks early. 

In 1902, R. G. Deevers thrust 


Westminster's track program onto fi 


the national forum. At the Pan- 
american Field Meet in Buffalo, 
Deevers placed first in the broad 
jump and second in the 100 
dash. Westminster placed fifth in 
the Pan-American Field Meet 
ahead of Yale, Princeton, and vari- 
ous larger universities. 

On March 4, 1901 the muse, 
Polyhymnia, gave birth to West- 


minster’s Hymn at a Glee Club 
concert directed by Professor M. L, 
Peterson. With words written by 
Professor of Greek, Dr. Morgan 
Barnes, the music followed the 
melody of Meyerbeer’s opera, “Les 
Huguenots’

in general. Now there are people 
who are trying to get the word 
banned from public settings, songs, 
movies, etc. The question I ask is, 
“Can that really happen?” 

It seems that lately I have been 
writing a lot of stories that have 
racial undertone. Those were not 
my intentions in getting involved 
with the Holcad, but it would al- 
most be unnatural not to touch this 
subject. Since this is something 
that I am very familiar with, | fig- 
ured, “Hey, who better to write 
about it than me?” 

In this section of the article, I 
will be spelling out the word, not 
because I want to to offend anyone, 
but because I feel that its use is 
necessary in getting the full con- 
cept of its history in this country. 

According to a 2005 article in 
the African American Registry, the 
history of the word nigger is often 
traced to the Latin word niger, 
meaning black. This word became 
the noun negro (black ata) in 
English, and simply the color black 
in Spanish and Portuguese. 

In Early Modern French niger 
became negre and, later, negress 
(black woman) was unmistakably 
a part of lexical history, but it is 
probable that the word nigger as it 
is used today is a phonetic spelling 
of the white Southern mispronun- 
ciation of the word Negro. 

For years the word has been 
used in to belittle people who were 
of African decent. 

As time went on, it seemed as if, 
when one wanted say something 
that would completely demean a 
person ora group, the “N” word 
would be somewhere in the midst. 
(Some people refer to Jewish peo- 
ple as White “N’, Arab people as 
Sand “N” and even Japanese peo- 
ple as Yellow “N”) 

It's clear that the use of this dis- 
gusting word has made its mark as 
the most used racial slur. Can it go 
away? 

Recently the word has become 
common use within the group that 
it was originally created to put 
down, African Americans. It is not 
uncommon to hear the word 
rolling off of the tongues of black 
children and infested in the lyrics 
of much of today's top music. 

Rap is the biggest genre of mu- 
sic that the word seems to be wel- 
comed in. Some say that it ex- 
presses the struggle, or just a way 
to relate to the audience that is lis- 
tening. 

Many people wonder, “Why can 
black people say the word and 
white people can't?” To that ques- 
tion I honestly can’t say that I have 
a valid answer. 

Many black people say that 
they use it because for many years 
it was used to degrade them, so 
they took a word that was intend- 
ed to hurt and turned it into some- 
thing to embrace. The “er” at the 
‘end of the original word has been 
replaced with an “a” so it is believe 
to not mean the same thing. 


admit that I have used the “new 
form” of the “N” word at times; 
while talking to friends or singing 
a song, and | never found it to be 
offensive. 

Growing up in the inner city of 
Youngstown, it was never shown to 
me in an offensive light, so it was 
just another way of expressing un- 
tiy in some weird way. 

But I remember the first time 
that I experienced blatant racism; 
the first time I was called a “black 
N” I can recall those feelings that 
arose inside of me and the hatred 
in the eyes of the man saying it. 

In that moment | felt as if | was 
taken back to a time when that 
word was all some people had as a 
complete definition of themselves; 
a time where black people were 
told they were, and soon that's 
what they believed. They didn’t 
have the opportunity to educate 
themselves in order to realize their 
true worth; they were just an “N’ 

Needless to say, when I came 
back to myself, | gave that man a 
piece of my ever moving mind. 

I remember thinking about the 
situation that night. I remember 
saying to myself that when that 
word was said with friends | felt 
none of the emotions that I felt 
when this man, who happened to 
be white, said it, yet it was the 
same word. 

Tm not sure that its use would 
change in songs, movies and com- 
edy acts. I would like for it to, but 
I truly believe that would be be- 
yond a stretch. 

I think that for the word to start 
to dwindle in its usage, the mental- 
ity of a lot of people has to change 
as it did for me. It shouldn't be ok 
for anyone to use the word, 
whether they are black or white. 

For years the “N” word has 
been used to disgrace people with 
dark skin, to tell them that they are 
less than, and will never be equal 
to. Its intentions were to remind 
people of color that they are uned- 
ucated, and that because of their 
skin, they will be on the bottom 
forever. t 

I don’t think that replacing the 
“er” for a “a” can truly change that 
definition. The thing is, many peo: 
ple don’t look at the history behind 
what they say, they don't think 
about the lives that have been af- 
fected in the past by those who 
were given the “power” to use such 
words without consequence. 

Most don’t think about the peo- 
ple who suffered so that the gener- 
ations of today wouldn't fall victim 
to the infamous “N” word. So, to 
the question, why can black people 
use the “N” word and white people

During the second week of 
June, sophomore Chris Stone ac- 
companied Dr. Kang Na on a 10- 
day trip to Edinburgh, Scotland to 
present a paper at the Internation- 
al Meeting of the Society of Biblical 
Literature. 


Stone is the son of the Rev. 
William and Jenni Stone of New 
Wilmington. He assisted Na in 
some of the research of 
“Hermeneutics and Postmodernity: 
A Methodological Sachkritik,” 
which is about certain aspects of 
interpreting the Bible. Na was im- 
pressed with Stone's ability as an 
assistant during the semester prior 
to their trip, since much of the lan- 
guage used in the research materi- 
al is difficult for anyone without a 
higher level of specialization. 


This was not Na’ first trip to an 
international meeting with a stu- 
dent. Previously, he took a different 
student research assistant to Singa- 
pore, and is looking forward to the 
possibility of a similar experience 
for next year’s meeting in Vienna, 
Austria. He feels that it is very 
worthwhile for students to have 
this kind of opportunity because it 
allows for collaborative work be- 


tween the student and the profes- 
sor which is rare in the humanities. 
The research can expand the stu- 
dent's knowledge, and the interna- 
tional meetings can open students’ 
minds to new ideas, eyes to new 
sights and experiences, and their 
lives to new and exciting experi- 
ences. Na said that he believes that 
it is important to have the chance 
to look at home from the outside. 


“| hope that Westminster will be 
able to afford more of these sorts of 
experiences,” said Na. “Thankfully 
the Heinz Foundation offers us 
support” 


Stone greatly appreciated his 
opportunity to experience new 
places, tastes, and cultures as well 
as the chance to meet new people. 
They arrived a few days early in 
order to make final preparations 
for the presentation and to get over 
jet lag. He spent much of his spare 
time exploring the city and sur- 
rounding area, trying new things. 


“The food was amazing,” said 
Stone. “I even tried haggis, and 
loved it. It was delicious, and you 
can't even tell what you are eating” 


Other memorable experiences 
that Stone found amazing include 
a trip to Loch Ness, the ancient ar- 
chitecture throughout the city, and 


the chance to visit two historically 
important churches, St. Giles 
Cathedral, where Presbyterianism 
began, and Greyfriars Cathedral 
where he attended a service in 
Gaelic. Stone also was excited to 
have the chance to meet many in- 
teresting people, including Patrick 
Miller, a theologian who writes for 
clergy who Stone grew up hearing 
about from his father. 


“It was exciting to meet some of 
the scholars that my father has ref- 
erenced in his sermons,” said 
Stone. 


Stone's father was glad that his 
son had this opportunity. 


“Chris had a wonderful experi- 
ence of Edinburgh in its rich diver- 
sity, its scholarly heritage, rich cul- 
ture, and its everyday ways,” said 
Rev. Stone.

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AG charges six in Pa.-to-Buf- 
falo gun ring 

PITTSBURGH (AP) - Six people 
were charged in a straw-purchase 
gun ring that funneled at least 18 
firearms from western Pennsylva- 
nia to a street gang in Buffalo, N.Y, 
state prosecutors said Thursday. 

"The prosecution is the first in 
recent memory by our office tar- 
geting an organized ring of illegal 
gun purchasers," said Nils Fred- 
eriksen, a spokesman for Pennsyl- 
“hat Attorney General Tom Cor- 


Two crack addicts bought the 
guns from gun stores in Lawrence 
and Mercer counties between Sep- 
tember 2004 and February 2005, 
authorities said. The addicts illegal- 
ly bought the guns on behalf of 
others and were paid money or 
drugs to do so, the attorney gener- 
al charged. 

Five suspects were already in 
custody, including two straw pur- 
chasers and three alleged gang 
members from Buffalo. A sixth 
person, a juvenile from Buffalo, 
was still at large Thursday, Fred- 
eriksen said. 

Pennsylvania authorities said 
police in Buffalo seized one gun, a 
40-caliber semiautomatic pistol, 
after it was used in a crime on Jan. 
30, 2004. 


Two restaurant owners sue 
Allegheny County over smok- 


ing ban 
PITTSBURGH (AP) - Two 


. restaurants have sued Allegheny 


County over its recently approved 
smoking ban. 
Mitchell's Bar & Restaurant and 


Ripped from the wire 
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the Smithfield Cafe claim the ban 
would cause irreparable harm to 
their businesses. 

"We do what the customers 
want, not what some politician 
wants. This is a free country, this is. 
free enterprise,’ John Petrolias, 
owner of the Smithfield Cafe, said 
Wednesday. 

County solicitor Michael H. Wo- 
jcik said the ban was appropriate 
to protect workers’ health and 
restaurant patrons’ health. The ban 
is expected to take effect in Janu- 


ary. 

The state's Clean Indoor Air Act 
states that no cities, counties or 
municipalities can pass additional 
regulations on indoor smoking. 
But Wojcik said a prohibition on 
local ordinances designed to tight- 
en smoking regulations was re- 
pealed in another law. Allegheny 
County Judge Michael A. Della set 
a trial date for Dec. 18. 


Seminole Tribe of Florida 
buying Hard Rock business, 
acquiring collection of rock 
memorabilia 

LONDON (AP) - The Seminole 
Tribe of Florida is buying the Hard 
Rock business, including its mas- 
sive collection of rock 'n' roll mem- 
orabilia, in a $965 million deal 
with British casino and hotel com- 
pany Rank Group PLC, the tribe 
announced Thursday. 

The Hard Rock business. in- 
cludes 124 Hard Rock Cafes, four 
Hard Rock Hotels, two Hard Rock 
Casino Hotels, two Hard Rock Live! 
concert venues and stakes in three 
unbranded hotels. 

With it, the tribe acquires what 


is said to be the world's largest col- 
lection of rock memorabilia, some 
70,000 pieces including Jimi Hen- 
drix's Flying V guitar, one of 
Madonna's bustiers, a pair of Elton 
John's high-heeled shoes and gui- 
tars formerly owned by Bob Dylan, 
Eric Clapton and Chuck Berry. - 

"This is a proud moment for the 
Seminole Tribe of Florida and for 
all Indian tribes," said Mitchell Cy- 
press, chairman of the elected Trib- 
al Council. "It is also an opportuni- 
ty for the Seminole Tribe to 
diversify its business operations 
and help a very successful compa- 
ny to achieve even greater growth.” 

Cypress and Seminole Gaming 
Chief Executive James Allen said 
in a statement the tribe would 
work with Hard Rock International 
management to build on existing 
growth plans. 

In addition to its two Seminole 
Hard Rock hotels & casinos, the 
Seminole Tribe owns and operates 
five other casinos in Florida. More 
than 90 percent of the tribe's bud- 
get now comes from gaming rev- 
enue.

The arms embargo against So- 
malia was imposed in 1992, a year 
after warlords overthrew dictator 
Mohamed Siad Barre and then 
turned on one another. A govern- 
ment was formed two years ago 
with the help of the U.N, but it has 
struggled to assert its authority 
against the Islamic militants, 

Critics of the resolution, includ- 
ing some non-governmental orga- 
nizations, accuse the Security 
Council of taking sides in the dis- 
pute between the government and 
the Islamic movement, which the 
US. has accused of harboring al- 
Qaida suspects. 

US. Ambassador John Bolton 
said the United States, like many 
other countries, is concerned about 
the deteriorating security situation 
in Somalia and the possibility of a 
wider regional conflict. He said the 
regional force would be "a key ele- 
ment in preventing conflict.”

In this edition, Dr. Terri 
Lenox, associate professor of mathematics and 
computer science, explains recent additions and 
advancements to the college’s service learning 
curriculum and Civic Engagement Task Force. 


Have you ever been asked if the 
proverbial glass is half-empty or 
half-full? Til give you my answer 
at the end of this article: 

For a long time, I spent a lot of 
energy not watching television 
news programs. The plight of the 
world, the problems of this nation, 
the struggles facing individuals in 
our communities saddened me. 

I read articles in the Holcad 
scolding students, faculty and staff 
for “not caring” or “failing to be di- 
versified” 1 began to consider be- 
coming a hermit on an isolated is- 
land — (without computers, 
television, newspapers or cell 
phones), but reconsidered at the 
thought that the contestants from 
Survivor would probably find me. 

Inspirational readings left me 
feeling uninspired. “We have too 
many high sounding words, and 
too few actions that correspond 
with them“ (Abigail Adams in a 
letter to John Adams, 1774), 

Fortunately for my peace of 
mind, I was asked to join the col- 


lege’s Civic Engagement Task 
Force, established in Spring 2005. 
So how did “yet-another-week- 
‘ly-meeting” provide solace? It in- 
troduced me to the wide range of 
civic engagement activities on the 
Westminster campus that are "in- 
dividual and collective actions de- 
signed to identify and address is- 
sues of public concern” (Michael 
Delli Carpini, Director, Public Poli- 
cy, The Pew Charitable Trusts), 
Westminster folks are actively 
involved in Habitat for Humanity, 
fraternity and sorority philan- 
thropies, Big Brothers/Big Sisters, 
the Relay for Life, Chapel pro- 


. grams, Mortar Board, Circle-K and 


many other fund-raisers for chari- 
ties. The Civic Engagement Task 
Force compiled long lists of com- 
munity service and internships 
from athletes, education students, 
psychology and sociology students, 
musicians, artists, science students 
~ nearly everyone and every where 
on campus. 


I learned that many of our stu- 


thoughts 


dents, faculty and staff donate their 
time and energies to volunteering. 
It was a relief to realize that I didn’t 
have to take on all of the world's 
problems alone. Together, we are 
making a difference in our com- 
munities. 

Another exciting development 
came out of the discussions of the 
Civic Engagement Task Force and 
with the support of Dr. Virginia 
Tomlinson, Director of the Drinko 
Center. We realized that many 
Westminster courses throughout 
the years had incorporated service- 
learning. What is service-learning? 

The “official” definition would 
be something like - Service-learn- 
ing is a course-based, credit-bear- 
ing educational experience in 
which students (1) participate in an 
organized service activity that 
meets identified community needs, 
and (2) reflect on the service activi- 
ty in such a way as to gain further 
understanding of course content, a 
broader appreciation of the disci- 
pline, and an enhanced sense of 


personal values and civic responsi- 
bility (Bringle & Hatcher, 1995), 

Given a strong belief in the ca- 
pabilities of our students and a de- 
sire to see them to help our com- 
munities, service-learning is a 
strong fit at Westminster in many 
courses. 

For this academic year, the 
Drinko Center offered ten interest- 
ed faculty the exciting opportunity 
to focus on service-learning pro- 
jects - we're collectively called the 
Service-Learning Faculty Fellows 
(SLFF). 

You may have heard about Dr. 
Helen Boylan’s advanced laborato- 
ry students who worked with the 
Slippery Rock Watershed Coalition, 


Stream Restoration Inc, and Jen- 


nings Environmental Education 
Center to test abandoned mine 
drainage sites, 

Or the College/ High School In- 
teractive Literacy Program 
(CHIPS) that Dr. Eileen Morelli’s 
Education 351 (Reading in the 
Content Area) students are partici- 


pating in. Her students are work- 
ing with an urban high school, lit- 
eracy program to enhance learning 
and improve instruction for these 
at-risk students. i 

Dr. Sherri Pataki’s Inquiry 111 
students are working with the 
Lawrence County Community Ac- 
tion Partnership to address issues 
related to poverty and have been 
working in the community. 

Another course that you may 
have heard about was profiled in 
the December 1, 2006 Holcad. Dr. 
James Perkin’s Experiential Studies 
Projects (PR 501) public relations

Six students and two professors 
recently attended the annual Soci 
ety for. Neuroscience conference in 
Atlanta, Ga. 

The five day conference, which 
took place on Oct. 14 through 18, 
allows neuroscientists from around 
the world to share new ideas and 
present research. Dr. Alan Gittis, 


chair of the psychology depart- 


ment, is a member of the Society of 
Neuroscience. A yearly participant 
in the conference, Gittis decided to 
present this opportunity to stu- 
dents in the department.

Sophomore Veronica Geretz, 
who helped to present the re- 
search, explained what an opportu- 
nity and privilege students gained 
through attendance of the confer- 
ence. According to Gittis, Geretz 
was instrumental in planning and 
organizing this trip. 

“They should organize a confer- 
ence specifically for undergradu- 
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ates interested in neuroscience,” 
Geretz said. “It was awesome to in- 
teract with everyone and get an 
idea of where | need to be if neu-

Students compete against 115 other 
teams in computer programming contest

Students placed twenty-fourth 
among 116 teams at the Computer 
Programming Contest on Novem- 
ber 11, 2006. 

Three students went to the 2006 
ACM-ICPC East Central North 
America Regional Programming 
Contest. 

One hundred and sixteen teams 
from sixty-four colleges competed 
in the contest. Teams were made 
up of students in the areas of west- 
ern Pennsylvania, Indiana, eastern 
Ontario, Michigan and Ohio. 

Because of the sizable number 
of groups participating in the con- 
test, the ECNA RPC was held at 
four different contest sites. Ash- 
land, Ohio hosted 45 teams, 
Cincinnati, Ohio hosted 25 teams, 
Dearborn, Michigan hosted 16 
teams and Oakville, Ontario host- 
ed 30 teams. Each team was given 
eight problems to solve. The team 
to finish the most problems in the 
least amount of time would be the 
winners, 

“Our team did fantastic,” Dr. 
John Bonomo, associate professor 
of computer science, said. “This is a 
remarkable result for a school our 
size” 

At the end of the contest, The 
University of Toronto won, com- 
pleting all eight problems in 982 
minutes. “Stack Overflows,” West: 
minster’s team, solved three cor- 
rectly, an act matched by only nine 
other teams. On the whole, about 
91 of the 116 teams answered one

question correctly. 

‘{This performance] is topped 
only by the 19th place we received 
in 2004,” Bonomo said. 

Bonomo was the team’s coach 
as well as the co-chief judge for the 
contest. 

After the convention, the official 
ECNA RPC site, http://acmash- 
land.edu, released the following 
statement: “We are pleased to re- 
port that the ECNA RPC was a 
huge success this year” 

This was based on a series of 
observations. For example, version 
8&7 of the PC*2 Contest Control 
System. experienced no_ technical 
difficulties; the contest went 
smoothly, It started at 11:06 am 


and ended at 4:00: pm. As stated 
previously, 91 teams solved at least 
one problem, and the maximum 
number of solved problems was 
eight. 

The top ten teams of the contest 
included the University of Toronto 
(team name: Torontol) Carnegie 
Mellon University (team name: 
Tartans), the University of Waterloo 
(team name: Waterloo Black), The 
University of Waterloo (team 
name: Waterloo Gold), Carnegie 
Mellon University (team name: 
Dragon), Purdue University, the 
University of Toronto (team name: 
Toronto A), Ohio University, the 
University of Notre Dame. and 
Marshall University.

Darren Aronoskfy’s The Foun- 
fain contains three interwoven, 
parallel universes that may throw 
people off. 


It took me about halfway 


: through to realize how they were 


connected, and which story was 
real. However, | cat explain it a bit 
easier so you can enjoy the ride 
Aronoskfy gives in this dazzling 
cinematic achievement without 
worrying over plot details. 


The main plotline, as it turns it, 
is present -day when Tommy Creo 
(Hugh Jackman) is desperately try- 
ing to find a cure for his wife, Izzi’s 
(Rachel Weisz), brain tumor, Jack- 
man is a medical researcher and is 
testing the sap from a mysterious 
tree in the jungles of South Ameri- 
can (important parallel) and real- 
izes that it produces significant re- 
sults in a tumor located in a 
monkey. This storyline focuses on 
Tommys conflict of spending time 
with his dying wife, or spending 
time in the lab trying to find a cure 
before the tumor kills her.

terious tree. Izzi also appears to 
him, but as a memory or ghost. 
The concept of floating toward the 
nebula actually makes sense in the 
context of Izzi’s book, but I won't 
divulge it in the review. 


Perhaps this conglomeration of 


three parallel universes sounds too . 


folly-like and far-fetched, but it 
threads well with Aronoskfys oth- 
er major works, Requiem for a 
Dream and Pi. Both of these films 
deal with far more disturbing sub- 
ject matter, but. some how 
Aronoskfy makes it digestible 
through his directing and camera 
work. The sets are intriguing and 
intricate; the Tree of Life is mes- 
merizing in its beauty and also by 
its eerily human reactions: the 
hairs on its bark cringe whenever 
anyone touches it. . 


The Fountain is not about living 
forever as it is about the common 
human quest to stave off death, or 
prolong a life we don’t want to give 
up. Despite every attempt to get

In the middle 1960s, Westmin- 
ster College showed enormous 
growth and times for the college 
and its students looked favorable, 
Coach Harold Burry’s football team 
completed Burry's third undefeated 
season in 1964. Wes Craven en- 
tered the English department as a 
professor in 1964 for one year. 


In 1965, Westminster's faculty 
exceeded 100 people for the first 
time. In 1966 laborers finished the 
construction of the Gateway facul- 
ty housing development, the 
Beeghly Theater, a new wing to 
McGill Library and Eichenauer 
Hall while new renovation projects 
worked on Brittain Lake and new 
athletic fields. 

A new president, Dr. Charles F. 
Saylor, took office in 1967 promis- 
ing better cooperation between 

_ facefty, students, administration, 


tion to lights. 


the Board, and alumni. In 1969, 
two black professors—John Bush in 
Sociology and Harold Davis in 
Physical Education-broke West- 
minster College's color frontier 
when they became the College's 
first two professors of color. 


Westminster College appeared 
to grow positively amongst the 
chaos of political and social unrest 
that characterized America in the 
1960s. However, in May of 1971 an 
alleged racist statement tarnish 
Westminster College's good luster 
and received much attention. 


On Friday, May 14, 1971, the 
Black Student Union published an 
article printed on the second page 
of The Holcad that explained one 
student worker's witness of a racist 
statement. 


Sue Perrin overheard a faculty 
worker say.on Tuesday May 11, 
“we should put all the jungle bun- 
nies out to pasture. We don’t want 
to insult the cows” In the same ar- 
ticle the BSU stated that its organi- 
zation, “commits itself to discour- 
aging further: participation in 
athletics by future incoming black 
students.” 


A meeting was soon held by the 
Black Student Union and: SHARE

1971: sit-ins for equality 


(Society for Human Awareness and 
Racial Equality)’ and the person 
who allegedly made the racist 
comment adamantly denied the 
accusation. 

Westminster College investigat- 
ed the incident; the alleged state- 
ment was supposed to reference a 
network television program. 


35 students unsatisfied with 
seemingly conflicting stories held a 
sit-in on chairs, desks and on the 
floor of Old Main. The students 
held the sit-in to obtain an expla- 
nation from the new president, Dr. 
Carlson. 


The Dean of Students eventual- 
ly obtained an injunction-a legal 
device in which a court can order a 
group to cease a particular action. 
When students found that the in- 
junction had been written up and 
signed without the protesting stu- 
dent's knowledge, three male stu- 
dents drove to New Castle to argue 
against the injunction and were ar- 
rested. 

That evening William Kunstler, 
the liberal defense attorney for the 
famous Chicago 7 and the Berrig- 
ans, came to speak at Westminster 
College. Upon hearing of the recent 
incidents, Kuns$er sparked greater 


passion from protesting student 
when he stated that the injunction 
was unconstitutional as it limited 
the right of non-violent protest and 
claimed that the injunction was il- 
legally drafted. 


The students held another sit-in, 
this time in the hallways of Old 
Main, and issued several demands, 
which the college respected and 
apparently adopted, as a front page 
article explains in the final Holcad 
publication of the 1971. The school 
would “increase the number of 
Black speakers on campus, com- 
mit to increase the number of 
Black students, hire Black re- 
ctuiters, establish a ‘minority peo- 
ple’s scholarship’ and establish a 
Black studies program” 


By the first Holcad edition of 
1972, tensions seemed to be 
quelled as a published article by 
the Black Student Union did not 
mention the incident of the prior 
year. 


It speaks to the longstanding 
character of Westminster's body 
that students and faculty alike 
would demonstrate against injus- 
tice and adamantly continue to 
pursue righteousness until fitfully 
restored.
